Canada Can Succeed in Diplo- 
macy Only Tlirougli Im- 
=perial Chgiiriel 



Xiondon, Jan. 30.— The Tlmoa, referr- 
ing to tlie loiiy; -stanUiug- complaint u£ 
the Canadian jiresa against llie meth- 
ods and traditiona oi' J3rltl.'sh diplo- 
macy, says the general £ecllng in Can- 
ada on the Hnbject ia something not 
far sliurt oi" deep-aeated lilstorle aense 
or grievance ;igainst the imperial tie. 

The Tlniea proceeds to "tleal frank- 
ly" with the Immediate grlevanec'.'; 
arising out ul' the ivatcrwnya treaty, 
and say.'J: "It is an .abaolnte mia- 
repro"jentatlon of the facta to say that 
the routine at' Britiah diplomacy i.s 
withliokllng from Canada the terms of 
the treaty. .So far as Is known liore, 
the treaty has not been puhlishod in 
tlie United Stiites. It could only be 
BO pubUalied by a total diaregaril of in- 
ternutlonal usage and otliiuetto. It 
had only been communkated to the 
United State's senate because the sen- 
ate's sanction, was essential to its 
passage into laws. 

"It may, /however he said. In Can- 
ada that while . thoro are constitution- 
al necessities for the clroumstancea 
which caused complaint, they do not 
remove the popular grievance against 
a system which decides questions a£- 
fectins Canadian interests .:.wUb.OUt 
proper' reference to Canadian aeptl- 
nients. If thl% again, does' not mis- 
represent Canadian views, it betrays 
an equal misconception of the case. 
Tho treaty in point of fact, wa.s in- 
.spectod by an officer of tho Canadian 
government, and every amendment 
was made at tho suggestion or with 
the approval of that government. Its 
terms are therefore known as well in 
Ottawa as at tho White Honfi', where 
tho text itself has not been receivad. 

"The- Canadian public, porliapu, like 
a very small section of the iBritlsh one, 
may hold that no treaty should bo 
concluded by ministers without refer- 
ence to parliament. If so they havo 
only to make the fact known to tho 
goTorument iwhlch they themselves 
elect." 

With reference to tlie Canadian de- 
mand for ;l representative at "Waslilng- j 
ton the Times thinks .such could not 
bring so powerful an influence to bear 
as a .special rejjre.sentatl ve- sent for 
tho special task In hand. "Nor could 
ho speak- witli eriual force solely a.s a 
reproscnl.'itlve of tlie Uomlnion. Arm- 
ed strength in tho hacltground. n;; re- 
cent events in Europe liave elotiuent- 
ly sliown, is still tlie only sanction to 
which diplomacy can look for effect. 
If Canada desires tlie power of the 
Kmplro to invest her reprosintativcs 
with Its unriavelled foi-co and argu- 
ment, she must accept tho condition 



on wrilcu aloiio lUafpoworieiin be be- 
stowed." 

The Times thus cancludos: "It -would 
be difficult to show that tho Dominion 
has anything to gain by holding aloof 
from the support of British diplomacy 
with the' conditions whereon diplo- 
macy is based, as instanced by tho ex- 
tent to which Chnadlanv diplomacy is 
handicapped through tho abKcnco of 
Imperial support hi Us present nego- 
tiations with France.'

Vancouver, Jan, SO.— D. D. Mann, of 
the Canadian Northern, was tho guest 
this afternoon at a luncheon given at 
tho hotel Vancouver by the Vancouver 
Board of Trade.

In his address Mr. Mann said: "We 
ii.ave asked the premier of 1-irltlah Co- 
lumbia for government aid. In order 
that we may commence const vucllon 
of our road through British Columbia 
as scon as our surveys ai-e euinpleted. 
Any anhouncenient or statement with 
regaid to what the government of 
British Columbia will do must come 
from tho government direct, and not 
from me. 

"NS'hen my distinguished friend J. 
J. Hill, addressed the Vancouver 
Boaid of Trade last November, he 
stated that If lie had his way he would 
like to wipe out the custom houses 
along the international boundary. This 
wish Is no doubt on account of Mr. 
HiU having his line of railway located 
just south of the boundary. 

"If wo buy our goods from the Uni- 
ted States we will have the goods and 
tho United States will have the money 
and the carrying trade as well, and, as 
60 per cent the cost of transporta- 
tion is paid out in the country through 
whlcli the trafllo passes, and the other 
40 per cent is paid as Interest on tho 
capital Invested, they would have tho 
monPy for the transportation of the 
goods. On the other hand, with pro- 
tection, If wo manufacture our own 
goods wo would have the goods and 
the money too, and have the cost of 
transportation distributed in our own 
country, building up our towns and 
uitlcs and giving employment to our 
own people..

Berkeley, Cal., Jan. 30.— Following 
the renewal of agitation for anti- 
Japanese legislation !>y. the state le 
glslatura, Keiijl Kanekd, i (graduate of 
the Infperlal university"! at- Toklo, and 
a student at the University of Cali- 
fornia, was attacked 'by^ eight white 
students this afternoon and chasea oft 
tlie iftilverslty campus, Aa a result of 
the incident, the Berlteley Japanese as- 
sociation, numbering about 1,000 -mem- 
bers, has declared its Intention ot de- 
manding that the Japanese consul- 
general at San Francisco make repre- 
sentations to tho American government 
through Ambassador Takablra in 
Washington. 

Kaneko, who until a year ago was 
attached to the Japanese consulate at 
San I'Yancisco as interpreter, had boon 
attending lectures at California hall. 
As he walked down the -campus he 
passed eight students who were dis- 
cussing the Japanese question. Kane- 
ko stopped a moment to hear what 
was being said, and one of tho group 
Jostled him and knocked him down. 
The Japanese quickly jumped up and 
made some remark which was resent- 
ed by the students. They closed 
around Kaneko, and as the latter 
started to run, pursued him and rain- 
ed blows upon him, finally chasing 
him off the campus. 

A report of the attach was made to 
tho police by Dr. W. Morris Carpen- 
ter, with whom Kaneko is living, E. 
A. Huglll, superintendent of tho uni- 
versity grounds, began an investiga- 
tion, but so far has been unable to 
learn the identity of the young men 
who attacked Kaneko. 

Kaneko said tonight that he would 
not personally caliche attention of tho 
Japanese consul, or take any other 
action, but he would not interfere If 
others took such a step. I. -Wasa and 
H. S. Mori, president and secretary 
respectively of the Japanese Asso- 
cla'tlon, stated that tho association 
would aik tho Japanese Consul- 
General to report tho matter to Wash- 
ington.

VALUE OF WIRELESS 

Old Dominion Liner, Rendered Help- 
less By Collision, Soon Gets 
Assistance 



London, Jan. 30,— The British do- 
mains in South Africa, recently the 
scene of war between Britons and 
Boeri^ now form the stage of a move- 
ment for unity which promises to be 
one of the most remarlcable concilia- 
tions in history and to add to the 
British empire a great federation rank- 
ing almost with Australia and Can- 
ada in importance. Representatives of 
tlie four colonies have been In confer- 
ence several weeks on a plan of union. 
Cecil Rhodes .probably had little 
thought bcforo ho died that within 
ten years after the destruction of 
Dutch independonco in Africa a gath- 
ering dominated by such hostile spirits 
as Dr. Jamieson, who led the raid 
which brought on tho war; Presluent 
Steyn, of the Orange Free State, and 
two grcart Boer generals, Botha and 
Dewet, would be conferring amjcably 
for the purpose ot welding the Dutch 
and the Utllanders into a semi-inde- 
pendent nation under tho British flag. 

More noteworthy still seems the fact 
that the progress of the conference 
has been marked by harmony, and It 
is likely to be concluded with success. 
Another year will elapse before the 
South African uiilon can become ' a 
fact. After the convention has agreed 
on the bill flrat inresented by- the dele- 
gates from the Tiafisvaial, tho plan 
must be submitted to the parliaments 
of the four states, and then will bo put 
to the test of.a popular vote. 

Probably tho convention will reas- 
semble then to consider amendments. 
After that a ratifying act of parlia- 
ment and the signature of the • King 
will bo necessary to bring the new 
government Into being. Some time this 
year a delegation will visit London to 
consider the measure with tho colonial 
office and mombors of parliament. 

Thus far tho proceedings havo been 
secret. The form of government pre- 
dicted Is a comproralso between uni- 
fication -and federation. Most of the 
delegates prefer something approach- 
ing the Canadian plan of unification 
rather than a federation on the Aus- 
tralian system. Tlio present boundaries 
of the four colonics will be abolished, 
and they will bo rendered into similar 
Htatcs for local control. All powers 
of government not conferred on tho 
local legislatures will bo exercised by 
the central parliament, having an up- 
per and a lower house. 

The most Importt^t .questions betora 
tlie congress on wbicli ttiere are differ- 
ences, conceni yie franchise and the 
state of the natives. Apart froin 
these ttiere looms a roolc'~ ot, discord 
against which the union is more likely 
to be wrecked. If it be .wrecked at all. 
That is the selection of a capital. Pre- 
toria and Cape Town are strong rivals. 
Irho inhabitants of each consider the 
possession of the capital indispensable 
to the proposed union. 



STORM STILL RAGES

Norfolk, Va., Jan. 30. — Tho great

HO — Gale-^wcpt 
coasts, a freeze in tho fruit belt of 
Florida, temperatures of 30 degrees 
below the season average, snow In 
many sections and a cold- snap every- 
where north- of' the Mexican gulf and 
cast of the Rocky mouDtalns were the 
features that mar|ced tonight's weath- 
er map. The lowest temporatuKe giv- 
en in tonight's telegraphic reports to 
the weather bureau wa's 18 degrees 
below zero at White River, Canada. In 
tho west gradual relief from tho cold 
snap has been figured out by the 
weatlier experts for tomorrow.

Soine of the crltlcl.snis which have 
been nuide by tho members of tho Op- 
poaiilon a.-; to the land policy of the 
3j:overnment in respect to the sale 
of crown landH In northern British 
Columbia would never have been 
uttered if any attempt had been made 
to uiiquire into the' truth of the case, 
a ytuto oi: alfairs, which no doubt ac- 
counts for the fact that n,o such en- 
quiry Was attempted. 

Tho gravamen of tiie charges re-

Surveyors Shut Off. 
It was not understood liial this 
Iiriietice iiad prevailed to an extent 
which would have caused any con- 
siderable quantity of land to be alien- 
ated in this way, or that any serious 
abuses had resulted therefrom, but 
v,hi.ii he heard of It, Mr. Kulton, as 
i-liiei' eommissioniT of lands and 
works, determined to prevent the pos- 
sibility of the occurrence of any such 
seanduls. Accordingly in tile early 
sumim-r of 11H)7 .when t\ho survey 
pjiities had started for the season, 
Mr. Kulton placed a reserve on the 
lands being surveyed. These were 
( loseil to sale or lease, but open to pre- 
emption. The same policy was fol- 
lowed aiKl will be continued in 
tlie future. Thus for the past two 
years, during Which time tltere have 
been many parties of government sur- 
veyeis in the Held. It has been ren- 
dered iniposslbli' for any such assis- 
tance to bo given to speculator.". Tho 
lands have not boon for sale at all. 
One of the results of this policy has 
lieeii tile rather ridiculous sjiec- 
t.aclo of a mombi'r of tho 
Opposition solemnly attaoUlng the 
govornnieiil for being resiioiislble for 
a surveyor offering lands for sale U> 
American speculators, when these self 
same lands were not for solo at all. 
If the offer was really made at all, 
the pnly explanation can bo that the 
surveypr did not know that the land he 
was recommending had been covered 
with a reserve. 

l\Iany lands ha^re bmn eiosed to 
tho purchaser or leaser besides tiiose 
whicli are being surveyed, as was 
shown by Mr. Bowser on l-'rlday, but 
a few of tl'.e reserves m.ay be men- 
tioned here. in .September 11107, a 
strip of land on tlie Peace and Parsnip 
rivers. 170 miles long and lw<uity 
miles wide on each sid(! of the stream, 
was closed to all save pre-emptors, 
altliougli no sui-veyors had been sent 
in tliero. In the early part of July 
In the same year reserves to all save 
tho pre-eiiii)tor were placed on tho 
uiisurveyed lands in townships 1, 
3, 1 ,5. 6, 7, and 8 In Range 4 and 
In townships 18, 11, 12, 18, in range u. 
These are situated In the Nechaco 
\'alley. Tho lands on tho south fork 
of the Fraser and tho Yollowlioad 
pass li.'ivo boon similarly reserved at 
different (inies. as has the country 
alon;^ the t'anoe river to Teto .launo 
cache. In none of llioso cases wore 
surveyors in the liehl, and in tho 
Tf.te .launo Cticbo the reserve was 
put on on ;iccouiit of the possibility 
of tile coiistrui'tion of a lino through 
tlioro. Speaking generally it is. and 
has been, the policy of the department 
cjf lands cand works from time to time 
to pl.-ice reserves on lands which seem 
likel.N' to liecomo valuable for any rea- 
son, thus assuring to the bona lido 
settler an amjilo opportunity to shares 
in the increasing prosperity of the 
pi-oviiico.

.Aiiothi-r easoloss charge made was 
that tlio (le]iartment had giv(ui a 
lease of 40.00U acres to an American 
sN iidlcato with an option to iinrcbase, 
lb the first place, no lease tor more 
than a tiifiusiind acres can lie granted 
undi.r tlie act. and but six or seven

\>.ar. Also not one ol llii! leases 
eoiilains an option to purchase. i bus 
the ehariie was uiaiiuliu^turi.d out of 
whole elolh. 

.\nother absurd ri'ference w;i.s made 
to some lands in tiio north recently 
sold by a well known Victorian to ii 
Seattle syndicate. Tlie lands In ques- 
tion had been in the linnds of the 
vendor for about three years, and iiad 
before thtit pass<'(l tbrmigh several 
li.'inds before reaol-.ing lilin. It is 
understood tluit the lands were origin- 
ally partly .■^erip|>o(l and partly obtain- 
ed from tli<' govoriinient live or six 
ye.'irs ago, at a tliuo when iiobo<ly 
s..LVe the purchaser thought that ag- 
ileultural land in tliat section was of 
tho sm.ailest vaiuo to anyone.

LOOKING FORWARD. 

A fow years ago, when one V-ontured 
to speak of the things tliat might bo 
brought about In Brltlsli Columbia, 

, he waa ain to be proet(Hl witli ii some- 
what pitying smile, as though lie were 

' laboring under pleasing: delusions. At 
the best the fulfilment of his expecta- 

' tions was assigned to so remote a date 
that none of so-called practleal people 

' felt any Interest In them whatever. 

I But it always was and we suppose al- 
ways will be that tho dreamers are 
tho r)ractical men after all. for they 
see possibilities whleh are hiiUleu from 

, those whose gaze is fixed upon things 
close at hand. When John Wilson, of 
St. Andrews, New Brunswick, live 
years after Stevenson had driven his 
first railway train, told tho people of 

■ that little .seaport town that tho day 
was not far dLstant when a railway 

' train would run thence to tlie towns 
i on the St. Lawrence, he was set down 
as a dreamer of dreams. When Judge 
Hallburton not very many years later 
spoke of a railway from Halifax to 
• Esqulmalt as a possibility and. Indeed, 
, as an Imperial necessity, wise people 
•! Bald such a suggestion could only 
have emanated from tlie author of 
"Sam Slick."* AVlieu Samuel Cunard 

■ said' ho would run a line of steamships 
' across tho Atlantic he was laughed to 

scorn, and the , most practical of his 
critics. Dr. Lardner, delivered a lec- 
ture, at Oxford we think it was, in 
which ho demonstrated beyond tho 
shadow of a doubt that Cunard's jiro- 
posed ships could not by any possibi- 
lity carry enough coal to. last througli- 
out the Voyage. 

But to return to British Columbia. 
Everybody was prepared to admit the 
abstract proposition 'that this Is a 
province of unsurpassed' possibilities, 
but no one was quite prepared to be- 
lieve that t,liese possibilities would 
ever bo realized in any considerable 
; degrree for two or three generations to 

■ come. The construction of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway gave a buoyancy 
to long-cherished hopes, but they be- 
came leaden again, when it was seen 
that tho spurt of prosperity following 
the completion of the line was more 
speculative than real. But since then 
there has been a great nlovement and 
one may endeavor to fofecast the fu- 
ture a little without exposing, himself 
to tho charge of Indulging In day 
dreams. 

We have tho Canadian Pacific main 

line along which has been developed a 
very considerable prosperity, although 
experience has shown that a single 
line of railway through the mountains 
of British Columbia must be aug- 
mented by feeders If it Is to play its 
proper part in opening up the cmintry, 
These have been supplied and are now 
being supplied, and this great railway 
corporation has entered the province 
with another line which is to be ex- 
tended sp as to become practically 
transcontinental. Branch lIno" are be- 
ing constructed and the inilieations 
are that the Canadian Pacific will 
reach, with Its rails or steamers every 
traffic-producing point In southern 
British Columbia. But It is not to 
have the field to Itself, for th.- (Ireat 
Northern long ago invaded It, and 
there does not seem to be any limit to 
the extent of its competition. Another 
line may enter this territory, but of 
that more later. Wlthuul taking into 
account the plans of tlie Canadian 
Northern we have every assurance 
that Southern British Columbia is en- 
joying a period of development whkh 
will bo long continued and productive 
of Incalciilalile good. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific Is con- 
structing its line' across the province. 
In less than three years' time It will 
bo completed. A new elty will bo 
under^vay at Prince Rupe-it. ;uul a 
number of towns will be started along 
the line of the road. The country being 
well adapted to settlement, thousands 
of people will make their home.s there, 
and we will witness the opening of u 
very active period of progress tlirough- 
out that splendid belt of country, 
which lies from tho mouth of tho 
Stceena to Yellow Head Pass. We can 
hardly appreciate now what this will 
mean, Tho Grand Trunk Pacific man- 
ngemciU have made k.'iowii their de- 
sire to build a branch from their nuUn 
.line to Vancouver; they have declared 
• their Intention of making the best 
possible connection with Vlelorla. 
These things arc bound to come. They 
may not come this year or next, but 
they are bound to come. The Grand 
Trunk Fuclfic will not long be con- 
tent to be wH^out southern connec- 
tions, and It IB in the. public Interest 
that the mftklng of these connections 
shall not long be dela yed.

Like the Canadian Pnclllc and tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific, the Canadian 
Northern will have is build many 
branches so that the construction of 
one lino will lead to others. In short 
the indications all arc In favor of a 
great and wholly . unprecedented 
period of railway building In the 
Mainland of .British Cplutnbla. 

There remains Vancouver island to 
be considered, and it Is pleasing to 
bo able to believe that tho outlook 
Is no less favorable hero than else- 
where In the province. . We look lor 
the early opening of the Southwest 
part of the Island by a railway that 
will bring tho trade of a largo and 
valuable area to this city; to tho 
extension of tho E. & N. Railway in 
more than one direction; to the uti- 
lization of an Island port by the Can- 
adian Pacific in connection with Its 
trans-occanic business; to the entry 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific and tho 
Canadian Northern;" to a ferry con- 
nection across the Ftralt . with rail- 
way lines, whereby the traflic of the 
north will flow tlirough island chan- 
nels; to tile establishment of various 
industries on the many harbors of the 
island; to unprecedented prosperity in 
agriculture; to the enormous develop- 
ment of pleasure travel. We do not 
look for these things at some In- 
definite date In the future, but at a 
very early day. 

Under those circumstances it seems 
that It would bo wise policy for the 
IBrltlsh Columbia government to ap- 
proaeli the tiuestlon of railway devel- 
opment in a broad spirit. We are 
not now advocating any special enter- 
prise or any'sTbeclal' method of hasten- 
ing railway construction. We only 
urge the consideration of a broad 
policy. We iirge It now because we 
realize that every government. In de- 
termlng upon any course of action 
cannot go too far In advance of public 
sentiment. Apparently there is to 
be no railway legislation this session. 
We would have welcomed It, but there 
seems to be a likelihood of its being 
deferred. It is right that pending 
a decision upon any line of action tho 
public should exhibit an interest In 
tho subject matter and discuss It fully 
and freely. At tho same time we 
think 'we are safe In saying to Mr. 
McBrlde, his colleagues in the min- 
istry and the members of the legisla- 
ture generally that we are satisfied 
as to tho readiness of the people of 
the province to sui>port any well-con- 
sklered plan that will ensure the early 
and rapid expansion of railways in 
all parts of British Columbia. We 
are far from urging rashness and 
the assumption of onerous burdens. 
We only say that the psychological 
moment for action ajjpears to be very 
near at hand.

THE HOUSE OF COMIVIONS. 

Tho probabllty of tho representa- 
tion of tho West In the House of Com- 
mons being greatly Increased after the 
next decennial census is causing not 
a little thought In the Eastern provinces 
Tho St. John Telegraph says: 

To hear that the West expects to 
have sixty or seventy members in the 
House oC Conunons after tho census of 
I'Jll sets one to think about the di- 
inlnHhlng representation of the Mari- 
time Provinces. At present these prov- 
inces wltti thirty-five representatives 
In the Conmions just baldnce the four 
western provinces, but If tho redistri- 
bution after the next . census meet's 
western expectations, tho Atlantic dele- 
gation will look very slim by compari- 
son, particularly If we do not ahov/ 
some considerable gain In population 
over the figures of 1901. 

The eastern provinces are threaten- 
ed with another danger, namely an In- 
crease In the population of Quebec, 
which will, Ml) to speak, lengtlieri the 
yardstick by whlcii the representation 
of all the provinces will be measured. 
There Is every reason to believe that 
Quebec will show a very considerable 
growth In population. The .National 
Transcontinental railway will open u[) 
a vast hinterland, many new industries 
will cerlSilnly'be started along it-s route 
and there will bo many settlers. Com- 
menting upon tile probability that the 
West will have sixty reiireseiitatlvoa 
after 1911 the Toronto Ckibe says: 

Even If this expectation Is not ful- 
filled as soon as the people of the West 
think it will bo, there can be no doubt 
that sooner or later the population 
of tlie four western provinces will ex- 
ceed that of the five eastern one:;, and 
tliat the political preponderance In the 
Dominion will pitss to tho West from 
the ICiist. There is nothing to regret 
111 Ihi.s change in itself. It is just as

hood to manhood. It would be regret- both for principal and Interest. Tlils

The province 
receives from tho Canadian Pacific 
40 per cent of tho gross earn- 
ings of. those two lines,, but has no 
claim whatever upon that company 
for anything else on account of Inter- 
est. In other words, each of tho 
above guarantees is a charge upon the 
particular piece of road to which It 
applies. In the case of the S. & '.0. 
there is a steady Increase of receipts. ! 
Thi- ri-flrlency In the year ending 
June 30, 1D08, was ic"." than $14,000. 
In the case of the N. &/ S. tho receiiits 
fluctuate greatly. They fell nearly 
$20,000 short of tho Interest charges 
In tho year mentioned, although they 
have been much higher. It Is hot 
necessary to discuss the wisdom of 
these guarantees. Wo only give those 
particulars so that readers may con- 
trast them with tho workings of the 
guarantee system adopted In the 
Pralrlo provinces. 

The plan adopte'd In those pro- 
vinces is not to guarantee bonds Is- 
sued upon any Isolated line of rail- 
way, but to guarantee the bonds is- 
sued by the great railway companies 
to build particular lines. Tlie bonds 
are to be a first mortgage upon the 
special Une of rallvvay In respect of 
which they were Issued, and upon 
their face they are made chargeable 
only upon the branch lines and the 
revenue arising out of lliern. P'nr ex- 
ample, the .Sa.-ikatchrwaii legislature 
has undertaken to guarantee lioiids to 
b<^ issued by the Grand Trunk Pacific 
to build three branch linos, namely, 
one froin Yorkton, 40 miles long, one 
lo Haltleford, I,", miles ion;,', and one 
to iteglna about 110 miles long. The 
iionds issued upon either one of 
these shall bo no charge upon 
either of the others, nor are they 
legally a eliargo upon tho main lino 
of th(! o iipany or tho r.^veiiues de- 
rived from the main line. They are 
not to bo the bonds of tlie Grand 
Trunk Pacific, but of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Branch Lines company, which 
Is authorlzefl tu construct these 
branches. This company is in all 
resjiects identical with the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, so that there is the 
protection of the parent company to 
safeguard the province from being 
called upon to pay a charge for Inter- | 
est. The province makes itself liable !

table, however, it It were to result in 
any permanent cleavage between the 
two great sections, known as the East 
and the West. Whether It will do so 
or not depends chiefly on the people 
of the West. Tho people of the East 
cannot be charged with having treated 
the West In any narrow or , niggardly 
spirit. They very early, perhaps pre- 
maturely, assumed for the purpose of 
settling the West financial burdens un- 
der which they had to stagger for 
yoiira before I'ellef came.

"The most remarkable part of all 
this controversy Is that the rights 
that the Japanese are so loudly de- 
manding in tills country are not given 
to , any foreigner in Japan. .Vmerl- 
cans are not allowed to enter the 
schools of Japan; they cannot own 
real estiite or engage in mining there. 
.\ri alien laborer is not allowed to 
work In Japan at any occupation 
without procuring a license from the 
piofecturi^ of the district where lie 
resides, and this liccjisfi would, of 
course, not be granted If the job he 
was seeking was wanted by any Jap- 
anese laborer. Besides. Americans 
residing in Japan are as.ses8ed fully 
double what the natives are for the 
satno property. If they wish to at- 
tf'nd the theatre, and ' the price of 
tlie tiekit to ii native would be 00 
sen, the American would lie compelled 
to pay ;;oO sen, and in other tilings 
It is the same. 

Tho good people in this country, 
who look ui)on thi' Japanese as a peo- 
ple with an al)l'>- bodied grievance, be- 
cause they are not put upon exactly 
the same footing as native-born Brit- 
ish .subjects, would do well to let 
those statements of Mr. Hayes, (Ind a 
lodgment somewhere in the recesses 
of thi.'ir minds. If Japanese were 
treated In Canada as Canadians and 
all other aliens are treated in Jap- 
an, there would he no end of protests 
telegraphed across the Pacific ocean.

NATi'ONlijmVERSITY 

Meeting, of Senate'. of bublin Univer- 
sity Opens New Era 



Dublin, Jan. 30. — The first meeting 
of the Senate of the National Univer- 
sity ■was held In Dublin recently, the 
proceedings being purely formal. In 
commenting on tho matter tho Free- 
man's Journal says that tho meeting 
signalizes tho end of a peculiarly gall- 
opprossion and tho inauguration of a 
period of great hope. "Within the 
past tvventy-nve or thirty years we 
have hud ameliorative legislation tliat 
marked an epoch, but there is no meas- 
ure so signtlicant in alt its aspects as 
the Act under wKich the National 
University of Ireland Is set up. It has 
been 'well characterized as the first 
Installment of Home Rule by Mr. John 
Bcdmond and the Rev. Dr. Delnny. 
Mr. Blrrell also has hailed It In that 
character. 

"Tho University body is autonomous 
and free In a' degree enjoyed by no 
otiicr governing body in tills country. 
Oi'.i; of the most potent arguments 
used ag.ilnst the Unionist Party Is 
that, while opposing the natlonar de- 
mand for self-government, they passed 
the Local Government Act, conferring 
:in enormous niea.sure of the popular 
control to which they arc antagonistic. 
It Is a constant argument, but the 
selr-g-ijveriiiiient signified In our Coun- 
cils Is restricted in e-omparison with 
the free, government eoiH'erred upon 
the .Senate of the' XatloiKil L'nlver.sity.

The now council is losing no time 
in proceeding with street Improve- 
mcnta. Following the tictlon of the 
streets, bridges and sewer commlttc^e 
whlcli on Friday iilglit decliled that 
the city engineer should be given all 
the money necesyary to nialntidn tho 
streets In un adequate manner, tho 
council will now bo aalted to authorize 
the laying of block pavements on" 
Humboldt street between Government 
street and Douglas street and on 
Belleville street between Government 
street and McCIUre street With the 
necessary drains and cement sidewalks 
The pavement will to tho kind hlther- 
tofore put down -In this city the blocks 
being treated with creosote and laid 
on a concrete foundation. 

Alderman Turner, chairman of tho 
streets, brlilgcs and sewers commit- 
tee, has posted notice that ho will nak 
the council at the Monday night's 
meeting to authorize tho work. "When 
this work of Improvement Is completed 
the •streets surrounding the Empress 
hotel will be put In proper cundltiun. 
The work will be done on the local Im- 
provement plan, the city i>aying one- 
third, in addition to the amount which 
would be ass(!saed against tho C.P.R. 
that company, under Its agreement 
with the city not having to pay any 
taxes I'cir £ll,'teen years. 

Government Street. 

The proijosed i inpro ven irn ts tn Cov- 
ernnii'nt street between 'l'oront(] anil 
Xiafiura street wliei'eliy tlie city 
agreed to tar iriaeailani, grade and 
drain, and acquire by exi)roprlatlon 
or otherwise sufficient land to makd 
tho roadway of uniform width, the 
whole to be done on the local Im- 
provement plan, win not be carried 
out aM at first contemplated. In the 
first scheme the proposition was to 
move back the cement walk on tho 
east side of Government street between 
Slmcoo and Niagara streets .ind to 
rc- construct the same so as to conform 
with the sidewalk already laid be- 
t^veen Toronto and SImcoe streets and 
to coiihitruct boulevards on both sides 
of (iuvernnient street between Toron- 
to and Niagara streets. But this por- 
tion of the work will be altered, the 
city having come to the conclusion 
that It will not move baclt the portion 
of the cement wnllc but will leave it 
in its present position. As tho street 
lakes a slight turn at that point It Is 
believed that it will be better to nar- 
row tlie boulevard on the side of Gov- j 
ernment street opposite tho portion of j 
tlio cement v.'alk wldch It was propos- | 
e(i in the first place to niovo. Tills now] 
dejiartnre in the original plan will 
come up for con.slderation at tomor- 
row night's meeting. 

The city assessor will be Instruct- 
ed to make a start on tho assessnti-'tit 
for this year tho roll to be prepared and 
completed by May in. It Is the Inten- 
tion of the council to tills year al- 
low Mr. Northcott two assistants but

Store 
street hnniHdIatoly adjoining tne bar 
1 of the Grand Pacific saloon, Guy Gav- 
in, a i>uinter, for yearf a resident of 
tills city, lies hoverli^ between life 
and death at- the Boyal Jubilee hos- 
pital. What the naturi of his sudden 
illness is coiiia not be determined' last 
night but at an early iour this njorn- 
ing he was not. tfxp*cted to live. 
Whether the man attempted his own 
life or was- suddenly stricken does' not 
appear certain, T}ie tormer contin- 
gency is ddubteij, ! 

Cavln, in company with a friend had 
been drinking in.' the Grand Pacific 
bar about 7 o'clock last nighk They 
left tho bar and a few minutes later 
entered tlie adjoltjing restaurant. Cav- 
ln then complaliiiid. or feeling ill and 
entering tho hiiv ciirough the door lead- 
ing from tho re-staurant took a deep 
drink of rum. He wandered out to 
tile street again and had gpno but a 
few steps when ho collapsed. His 
friend helped him back to tho restau- 
rant wiiere lie was given a bowl of 
ciaui chowder. As lie sat at the. lunch 
counter the perspiration ■streamed from 
his face and ho was jilainly HI. Mrs. 
Anderson advised him to seat himself 
near the door while .''he loosened his 
collar. He sat <|ulte still for probably 
an hour when he awiikcned from a 
light slumber and attempted to strug- 
gle to hly feet. He suddenly stiffened 
out and when several persons In the 
r(!staurant rushed over to him he was 
absolutely stark his eyes staring and 
the pupils narrowed to tlie uize of pin 
points. He evidently was atteiu iiting 
to .=uy something but all that could bo 
distinguished was tho word "homo" 
muttered several times.

D. G, Corbin Making His Third 
Request for Charter to 
'^.oundariy 



Tho railroad situation In Southeast 
Kootonay, us stated in yesterday's 
Colonist, Is likely to arouse a good 
deal of interest before tho present ses- 
sion of the legislature comes to an end. 
There are several conflicting Interests 
seeking railroad franchises, two of 
whom are already in evidence, with 
a third alleged to be still In the buck- 
ground. D. C. Corbin Is seeking for a 
franchise for the extension of his 
road; the Southeast Kootenay railroad 
wants an extension of an existing 
franchise, while E. H. Ilurrlman is 
credited with also seeking for a fran- 
chise of his own, although no bill to 
that effect has as yet been presented. 

J. A. Harvey, K.C., of Cranbrook, la 
representing the Corbin interests. This 
road now runs from to Spokane Into 
East Kootenay, where It has running 
rights over the C.P.B. as far as Mc- 
Gllllvray. The session before last Mr. 
Corbin applied for a franchise to build 
from McGUUvray south to tho boun- 
dary through the Flathead river coun- 
try. Ho encountered severe opposition 
and was unsuccessful in his efforts. 
Last year lie made another applica- 
tion, and succeeded In getting a fran- 
chise to build some fourteen miles of 
road. This hus been built and Mr. 
Harvey Is now here In an attempt to 
get the necessary leave to build to 
the frontier. 

Mr. Harvey said yesterday that so 
far as he know the statement that 
Mr. Corbin wanted to build on down 
through Montana to Helena was un- 
true, itnd that all they wanted was 
leax'e to build down to some oil fields 
near the international boundary. Mr. 
Corbin Is interested in some coal pro- 
positions already tapped by his line, 
but Mr. Harvey says that he la not in- 
terested In tho oil, although some of 
his associates have holdings there. 

The Corbin charter is opposed by 
the Southeast Kootenay railway people 
who are represented hero by Barnard 
and Bobertson. They also have a 
charter to build through much the same 
section, which Is understood to e.-cplro 
during the coming summer. It Is 
stated that tliey have not so far com- 
menced construction work, and are 
now seeking to secure an extension of 
their charter. 

Mr. Harvey knows nothing of tlie 
alleged enterprise of the surveyors of 
the Milwaulcoo (Harrlman's lino) in 
the Flathead section, but other advlcas 
would seem to make it likely that tho 
big railway magnate is also seeking an 
Indciiendent entrance to the coal Holds 
of southeast Kootenay which include 
practically all tho good coal on the 
western mainland which has yet been 
developed. In any event it Is certain 
that there is no such coal discovorablo 
In the western states. 

What the Issue of these applications 
will be is at present uncertain, but an 
Interesting contest wUl soon be on 
across the bay. 



ROCKS AT OTTER POINT 

Gruesome Find Made By Pro- 
vincial Constable Carter 
on I'^riday Last 



Lying hi a cleft of the rocks about 
a mile and a half from Otter point, 
the tilcull and a portion of the skeio- 
tou, evidently lliat of a youth, were 
loiiiiil on Fritla.s- by Constable Carter, 
of the i)rovliicial i)ollce department, 
who was Stat to that district to In- 
vestigate the stories In circulation 
relative to the <ilscovery of a skull 
near Otter Point. Tho rumors were 
based on fact. Tho remains consisted 
of the skull and a. portion of the skele- 
ton, but a close examlna*lon of tho 
bones did not reveal any marks there- 
on which would Indicate that tho de- 
ceased had 'met with foul play. From 
the position of the bones, lying in a 
narrow cleft Just wide enough to hold 
ihein, the i)ollce believe that the body 
had been placed there and from the 
tattered remnants of clothing,' dis- 
colored and almost rotted away. Con- 
stable Carter ctime to tho conclusion 
that the body Jmd been that of an 
Indl.'in boy. The remains were about 
thirty feet above high water marlc. 

Otter Point stretches out into tho 
straits, and as Indians are continually 
p.asslng up and down In their canoes it 
is believed that the liody had been 
brought nslioro and deposited in tho 
cleft in the rocks. Similar cases luivo 
been known to have occurred before. 
The provincial police department has 
no record of any youtli being missing 
in that section of the country, no re- 
port to that effect ever having been 
mado to tho department. Tho skeleton 
had evidently b^eii placed there a year 
or more ago.

OF CEMEN T WALKS 

Street Superintendent Shows 
Results By Hand and Ma- 
chine Work • 

Because of the reflections which 
have been made upon the methods of 
carrying on civic works, especially as 
to tho expense In the performance of 
cement work. Superintendent Warwick 
at last night's meeting of tho streets, 
bridges and sewers committee pre- 
sented somejlgures to show tho com- 
parative cost of laying cement walks 
by hand and by using a concrete mix- 
er. MV. "Warwick In submitting the 
statement stated that last year when 
he had been given the position he had 
been cautioned to keep a record of 
the cement and ho had tried so to do. 
One of the first troubles he had was 
frOm pia foremen who objected to 
working if they could not lay tho ce- 
ment by hand Instead of by a mixer. 
He also told of the trouble he had had 
in getting materia! delivered. In some 
cases orders for lumber put in af tho 
llrst of the month would not bo filled 
until tho lUli and In the case of ce- 
ment he instanced his present trouble. 
R. P. Rlthet & Co. supply It but that 
firm is out of this material and has 
to got It from Raymond &: Sons. Su- 
perintendent Warwick's statement is 
as follows: 

It having been lirought to my notice 
that it is reported that the concrete, 
made by the mixer costs more than 
the liand-inade concrete, I beg to re- 
port as follows; 

On Tuesda.v afternoon, the 2Ctli of 
January, 11)01), I took nioasuroments of 
work carried out b.v two liand gangs 
and the machine gang. 

(1) One hand gang laid .100 ft., run- 
ning, of live-foot walk with llfteen 
men and one foreman. 

Ci) Another hand gang laid 3S0 ft, 
running, of llve-iuol walk, with eigh- 
teen men anil oni' foreman, and 

(3) The machine gang laid 575 ft., 
running, of six-foot walk and a piece 
of approach 27 ft. by 2 ft. D In., (74 f.s.) 
witli twenty-three men and one fore- 
man. 

No. 1 gang laid 166 6-9 yards in eight 
liours, ,cost of labor $53.20; 32 cents 
yard super, or 8% cents per foot su- 
per. 

No. 2 gang laid 211 yards super in 
eight hours, cost of labor $69.10; 28 
cents y.s. or 3 and 1-10 cents per foot 
super. 

No. 3, or machine gang, laid 391 B-9 
y.s. In eight hours, cost of labor 
$55.70; 14 cents y.s. or 1 58-100 cents 
per foot super; tho material used by 
all three gangs being the .same. 

Total cost of material and labor not 
taking Into consideration tho cost of 
tool.s, was as follows: 

No. 1 gang, cement, $80.00; gravel, 
JIM.OS; labor, $5;i.L'0; total, $173.2S, or 
cents per foot super. 

No. 2 gang, cement, $103.20; gravel, 
$411.70; labor, $59.10; total, $218.00. or 
11 4-10 cents per foot, suiier. 

No. 3, or machine gang, cement, 
$202.80; gravel, $92.30; labor, $55.70; 
total. $350.80, or 9 9-10 cents per foot, 
super. 

This Is for concrete averaging six 
Inches thick, whereas in oilier cities, 
the walks are four inches thick only, 
which would bring the cost of this 
work down one-third. 

I now, therefore, bog to point out 
that the excessive cost Incurred in 
this work Is through having to do too 
much grading and filling. Including 
building retaining walla to hold up tho 
sidewalks, also the moving and again

HERE AND THERE 



A great deal is being said in the 
i)ai)(;rs of eastern Canada on the very 
unpleaaunt 'subject of wlfo beutinir. 
Hitherto there has been Uttie ground 
for complaint nf tlie way wives were 
UKOil by tliolr husbands In this coun- 
try. I'erhap.s there are few places in 
the world where men aiul women have 
worked tuyetlier more harmoniously. 
On the I'arniK. In the early days and to 
a jifeat extent still, hii.sband and wife 
were the best of comrades. Kvery Im- 
l)ruvemeiit on the tariii was as jimch 
a matter of Interest to the wife as to 
the husband. In most eases the mis- 
tress (if the hou.se had ehui-ge of the 
dairy and the poultry and could add 
a little to her own hieome from other 
-Sources. Neitlier house nor huul could 
be sold without the wife's conseiU ami 
If .she was left a widow she ecuild 
claim her share of Die properly. The 
husband took his full share in the man- 
agement of his boys and girls and 
they knew full well that' they would 
have to unawer to their father for 
every aerloua offence. In most house- 
holds there was very little display of 
conjugal alTccllon, iind the outside 
world knew little of the deep love 
uhkh these strong men and hard- 
working women bore to one another. 
But on tile otliiM' hand cruelty was so 
rare as to roust' the resentinont of the 
H-hole community when it did occur. 
Tlie man who ventured to raise his 
liand to a woman earned by that act 
I till- lialred ami contempt of all his 
I neigli bor.'i. 'i lii-re v.cre, of cour.se. in- 
I lemiHTale and iieKli.'Otf u I luisliands. 
I wliose f.'inillies sulTered lor their mis- 
i dc'ds. Uut even llu i' were very rarelv 
I brutal. 

I When tile l)o\-.s and girls lirought up 
! In the couJitry hoinestiads u-eiit to live 
] In the cities they were for tlie most 
! part tru<i to the family traditions. 
I Human nature is frail and too many 
yielded to li-niiUations they Vi'ere not 
strong enough to n\sist. Unhappy 
homes there have been, but even the 
records of our police courts have not 
liithcrto yliov.-n tliat wi'.-es have been 
mercilessly treated liy the men wlio 
have sworn to love and protect tliem. 
If Canadians have degenerated or il', 
among the immigrants who have c(nne 
to livo among us there are many men 
so lost to tlie instincts of true man- 
hood as to treat their wives with in- 
humanity It Is a sad thing for the na- 
tion. Those who have charge of the 
administration of Justice have no more 
difficult problem than that of adjudg- 
ing the penalty that should he Inlllet- 
ed on the husband who hi an\' way In- 
jures hla family. Too often the pun- 
ishment only makes the case of tho 
injured wife harder thun before. Yet 
nothing should be left undone to pro- 
tect her from cowardly abuse.

Is there not in our modern homes 
something wanting of that spirit of 
courtesy towards women that made 
cruelly or even rudeness Impossible. 
In almost every home the, boy was 
taught that It was his duty, to guard 
and protect his sister, .fie was her 
escort Jn the evenings until she was 
old enough to havo some one else's 
brother to take care of her. Kven 
then he watched over her with jiro- 
tectiiig care. In hou.ses of any prc- 
I tensions to gentility the young men of 
; the family relieved their miitlier and 
' sisters or ilinicull and (lisagreeable 
I tasks. That the attitude of the .N'oung 
I men of today is changing seenui evi- 
: dent. Perliaiis the girls are partly 
to blame for this. Too man\- of tlu-m 
I alTect a spirit of iiidi-pendencc> foreign 
i enou.gli to tlieir rciil nature. The girls, 
' as well as tlie hoys, go Into the world 
I to earn their own liviag and are to 
1 that e.'cteiu indepeiuh-iit. Hut lumi.-m 
I nature has led really changed in tin? 
j lifetime of a ge'iieratloii. Wonu n desire! 
j .'Old appreciate courti'sy and genlle'ncss 
, as much now as ever they did. Hollow 
compliment and Insincere llattery may 
; 1)0 e\ en more distasteful than fm nierly, 
but genuine kindness and coiisidera- 
I lion are no less grateful to the busy 
I huslneaa woman of today than they 
wore to her homekeeplng mother in 
Iho days of her girlhood. In the na- 
ture of things man must always bo 
the protector of woman. The children 
are unfortunate who are brought up 
In a homo where both by example and 
preeept tho parents do not teach boys 
to be strong and gentle and the girls 
to accept their protection gratefully. 

I.S II altogether out of place In a 
woman's column to hint that there are 
v.-ives whose conduct makes It very 
hard for their husbands to live har- 
moniously with them. Vrom the da.\s 
of Solomon to tli<' pre.senl there have 
been homes made wre'tehed by good 
women who have neither tlnor nerves 
nor their toiigui^s under conlnd. The 
mlst:i!;es made by their unfortunate 
husbands are never forriveii ami rare- 
1\- forgotten. Wiiib' to all tlii' rest of 
the world such a woman may seem an 
angel of iiatience, tliosi; who are im- 
males 111' till' home know that ever\- 
hour ol' the ilay the husband Is marie 
ici suffer the pang of wounded pride, 
if lie graduall.v loses his Self respect 
as wi ll as his love for Ills wife no one 
is more to blame than the self-rlghte- 
ois wiiinan who iloes not see that her 
dl'^ci'iitent and her censorlausnesa are 
gr.ivor faults than the Imprudence, or 
it niav iK , the excesses which she so 
unsparingly condemns. Tho charity 
which "suffers long and Is kind" Is 
never more beautiful or more effectl\-e 
tli;in when It 'is seen In the conduct of 
a wife towards her husband, , 
« * * 

If! it not time that there was a wo- 
man's building In Victoria? There 
are .i great many women's societies in 
this city which have no local habita- 
tion. They meet where they can and 
are frequently compelled to change 
their quarters. Apart from this It 
would be no small advantage to the 
VIclorIa women If there was a build- 
ing to which they could go when tor 
any roa-aon they had to spend the day 
in town. The Alexandra club servos 
that purpose now to its members and 
the Carnegie I^Ibrary rending room 
provides a restful shelter for a few 
others.

What tallsnian did the country peopli:

Eastern Canada posftess which inado> 
them proof against the deadly organ - 
Isms of which we hear so liuicli nuv. - 
adaya? Mrs. Poyaer's dairy, Immncu- 
luto though It was, would not satisfy 
the modern advocate of pure milk, 
and the bowls of milk taken with the 
oaten cake of which wo hoar so much 
In (Jeorge Macdonald'a Scottish stories, 
would often, It Is to be feared, have 
reveai'-d such numbei's of microbes us 
would have shocked the milk Inspector 
of our day. Yet thougli aimpler way.s 
of living and aliundanee of fresh air 
may have enabled thi' country |ieopl(! 
of |),ast generations to resist the at- 
tacks of the bacteria iiri'Seiu in tliolr 
lollk, it would be' foolish to deny that 
to the dwi'ller in the cily the ilangers 
friiin Impure or itdullerated lullk are 
vrvy greal. In tlu; hurry of milking 
few precautions are taken to pre\'ent 
impurities getting into tin; iiiilk. and 
the le.rger the city lie longer Ihe time 
is likely te be before milk reCLhos the 
consumer. To insist upon eleanllness 
in tile dairies and the shortest intei'val 
lu'tweeii Ihe time of t.'iking Wie niiii-c 
and its deli\('ry to Ihe customers 
should be the duty of tlii' liisi)('C'"''s. 
In our ou ii city wi- liave Ilius fa? had 
but little cause for complaint, so t;u' 
as the richness of the milk -As concern- 
ed. Tliat a bi'tter melliod n\' di'liverin.ir 
it 111 customers than tlial .-it jiresent 
liractlced will soon be adojited by our 
milkmen, la much to be desired. A.s It 
Is, In too many cases, the earliest cus- 
tomer receives the better milk leaving 
the poorer and thinner quality to 
those at the end of the route. 

But after all It Is for bablos and 
young children that it Is essential that 
milk shall be pure as well as rich. In 
Paris it has been ascertained by tho 
most carefully conducted exiierlments 
that babies under sl.^c or nine months 
old thrive best when nursed by their 
mothers. .Si.'Iciice h;ui discovered no 
satisfactory siibslltule for nature's 
food. When cow's milk had to be used 
the plan adopted by .'i specialist who 
niad(! a study of the health of babies 
uas this: The milk was procured from 
a reliable source, not I'ar from P.arls, 
was delivered with all possible speed 
and precaution at the hospital, and at 
once put Into bottles of a sultalile 
size. These were covered with :i 
special form of India rubber caji and 
were placed In vcshcIh containing w;i- 
ter. The whole was then raised to 
boiling jiolnt and kept at that temper- 
ature for forty-live mhuitcf;. The 
bottles of milk we're then taken out 
and iillowed to cool. The milk was 
found to bo Btorile, remaining fresh 
and sweet for a conaldfsrablo time If 



the bottles remained unopened. This 
Is a method that can be adopted by 
any mother and no bettor one has yet 
been discovered.

Encouraging Resumption.

'I'liey 
dlsplayeil a little more ijlni^er and cer- 
tainly kejit attaclcing and jiressing, 
and energetically working, all the 
time. With unity their endeavors 
would liavo been crownod Willi suc- 
cess. They were hainiicred asaia iiy 
their want of knowledge of eacli otlier 
and though the play was inalntaiaeii 
for the most i)art in the iiiainkinders' 
lialf it was kept bacic far ciiougli to 
prevent a try.

BAD LUCK, BAD PLAY 

UNSATISFACTORY GAME 

By An English Critic. ' 

-Yesterday afternoon'^ game was a 
most unsatisfactory affair. The Van- 
couver men ctimo over expecting to 
be ■beaten, and tlioy should have been 
beaten. That they weru not, la largely 
duo to the fact that they did not play 
tho game. Though bad luck also had 
its share in tho result. Vancouver 
should never have got its first score 
at all. It was duo entirely to an er- 
ror of the Victoria back. He tried to 
kick In his "own twenty five with three 
fast opponents right on top of him. He 
hud never had a fair chance to kick, 
and a slight stumble resulted In giv- 
ing Vancouver the bail. The result 
was a try. Ilad ho held on to the ball 
the three quartei-s would have been 
there to help him before It could have 
been got away from hlin. 

Towards the end of tho second lialt 
Jleredith touched tliu ball dowrt right 
behind the posts, a iiosltion from whicli 
a goal should have been scored for a 
certainty. Unfortunately the wliistio 
blew and the hall had to be brought 
back. Nobody stopped for tho whrstlu 
though, and It made no difference to 
the play. Tho retVu-ee blew lila wlilstlo 
on account of an alleged forward pass 
from a brother three quarter, and no 
denunciation of .Mr. Martin's efficient 
work ay referee is Intended, when it 
Is said that on that occa.'/loii ho made 
a niLstalvC. Forwarded passes are of- 
ten hard to Judge exactly, and much 
depends on the an^'lc of vision. In 
this case the writer haiipened to be 
staiidlnjj exactly .abreast of the play, 
and so In a position to say tliat the 
l)ass was not thrown forward. Air. 
Marlin is one of the best referees on 
the coast, but everyone makes mis- 
takes occasionally, so it was an extra 
dose of bad lucii that one of his rare 
errors should have cost \Tctorla a 

]'"or all that \'ictoria has not much 
real K>'ounil for coiniilaint. She lost 
tile ganu,' on lii;r demerits, and though 
tile team played by no means a perfect' 
gauie the first time they met Vancou- 
ver this season, it jdayed much worse 
yesterday. It was a wiltl, scrambling 
game though fairly Cast and one in 
\vhlch the local men .quite held their 
own. However bad Judgment was al- 
most Invariably shown at critical 
times. Tho three quiirters did some 
brilliant work, but they did not play 
well enough together,' no doubt from 
lack of practice. Tvo groat faults 
were conspicuous. Thp Victorians in- 
sisted on passing and 'kicking in their 
own tyenty five, whicli used always to 
be considered one of the unpardonable 
sins; and In the Bec6nd place, time 
after time tho man with the ball would 
run till he was collared and then pass 
anywhere — usually to a Vancouver 
man. There was no head work what- 
ever, and only the moit spasmodic at- 
tempts ot team worlc' 

Vancouver was not much better, 
though on the whole! their back di- 
vision was more formidable, but they 
had the best of the lu4k and soon won 
a helter skelter sortjof game which 
did isredit to neither fifteen. 

The aggravating part of it to Vic- 
torians was, that individually the lo- 
cal men were unquestionably tho bet- 
tor team. They had no right to Jose, 
and tho real reason Is certainly lack of 
practice. Thosu who have taken In- 
terest In tho team were much dlsap- 
jioinled, as no doubt were the players 
thomsidvcs, and there ia but one les- 
son to be drawn. It is evidently quite 
Impossible to got men to turn out of- 
ten enough to make a decent showing 
when there arc only three or four 
matches in tho season. So long as 
there is practically only one to.mi in 
Victoria, It will never accomplish any- 
thing like what it shoulil when the 
liulividual capacities of the men an,' 
considered. If rugby is to flourioli 
here, and if Victoria is to have a team 
capable of ulnnliig the championship 
and holding its own against the Cnli- 
fornla nnivorslties and there is no 
doubt .about the material being hero, 
some sort of leafjue must be got »i]) 
next \ ear. There should be rugby 
iii.-itelies at least i very week. If there 
weri' iKvirly as much rngl)\- piaj-c'd hero 
lis association, and there is no (,iies- 
tiiin aliout the former bolncr tho l et- 
ter game, we v.'ould have a team which 
could run over anything which has 
yet appeared on ■ th<: Pacific coast, 
barring the occasional Internallonal 
teams that Imvo passed thr.iugli.

MA'DE VOYAGE TO NOOTKA 



Victoria Gasoline Launch IVlade 
Journey of Over 1,000 Miles 
Off West Coast 



After a cruise of over a thousand 
miles extendlntt over two and a hiilf 
montbs the Victoria gosoUno niutdi- 
launch Winona, owned by H. B. Simp 
son, of Victoria, returnoU from a ni us- 
pectlng cruise on the west coait of 
A'ancouvL'i- l.-ihrnd, during- whifh tlioHu 
on board yalvod the BaiiHidd creek mu- 
tor lifeboat, or rather what rt'maliieil 
of It, from the rocks of Kobbera IhIiuuI, 
and were at Banlield and Pacheiia dur- 
ing- the Incidents which followed the 
wreck of the schooner Socjuel on Sea- 
bird roclis. The Winona left liere on 
November lltli, and cruised as far 
west as Nootka, visiting all the iniet.s 
and rivers between Victoria and that 
point, logging considerably over 1,1)00 
miles. II. S. Simpson had charge of 
the yacbl and took wuh him Jack 
Itlnglund an<l H. Sliafcr, two pro.'ipect- 
ors. Thi'v brought a number of si)eci- 
niens of ore, etc., but declined to make 
any statoraent regarding their llnds. 

The Winona's company were mucli 
amused by the statement.s given out 
by the crew of the United States rc- 
. venue cutter Idanning on arrival at 

■ Port Townsend from the wreck of the 
, schooner Soquel "that a large whlte- 

palnted motor launch was hovering 
about with evident intention of loot- 
ing the wreck." 

,, "Tea, .we were .near ,the wreck of tho 
I Soquel," said Mr. Simpson yesterday 
; morning, "but I didn't know that wo 
! were suspected of seeking an oppor- 
; tunity to loot the broken timbers. Wo 
; were lying at BanAeld creek when tho 
■'news came In of the wreck. We liad 
■:S0ne out that morning and got near 
rPaohena when the weather came ui) 
too strong and we went back to whero 
the steamer Leebro had lain before 
going to the succor of tho sliipwrcck- 
ed men. We roniained there that day 
and continued our voyage on Sunday, 
' when the sea was comparatively 
smooth. The seamen who had re- 
mained on the Soquel were rescued 
that morning by tho boat's crews from 
the Lcobro and Tees. We passed th6 
J wreck that afternoon as. the Tees con- 
^jtlnued lior voyage westward after tlio 
'^boat's crew whlcli, had , asslsto-d in tlio 
. rescue returned on board. The So- 
;-quel was broken on the'atarboard side 
. where the rock i)enetrated the hull 
when w(! left, but was lihbroken at tho 
:stern. .Sin; wifS"" in 'such d position 
: tliougli, that It was unlikely that any- 
thing but some floating wreckage 
would be left after the first storm. 

The Winona was at Banfleld when 
the wreck of the Banfieid mbt'or boat 
.^occurred, and Capt W. H. OUlen, 
|_coxsvvain of tho Ufesaving crew,, called 
ijupon the Winona's crew to assist him 
■(.In recovering the boat. The night be- 
fore she had been anchored on 'ia 
fathoms of rope and had dragged and 

■ drifted out from the sheltered haven 
in front of the Ufesaving station into 
the storm-swept waters of the eastern 
channel of Barkley sound, -where a 
strong southeast wind was blowing. 
Capt. Gillen came to the Winona tho 
following morning and they started 
out in search. They laid a course to 
Bobbers Island, the wind being in that 
direction the previous niglil and found 
the boat liigli up In .a cleft of rucks 
where she bad been left at higli water, 
after pounding tlie starboard side 
r.v,-ay. The anchor liad cauL'lil ln-rorn 
sho struck, but tlie hawser i)arled, and 
the lifeboat drove ashore in as bad 
a place as could be found among the 
rocks, wlilcli (luickly jjounded tho side 
out of iier. Capt. Glllen and his men 
took out tlie engine and llttings and 
the lifeboat was lloated and towed 
back to Banlield by the Winona. 

Leaving Victoria lit November la.sl 
the Winona cruised leisurely along 
the coastline, calling In at Sooko, San 
Juan, and then rounding Barkley 
sound and visiting Albernl, Ucluelet, 
Clayoquot, and after exploring and 
prospecting In the various inlets alu; 
went on up into Nootka sound, the 
prospectors landing here and there to 
follow the float and mineral indica- 
tions, and look over the country gen- 
erally. 

Several storms were encountered, 
but the Winona, a forty-toot motor 
launch built in Victoria and .•ngined 
by the Hinton Electric comiiany, 
proved herself an e.Kcellenl sea-going 
cruising yacht. On the way from 
Banfleld .she put Into San Juan and 
So(jke, and ran to her anclior iP Ju'ue.'i 
Hay about 11 a.m. yesterday,

A 
stern iiort has to bo cut to enable lior 
to loiid big lumber for either Newport 
or Liverpool and as her loading days 
dp not ■ commence until March 1 she 
will bo anchored at Vancouver for a 
couple of months. 



Suggestion That Vessels Writ- 
ten Off Admiralty Lists Be 
Assigned to Police Work 



"The suggestion that the discarded 
vessels of the lirillsh navy should be 
assigned to Canadian marine police 
^^•ork (inds support In London. It 
Is pointed out that Canada would ttius 
save tho expense of the construction 
of ships unle.ss for lighting and be en- 
couraged to Invest money in ships fit 
to servo in the Imperial Navy." 

The above is from Shipping Illus- 
trated. Meanwhile it was generally 
considered that a contract was to 
have been awarded two weeks ago for 
tho construction of a llsliory protec- 
tion cruiser to lly the Hag of the Do- 
minion of Canada In British Columbia 
waters. Two years ago the contract 
was to have been let but a dlsagree- 
incnt arose between the onicials and 
others interested as to whether one 
large cruiser was to be built or two 
small vessels. After many months 
had I'lasped, each marked by a con- 
tinuance of the depredations by 
fioachlng vessels on the flshing 
grounds In Hocatn Straits, tenders 
were for the second time invited for 
the construction of the cruiser, and 
builders were given until January lu, 
to submit their Itgures to Ottawa, 
Since then nothing lias boon hoard. 

The Ide.a entertained by oiHcials of 
the marine (Isherles department at 
Ottawa, according to Information re- 
ceived here, la that the effort being 
niado to talte over tho tist.iulmait 
naval station will succeed, and the 
naval yard at Esquimalt will then bo 
made the liase of the new fishery 
protection and other vessels of the 
marine department service. 

IMeanwhile the rehabilitation of Es- 
nulmalt as an Imporlal naval station 
I.s being discussed Ijy the newspapers 
of London, England. The Standard 
under the caption "The Future of 
Esoulmalt," saya: Several reports 
have reached this country stating that 
the arrangement arrived at to hand 
over Esqulinalt Dockyard from Im- 
perial to Canadian control will not be 
jirocceded with. Innulries made In 
London yesterday afforded no dellnlte 
answer, but It Is believed that tho 
Admiralty will continue to have some 
authority over the management of the 
docltyard. Captain John F. Parry, 
of the surveying ^service, has been sent 
to Esquimau to consider improvements 
in the docking accommjodatlon. .■

The Blue Funnel liner Cyclops loft 
for Vancouver yesterday, 'after dis- 
charging over a thousand '• tons of 
creosote, glycerine, bar iron, salt, tin 
plate, groceries, spirits, otci,' at the 
outer wharf. The big freighter will 
proceed to ' Coniox fo -coal' after dis- 
charging at Vancouver and v.'lll return 
here on Wednesday next to load whale 
oil and general fri-lglit for her outward 
voyage to the United Kingdom. 

Three liners are expected In jiort 
during the coming week other than the 
Blue Funnel steamer. The Japanese 
steamer Tosa Maru will sail on Tues- 
day for the far east and the steamer 
Shinano Maru, of the J.apanese line, Is 
due on Thursday from Hong Kong and 
the usual ports of call, while tlie R. 
M.S. Empress of Japan, also en route 
from the Orient, is expected in port on 
Friday or Saturd.-iy. 

The steamier Cecil, which is to bo 
replaced In the lleot of W. R. Orace & 
Co. by the Norwegian steamer Eir, 
long disengaged at Esquimau, left San 
Francisco on Friday night bound to 
this port With a part cargo of nitrate.

D'RYOOCKS 



Following my former letter I will 
now submit the merits and demerits 
of the several types of drydock in 
vogue. We are supposed to have 
reached the point where a dock cap- 
able of taking in the largest battleship 
at present afloat Is decided to be con- 
structed In Vlctorhi or Its environs. 

(1) 'i'he slii>way, or marine railway. 
This consist.') of [ui Ini-llned jjlane ex- 
tending inslHjri' some\vliat o\-er the 
full length of tin; cradle carrying th(! 
ship and sufficiently far beneath the 
water surface as to admit the cradle 
below the vessel when afloat. 

Tho ship settles on lo tlie blocks 
as the cradle is being drawn up the 
ways. Tho Inclination depends upon 
the forniatioii of the shore; If gradual 
say one In ten, tho power required 
for liiindling is moderate and tlui ex- 
tent of harbor liottom monoiiollzed Is 
great; this is a serious objection 
where harbor .area Is limited If tlie 
land shelves rapidly tho handling pow- 
er required Is too great to permit of 
dealing with very heavy wclglits. If 
a cradle can be con.structed sulll- 
cleritly strong to bear the monster ves- 
MelB now afloat, the permanent ways 
themselves vvould mean such a mass of 
ma.'ionary.or plUpg as to make Us cost 
approach that of a stone dock; for 
moderate sized sllp-s, or oven largo bot- 
toms up to 7,000 tons the sllpwav has 
many advantages, but as It Is a mass 
of 20,000 tons wo seek to deal with it 
as only waste of •space to enumerate 
them, 

(2) The hydraulic lifting dock. This 
is a gridiron form of construction fix- 
ed on 'the tioa beiS, a similar 'gfUflron' 
cradle rests in the interstices; the ship 
Is floated in between two rows or

columns which contain hydraulic rams, 
wa,ter Is forced into those by powerful 
pumps on shore ,and ship and cradle 
llftid I'ortlcally. The enormous cost of 
this installation puts It out of count. 
It has the advantage of all lifting 
docks, viz: free circulation of air thus 
facilitating the operation of cleaning 
and painting, and accessibility to the 
ships bottom, where repairs are most 
frequently required. But no dock .of 
tills description has ever been con- 
structed of dimensions anywhere near 
those now under consideration and we 
are not asking the government to fin- 
ance an experiment. 

(3) The floating dock. Is an excel- 
lent device where a permanent dock 
can not be established; it consists of a 
pontoon which can be submerged to 
permit the ship being floated on and 
Is then pumped out thereby raising 
tho vessel. 

It may bo built self-contained, com- 
plete with Its pumps and power and 
capable of being tran-sported. together 
with Us load, to the shore by beams 
and stvuts made liexlble to allow for 
the varying levels tin; dock will take. 
In this, tho off-shore type, one side of 
the dock Is ojien, permitting vessels 
to be lloated on sideways or at the 
ends. Tills arrangement Is \'ery con- 
venient for accoiiiiiiodating ships of 
abnormal breadth, the length may be 
divided Into two or more si^ctlons, 
each conipleto In Itself and useful for 
taking up small vessels, or being jdaced 
on tho lap of tlie other portions for 
scraping and painting. Each pontoon 
Is divided Into numerous compartments 
so that by flooding them as required 
the dock may be tilted to any angle 
and thus ad.apt Itself to any special 
conilitluns which m:iy arise. 

This class of dock can be ileslgned, 
put together, marked for re-erectlon, 
a-nd shipped abroad. Its tlrst cost Is 
comparatively low, and the site hav- 
ing been previously preparijd, the dock 
can be ready for business within a few 
months of the arrival of the material. 
Where there is a continuous flov/ of 
business the idoatlng dock perhaps Is 
tho best commercial proposition; but 
It la not an asset for all time, and If 
Its patronage has to bo gne of slow 
growth It Is rusting up while waiting; 
It requires considerable attention whe- 
ther In use or n«t, and Is easily dam- 
aged or destroyed by enemies within 
or without our gates. 

The Graving Dock 
Tlie term "graving" is obsolete In 
connection with steel vessels, but Is 
generally used to describe the old- 
fashhined but iierennlal drydock; 
wooden vessels when damaged below 
waterlino were repaired by lltting In 
now planks and "graving pieces" hence 
the term as applied to docks. 

In Its simplest form It Is merely 
n hole dug In,, the earth, lined with 
ina.sonry round three sides and bottom 
,ttnd closed with a. gate.. da' the fourth; 
where the rise and fall of tide Is 
Bufllcient the gate In left open during 
tho ebl). ut low water It Is closed 
leaving the ship in .-m empty pound; 
In . the great majority of cases this 
condition does nut prevail and the 
water has to bo i)uniped out. 

In . nearly all \>nrts of the world 
where Immense docking faciiltie.-i have 
been Installed during recent years, tliey 
hove been of the permanent type of 
stone dock; It must hot be forgotten 
that however large the dock, it ne^d 
not necessarily be reserved for gigantic 
vessels; by means of caissons It may 
be divided into two or more sections 
, and. thus, prevent tlje waste of power, 
which.-'the pufnplng-^ut of the whole 
volume of wAter wattlil Involve when 
sm.-iller cr.afts were . In; or several 
\'esMels could be admitted at one time. 

The fact that other nations almost 
witliout' exception adhere to this typo 
of doclc- when very large denionslons 
are retiulred should be sufficient argu- 
ment-lh.lts favor,--lt Is only wh6n 
sptjclal conditions .obtain, that any of 
the other types are preferable or 
possible. 

The cost depends primarily on the 
nature of the size;, without apeelllc 
knowledge, I would not venture to 
assert that Esquimau is the very 
best In this nelg'hborhood, but it 
looks It. Tho rocky nature of the 
ground although unlavorable for 
(ir(!dglng Is an advantage. Inasmuch 
as the material for the masonry Is 
right at hand; the stone lining of 'a 
dock Is iu)t so much for su])portIng 
tlH! weight of the slil]), wblcli is really 
taken by the earth Itself, but to pre- 
vent the shell of the dock from rising 
or coHai)Hlng under the pressure of 
water beliind It. The sea-well, the 
most oxiiensive Item will have to be 
built out In deep water and practical- 
ly tho whole area, of the dock re- 
claimed from the harbor. 

But this part of the subject may 
be safely left to the deslgner.s and 
engineers; the object of this writing 
Is to encourage Interest In tlie scheme. 
It is not merely a local project but 
one of Imperial Importimce and one 
wlilch all true Canadlfins will recog- 
nize as lieing essential If Brlttanla 
Is to continue to rule tlie waves.

The .\-ear has liegun badly for tlu^ 
nndorwrlti'rs, and although a month 
has not passed yet the lossi'S have 
iK'eii unusu,-Lll.\- lu-av.\. The big liank 
liner Adoto on Vrles i.sland pro\-ed a 
totiil loss valued at ov(-i- .$1(10, ()()() with 
her cargo and tho loss of the llerinan 
steamer Wangard which went ashore 
at I'lmta Mogotes on the east coast 
of .South .\merlca and i)roved a total 
loss cost about as much. The stea- 
mer alone was Insured for $;;00,000. 
Iier cargo was worth between $200,000 
and $i;50,000. 'i'he stranding of the 
steamer C'ralgvar also proved expen- 
sive, nior(! so than was at Ilrst In- 
dicated; but the losses In conse(iuence 
of tho stranding of tlie Anglo- African 
on Gape Henry when bound to Bal- 
timore from the west coast of South 
America proved much more costly. 
This disaster was particularly exas- 
perating for when the news Ilrst ar- 
rived there was so little apprehension 
about her that reinsurances were be- 
ing done at 5 per eent.' She wus re- 
ported to be undamaged and Merritt's 
wore said to be In attend;ince, so th.'it 
everyone expected that slu! would 
speedily be - floated. ' The dIsguHt of 
the Room may well !)'■ conceived, 
therefore, when a calili- was r(.'celved 
stating that she was a total loss with 
her decks under water and that .Mer- 
ritt's had aliandoned tin.' job a.'i liojio- 
lesK. The Anglo-African was on a 
voy.ago from the '\V,C.S..-\. to lialtl- 
moro with a cargo of nitrate valued 
at .C 00,000. The hull was covered for 
£30,000 to which may be added an- 
other .£ 4,000 or so for disbiirsenients, 
so that altogether the disaster will 
mean a loss of about $,'>00,000 to the 
underwriters In London. The new 
steamer Karuali, constructed last sum- 
mer for an Australian coasting com- 
ji.'iny, was lost whlhi cmiiplotlng her 
maiden voyage, hn-olving a loss of 
$80,000. Tho Koyal Mall steamer 



Trent and the Dahomey of the Elder 
Dempster line are, both In trouble 
and being reinsured, the former at 35 
the latter at 20 per cent, against .to- 
tal loss only. The Dahomey la ashore 
near Nassau and the Trent at Sar- 
tagena, Columbia, Tho Dahomey has 
had to jettison a portion of her cargo. 
However, steam pumps have been put 
on board, and as soon ns the sea mod- 
erates It is thought probable that she 
will be floated, in tho meantime un- 
derwriters are paying -0 per cent 
against risk of total loss only. The 
Trent is ashore on a sandbank, and 
she also has had to Jettison her car- 
go. The passengers have all been 
landed and the vessel does not seem 
to be In any danger of total loss. This 
Is evidently the opinion of the captain 
for he refused assistance from a pass- 
ing Harrison liner. 

So far as la known up to the pres- 
ent, Lloyd's Is Involved llnanclally In 
the awful dcatruction of Messina and 
Regglo only so far as the steamer 
Produgal Is concerned. This steamer 
had been ashore for some time In the 
straits or near thereto, and with some 
conslderablo dlfllculty liad been (loaf- 
ed and iilaced In drydock at Messina. 
The seismic wave which was one of 
the most terrible features of the ca- 
tastrophe lifted her cle.an out of tho 
dock and carried her into deep water 
where slie founrtered. She' wus val- 
ued at $75,000 and was partially in- 
sured at London. The steamer Af- 
onwen and the stoamer Drake, which 
were In the harbor, both had a nar- 
row escape. Underwriters are appre- 
hensive, however, that there may bo 
cases of stranding owing to the ex- 
tinction and alteration of familiar 
lights and to the possible alteration 
in tho coastline and depths. A spe- 
cial warning has been issued from 
the hydrographic ofllce of tlie admir- 
alty, urging masters to use the utmost 
caution when approaching the coasts, 
as neither charts nor lights for the 
present can be relied upon. Wltli a 
view to covi-rlng tlienisi>l \-es against 
this sjieclal rl.sk, several underwriters 
who ar(! "on" ste^imers known to be 
lii tlu' viciidty have caused reinsur- 
ances to be effected "to pay any loss 
or d.'unago dlrecll.y due to, or caused 
by, eartlKiuake," and have paid half 
of one per cent for tho relief. 

A slngukir accident has occurred to 
the West Ilartleiiool steamer Ada. 
Tho vessel was loading at Sagunto, 
moored by cables and chains, when 
In lie.'ivj- weather a numlier of the 
mooring ropes jiarted. The vessel 
swung round, and one of the chains 
becoming foul of the propeller, she 
drifted ashore and Is In a bad posi- 
tion. Twenty per cent "total loss 
only" Is being paid. She is quite a 
new vessel of 3,821 tons gross register, 
owned by Messrs. J. S. Allison and 
company, West Hartlepool, and val- 
ued at £36,000. 

Retnarkable bad luck has attended 
the two steamers L26A and L2CB, 
which were built in the United King- 
dom for local service in Turkish wa- 
ters. L2GA was sunk off Beacliy 
Head last August, but was afterwards 
raised. L2CB got badly smashed up 
by weather in the cliannel, and even- 
tually had to be towed into South- 
ampton, where she was repaired at 
heavy expense to tho underwriters. 
This was not the end of her trouble. 
She Is reported now at Algiers, having 
been towed 200 miles. By the time 
sho arrives at her destination, Sa- 
lonlca — It ever that event does hap- 
pen — she will liave cost underwriters 
a prettjl' penny. •

pool room, loss $3,000; Bank of Ot- 
tawa, loss unknown. 

Tho block was a throe story build- 
ing, the two upper stories being oc- 
cupied by twenty families and ten or 
fifteen roomers. Tho total loss to 
roomers In tho block amounts to 
$3,500. Among tho heaviest losers Is 
Mr. Logan, the manager of the Bank 
of Ottawa. 



HOW THE CRUEL WORLD 
TREATED ELPHEGO 

Chron'icl'ing Travels of Mr, Ber- 
nard's Application For Tele- 
grapher's Position 



Throughout tho length and breadth 
of tile Dominion of Canada where 
thori! are managers of telegraph lines 
or wireless stations the name of El- 
phego Bernard of Levis, Quebec, is 
known. In the west ho Is considered 
the scion of an ancient race and is be- 
ing referred to the Hon, and Sir El- 
pliege Bernard, and his application for 
tlie position of telegraph operator is 
being passed on from station to sta- 
tion until the file Is a volume. The 
start w-as wlien A. Mansfield, who is 
tho chief dcspatcher at Kenora. Ont., 
last October received the following let- 
ter: 

"Sir: I coma today, Sir. to solicit 
you for a very great favor, and if you 
grant it to mo. I will bo very grateful 
to you, not only me. Sir, but all those 
ones who are dear to me. If you will, 
Sir, can you grant it to mo at first, 
by the honorable position that you arc 
occupying and by the influence that 
you liave. Since one year, nearly, I 
study the telegraph in the purpose to 
become ojierator. I Itnow it passably 
and I am sure that In two months agin 
I shall know the telegraph enough for 
to be admitted in a railway station 
as telegraph operator; tliereforc. Sir I 
como today to pray your goodness tho 
favor to be placed on the C.P.R. as 
telegraph operator for the first month 
of the now year, 1909, which will be 
begun soon; not before, Sir, for I 
cannot leave my homo before two 
months." 

Mr. Mansfield passed on tho appli- 
cation. From one to tho otlier tlio ap- 
plication went with the note "Your 
honorable position and influence 
please." Then the train dcspatcher at 
Brandon applied for another operator 
To him tho application was referred as 
follows: "Your wire date about short- 
age of operator. I hand you herewith 
application from Hon. Sir B. Bernard, 
who respects the honorable position of 
train dcspatcher. If you can't use 
perhaps Chapman can." 
-iSo Mr. Trump of Brandon wrote to 
Mr. Chapman of Brandons "Here- 
with please find apjillcatlon from tho 
Honorable Sir a Bernard of the city 
of Levis applying for position of op- 
orator on your district. If you are un- 
able to place hini please refer matter 
to Mr. Mansfield,' C.T.D. at Medicino 
Hat. 

I'Yom there the Hon. Sir B. Bernard's 
application was referred to Mr, Allan 
of Calgary, who sueEested that it be 
passed on to old man Scott. "With an 
amendment which read:, "Here is a 
chance for you to get close to the no- 
bility," F. H. Scott of course passed It 
on, and from place to placo It went, on 
over tho Rockies to Revelstoke and 
Nelson, where tho C.T.D. suggeste,d: 
"Vanco^Hver climate would suit tills 
scion of an old line." 

Then "Victoria was referred to, and 
"^Vililam Deo of tho Government Tele- 
graphs was asked If ho needed Sir 
10. Bernard. He passed the .applica- 
tion on to Mr. Fulton of the Great 
Northwestern Telegraphs with this 
note: 

"I-lerc is indeed a worthy cause. Let 
me appeal to you. Give tho man a 
'yob.' " I 



■ Mr. • Fulton referred tho matter to 
T. P. Masters of "Vancouver, head of 
the G.N."W. Tolegrajih company on tho 
mainland, with these remarks: 

"Sorry no vacancies at present. Our 
Hon Sir friend should got on tho staff 
of Collier's "Weekly taking the placo of 
tho Japanese school boy. If you are 
unable to place him refer tho matter 
again to' William Deo, Mgr. Govt, tel- 
egraph company of this city." 

Mr. Masters did so. Ho wrote Mr. 
Deo as follows: "While I sympathize 
with Sir Bernard in his efforts to get 
a Job to hell) his dear ones, I hesi- 
tate to give him any eiicouragoment, 
as he seems to think tho C.P.R. runs 
clear Into tho next world and takes in 
all tho branch lines. However I would 
suggest some honorable chief dc'spatch- 
er of tho C.P.R. to give him charge of 
tho "repeaters" at a pump station. 
Falling In this I might secure him a 
position with the B. C. ISlectric Co., 
thawing out tho high potential cur- 
rents." 

Tho C.P.R. telegraphs at Vancou- 
ver wore applied to and the matter 
wua referred to A. E. Starr of tlie CP. 
R. teleBr.>phs nt Victoria who sug- 
gO'sted "That if the Hon. gentleman 
would provide himself with a full 
crop ot red whiskers to scare away 
any wild cats he would bo a, good man 
for tlio government line. Can you use 
him." 

Mr. Doe took tho matter up with E. 
J. Haughton of tho wireless Station 
at Gonzales hill. He wrote: "Tho 
only kind of wild cats wo are afflict- 
ed with are tho.<(e Avhieh haunt mines. 
Can you use Sir Bernard. His heart 
would beat in wildly rapturous grati- 
tude. Poislbly another year's "study" 
might help him." 

Mr. Houghton replied that ho re- 



gretted there were no openings at 
present in tho wireless service, but 
"wo have many positions 'for "lino- 
men" vacant for owing to tho Ina- 
bility of the applicants to furnish 
themselves witli airships wo havo some 
difficulty In obtaining desirable men. 
I have no doubt our friend from Levis 
will bo equal to tho occasion, and wo 
will bo very glad to havo his assis- 
tance In keeping the 'ether' In order." 

And the Hon. Sir EJ. Bernard Is still 
unplaoeB. Meanwhile tlie application 
is travelllhg. It wiU'probably go to Ja- 
pan and points beyond the seas. 



Admiral Criticises Dreadnought 

London, Jan. 30. — Admiral of tho 
Fleet, Sir Gerald Noel, has spoken 
against an armada of colossal battle- 
ships. Tho Dreadnought, ho said. Is 
no hotter than any .iother battleship. 
Small battleships with si^-lnch qulck- 
flrcra would play the dickens with tho 
Dreadnouglit's heavy armament, as 
soon as she got within three miles. Sir 
Gerald Noel, It seems, Is in favor of 
sm.alhir cruisers, as well as smaller 
battleships. The Japs give all the cre- 
dit of tho victory at Tsushima to tho 
secondary armaments, and tliey arc 
increasing them on all their siilps, 
while under Sir John Fisher England 
has done away with the. secondary ar- 
maments.

\"aucou\'er, Jaii, — The .'iteamer 
Rupert L'ity arrived in \'ancoiiver to^ 
da\' from Priiicu Ruijert with the 
bodies of two Mien who hail been killed 
In a recent accident., Tlio victims 
wore Potcr Berglund, of Seattle, if, 
years of ago and Eric Linstrom, aged

tractors on the Grand Trunk Pacific. 

Berglund was killed by a prema- 
ture e.xplo.sion. The tran-'spurtint; ef 
liLs body from lii.s camp forty ndle.s 
up the Skeena river was very illffi- 
cult. The river iH jiiled hlRh with ico 
and the bajiks are under six or Kcvon 
feet of snow. Kight stalwart Swedes 
carried the body for six days around 
dangerous bluffs and wading through 
snow almost up to tficlr necks. 

Lindstrom was Itlllcd liy a pnow- 
slide. AVliilu .standiiif,-- around tli(^ .stove 



in their cabin at noon his fnen lieard 
llie roar of a slidu approaching.

Llnd'9tron\ liad 
been sick and lying in bed and was 
unable to rench the door before the 
cabin wa.s crumpled In and lie was 
cru.'<hed to death.

Berlin, Jan. 30 — The discovery that 
tlie Kaiser Is not the .heroic llgure 
painted In contemporary history liaH 
been tho most important feature of 
tlie political crisis through which Gor- 
niiiny has just passed. Kor two 
decades the German Kinperor lias awed 
Ilia own subjects into inisslve sub- 
mission to ills autocratic rule, and 
lui,-j llgured in the eyes of other nations 
a.s tlie most wonderful monarcii of 
modern times. All Iheso illusions 
about the Kalscr have been swept 
away by the succession ' of amazing 
11 v('latlons about the Eniporor's 6wii 
rharactor and about tho conditions 
pn \ alent at tho Court bf Berlin. 

'I'he effect of tho discovery of the 
uuth about tho Kalsor on tho Ger- 
man nation has been remarkable in 
tlie liighest degree. Germany has gone 
through a silent revolution during tlie 
la.st ton weeks. Sixty millions of Ger- 
man subjects, wiio have liltlierto 
bowed down and worahlpiied their 
imperial idol wltii an ' un<iueKtlon Ing 
belief in his senil-divliilty, lia\'e .sud- 
denly realized, that their Hoverelgn Is 
nothing more than a weak and erring 
mortal. Tho result of tills awakening 
lius been one great natlonnl outbur.st 
of Icse-majestu. 

Hitherto all, residents In CJorinany 
liave hesitated oven to breathe the 
name of tiio august occupant of the 
throne for tear timt the moat hurinleiis 
remarks about his jjersonal character 
might b<' nilKUnder.stood and niLscon- 
sirued a.s crltlclsm.s or attacks. If. 
now and tlion, one venluresonie .Ger- 
man generated enough courage to ut- 
ter a disrespectful or critical reni;irk 
about tile Kaiser lie Invariably looked 
around lilni with nervous api)reheii- 
slon to m:ike sure* that none cc)ulil 
overhear his treauon, and then wliLs- 
perrd ills opinion of tlic I^iiiperor's 
doings or .sayings with bated l)reatli. 
.Men liave been arrested in the .street 
anil indicted on a cliurge of lese-ina- 
jeste for failing to doff their hat.s 
wlien the Kaiser's motor-car dashed 
past at a reckless speed. 

In cftnsoquence of the protection of 
till! Sovereign by a system of legal 
terrorism tho Kaiser was generally 
mentioned as a iiiglier being'. In tin; 
Reichstag tlie President of the Cliani-, 
her promptly suppressed any critical 
reference to his Majesty, and deprived 
any deputy wlio uttered a disrespect- 
ful word about tlie occupant of the 
tlirono of the right of speech. ~ln all 
the provincial Diets of the Individual 
States of tho Qerman^mpire- tho same 
rigid rostrlctloil.^ were enfoifced on 
tho membors. The newspapers never 
criticised the Kaiaer. but always 
showered fulaotne flattery on hitn. _ 

All this has been changed. Having 
discovered that William II, Is a rash 
and Indiscreet man who has endanger- 
ed the vital Interests of his country 
\)y his reddess political eccentricities, 
tho German people have broken away 
from- the trjvaltloa..or cent,urietf. and 
arq now Ijndulglng. }n astonishing crit- 
icisms oC their imperial rulor,.,,' In tho 



Federal Council of tlie Empire, where 
tliQ oplnlona of tho lesser German Sov- 
eroignu are voiced by tiieir chosen 
delegates, the Kalsiir's personal policy 
lias been subjected to scatiiing at- 
tacks, Tho King of Saxony and tho 
King of Wurtemburg have botli de- 
elared that he must not be allowed 
to control German foreign policy with- 
out any clicck on his dangerous ec- 
centricities. In tho Reichstag, tho 
Emperor's reputation as a statesman 
has been torn to shreds, and thou- 
sattrts of German newspapers have 
told their reader.s tlie plain, xinvarn- 
Ished truth 'about tlieir monarch. 

Tlio astonishing fre<>doni with whicli 
Germans of all ckisse.s and ages now 
abuse and criticise the Kaiser in pub- 
lic places without fear and without 
restraint is a most surprlslijg devel- 
opment in Oorinau national life. On 
all Bides one hears the same bitter 
attacks, thi; same merciless criticism 
of tho Kaiser's words and actions. 
People recoil the fact that William II. 
was surrounded for nearly twenty 
years by a group of' perversely hn- 
nioral courtiers who exploited him for 
tliclr own purposes and erected a Ij.ar- 
rlor between the Crown and the na- 
tion. They recall the many ama/.ing 
inconsistencies of his policy — his .silly 
outbursts of temper and Ills open men- 
aces to other countries. One story of 
ills irresponsible attitude towards tho 
weightiest affairs of State Is in cir- 
culation. When llerr von-Posadows- 
ky, a great statesman and social re- 
forini'i-. was iniperial i-leeretary of 
Slate for the Intrrior. his .sagacious 
reports on the domestic affairs of the 
Lsmiilre alwavs bored Ihi} I'hnperor. 
who systematlcall\- attempted to I'Viide 
the necessity of leeeiviiig this .Mln- 
istcM' In pri\'ate audience. 

When, liowevi r. it was 110 longer 
possible to avoid seeing llerr von Pos- 
adowsky, the Kaiser Introduced his 
pet dachshund (Inffs into the audlenci? 
chamber. Whllr the Secretary of 
State was ri'adln^' a weighty veiiorl 
on some importanl matter closely af- 
fecting the welfar.' of the nation, the 
bered Kaiser dro\e his little dogs 
wildly about tlu' room in such a way 
that they ruslied betwoen the legs of 
thi' embarrassed .Minister. A\"lion at 
last the enibanassment and confusion 
•lecanio ^so gr.'at, thai he could no 
longer continue his report, the Kaiser 
laughed with uncontrollable merriment 
and t'rr-mlnated tlie aiullence, glad to 
be relieved of ;i burdeiisome duty, 

.Many Hlmilar stories of tho Kaiser's 
weaknesses and Indiscretions are be- 
ing repeated with great glee by his 
aud<lenly enlightened subjects. What 
is still more reniarkabU: Is the Im- 
nuinlty which the critics now seem 
to enjoy. During this crisis there 
iiave been no prosecutions for lese- 
inajeste. The liillamed state of luib- 
Ilc opinion would have made it dan- 
gerous to taki' any jneasures of re- 
pression. The silent revolution has 
been .so eltective thot the established 
low of the land can, no longer protect 
the Kaiser from .t^e criticisms of his 
puhject. Yet a sudden outburst from 
the' Emperor would not siirprlse some 
persons. ji

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AUSTRALIA WILL 

SEEK NEW CAPITAL 



Sydney and IVlelbourne Wi.ll'Be 
Passed Over For New 
Gity 



■Melbourne, Jan. 30. — For nearly nine 
years Australia's Parliament has been 
endeavouring to decide upon lis per- 
manent liome. Xow comes the an- 
nouncement that both tho House of 
Representatives and the Senate are 
agreed upon what is known us the 
VasB-.Canberra site. The housing of 
the' National Parliament was regarded 
as one of tho first duties at the legis- 
lators of ' the Common,\vealtb, and the 
long wrangle has evoked much* criti- 
cism. But if the choice. now made Is 
adhered to Australia will .not have 
done so badly. The United States 
v.'ord fifteen years settling down at 
Washington, and Canada liesltatcd for 
ten years before aslcing Queen Vic- 
toria to settle the problem for them, 
which she did by deciding In favor of 
Ottawa. 

To leave behind two splendid young 
cities like Sydney and Melbourne, <\ach 
with a population of over half a mil- 
lion, and build an artlllciai city liun- 
drcda of miles Inland, appears at llrst 
thought a strange proposition. I'^or 
Australia has literally decided on a 
capital In the bush. For political pur- 
poses an isolated collection of great 
buildings and residences will be erec- 
ted wliicli would otlierwise never have 
been called Into existence.

C. Tay- 
lor. This was in tbo caso of some 
eighteen employees of the United Col- 
lieries Company against two directors 
ot that company for wages due them 
amounting to some $760. Judgment 
was given for tho miners. This was a 
tost case and provides that laborers 
and wage-earners may collect tlie 
wages due thorn from any or all of the 
directors of a Joint stock company in 
the event of that company falling.

Sacramento Division, Amalgamated 
As.sociatlon of Street and Electric 
Railway Employees of America, and 
llie Sacramento ICIectrlc, Gas and rail- 
way Company, liave renewed for the 
year 1909 the agreement covering the 
wage schedule and classlflcatlon of em- 
ployees that was In effect for tho year 
1908. Both parties were apparently 
satlsflcd with prevailing condltlon.s, 
and consequently no changes were 
asked for, the agreement just signed 
by representatives of the company and 
the union being" in the Identical terms 
of the 1908 agreement, except for the 
change in dates.

A deputation of mine operator."?, 
lupibermen, millers and manufactur- 
ers will wait on the provincial govern- 
ment at Bdmonton, Alta., seeking a 
repeal of last session's Workmen's 
Compensation act Insurance to $10,000 
and tho maximum of a single life to 
$1,500. This la Inadequate, as tho act 
requires $1,800 as compensation for 
the death of an employee. If ten mt\n 
are killed In an accident, the I'mployer 
must .pay $18,000, and yet can only 
insure' for $10,000. The employers can- 
not afford this, and take the risk of 
reckless workmen In coal mines. The 
Insurance prior to the act was 84 cents 
per hundred of the miners' pay roll, 
It Is now $3.02. 

The hookblnderfi In San Francisco 
have been advised that the unions of 
the snme craft In New York City liave 
succeeded In invoking a State law 
known as "preference In the employ- 
ment of person.^ ii))On public work," so 
ns to prevent the ni.-uiagers of public 
libraries from sending books belong- 
ing to such libraries to .foreign coun- 
tries to bo rebf)UTid. Thi^ iinlon.s, 
through their representatives, showed 
that a (Irm In Brooklyn, to v.-hlch books 
that had to bo reboimd were delivered, 
sent tlinin to n bindery in England 
and that such were bound at such 
nw llguro.q that It gave the Brooklyn 
firm a big jirollt; also that sueli re- 
liound hooks were received In New 
York duty free under tho educational 




of aldernion of New York City, after 
fully considering the matter, by un- 
animous vote adopted u resolution 
that no ir.oP.pyB paid from the lib- 
raries ai)proprlatlons for bookbinding, 
except for such work as had been per- 
formed ill accordance with tho statute.

tablished at $9 a week and in cases 
where women perform the same work 
as men they shall receive the same 
wage. 

The strike of the Hhopmen of the 
Denver and Rio Grande system, which 
haa been in elTeet since last March, 
was declared off on January 10th, af- 
ter a two-days' conference between 
strikers and rojircsentatlves of the 
load. Including machinists, black- 
sniitha, boilerniiikers and helpers. As 
a result about 1000 men resumed woik 
last Thursday jnornlng. The settle- 
ment was a conipronilso, both sides 
making concessions. The men gained 
the principal |)Olnt for which they 
struck, contracts with roads affected, 
but lose some working conditions In 
tho shops which were in effect before 
the strike.

Space Permits Us to Mention But Few 
of the Values. 
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[he greatest revolution of our times 
. has taken place in, India. Woman 
in Hindustan has ceased to figure 
merely in the role of a haIf:toy, half- 
slave, penned up in a harem, and is 
more and more coming' to be recog- 
nized as the pivotal point of India's regenera- 
tion. The leaders of public opinion in Hindu- 
stan are beginning to realize that the renais- 
sance of India depends mainly upon the man- 
ner in which the girls of the land arc ctlucat- 
ed to take up their duties and responsibilities 
as mothers and wives. The uplift of woman 
js receiving the lion's share of attention from 
all East Indians interested in raising India to 
the level of the enlightened world powers. 
Schools specially designed for girls arc spring- 
ing up all over tlie Indian peninsula. The 
wonuin is being slowly but steadily taken out 
from the privacy of her apartments ami train- 
ed to take a place in the outside world. Early 
marriage is becoming passe, and the marriage 
of widows is receiving the endorsement of 
blue-veined, higli-ca.<tc men. 

A new womanhood is coming into promin- 
ence all over the country. Her dress, her talk, 
her deportment, ill testify that the Orient and 
the Occident have been fused together in the 
woman, and a new being has been created by 
the conil)ination. The modern woman of In- 
dia retains in her character and culture 
enough of the East Indian to link her with 
her r.dble ancestry. Enough of the Western 
ideals have been implanted in her nature to 
modernize her. 

Early marriage and enforced widowhood 
never have been es.sential tenets of the Hindu 
religion. 'Ignorance led the people of India to 
believe that it was their religious duty to 
marry their daughters early, and not allow 
the widow td re-marry, and the regulation 
was made so strict that if the would-be boy 
husband died before the nuptial ceremony was 



performed, the wife-to-be was . considered a 
widow, without prospect of marriage. With 
a closier study of their religion, the women 

and men of India are learning more and more 
to set their faces against early marriage and 
compulsory widowhood. The Hindus long 
ago realized the folly of burning widows on 
the funeral pyres of their deceased husbands, 
and for many decades no women have been 
voluntary or involuntarily allowed to burn 
them.selve.s at the death of their spouses. 
Hitherto the parents of the girl and boy have 
contracted marriage for their children; but 
the young folks of Hindustan are increasing- 
ly demanding the right to choose their own 
mates, and are being permitted to do so. 

The Hindus, contrary to the general im- 
pression prevailing in the Occident, have 
never treated their widows tyrannically. These 
unfortunate women arc treatctl with respect 
and consideration. The widowetl mother or 
aunt in India is usually at the head of the 
home. She is the prominent figure in the 
fn.niily. Toihiy Hindus are establishing wi- 
dows' homes in all parts of India where young 
widows are initiated in the art of teaching and 
other professions, so that they can earn their 
living and take care of themselves indepen- 
dent of their relations. On the one hand the 
widow is being given her inherent right to re- 
marry ; on the other she is being rendered 
capable of taking care of herself should she 
choose to remain a widow. 

In several parts of India, c\on t(-Klay, the 
liigh-class women veil ihcif faces heavily 
when they appear in public. This does not, 
hcwcver, mean that these women are held in 
captivity or forced to cover their faces by 
some masculine tyrant. Thc\' choose for them- 
selves seclusion, in accordance with the old- 
time custom. In these parts of India it is 
considered "good form" for the> women to hide 
their faces from strangers — and women in In- 



dia as well as the Occident, are extremely 
susceptible to the influence of good fashion. 
Moreover, it is only in the cities that the Hin- 
du woman lives in seclusion. In the country 
she is as free as the air. ^ Even in cities the 
veiling of the face is becoming an out-of-date 
style, and is fast disappearing. 

The majority of East Indian women live in 
rural districts, as the number of large cities 
in the land is extremely limited. In India 65 
per cent, of the peo[dc are farmers. It natur- 
ally follows that the bulk of Indian women 
live on farms. 'JMic farm-house in India is 
usually built of mud, with thatched roof. In 
some localities poorly burned bricks or un- 
hewn stones are used for building jnu-poses. 
Where wood is used for rafters and girders, 
it is rudely chopped. The walls, as a rule, are 
bare and there are no curtains or shutters at 
the windows, which are without glass panes. 
The dirt floor, in many instances, i.s left mi- 
coN'crcd. The household goods consist of a 
few earthen \-es.scl.-;, roughly built wooden 
cuts, and mats made of .straw or coarse guii- 
nysack. The jieople. as a rule, S()uat on the 
floor, and know nothing of chairs and tables. 

vStove.s and cooking ranges are unkno\\'n in 
the country. The women are oldigcd to bake 
their bread in earthen o\'ens, aiul cook in 
earthen pots over a fire made, in many cases, 
of cowdung cakes. Mustard oil, or some 
other kind of vegetable oil, is used in almost 
all the rural districts for illuminating pur- 
poses and furnishes a j^oor, uncertain light. 
Frequently one and the s:inic room ser\-es 
many purposes. It is used for a Icitchcn, din- 
ing room, drawiug room, and bedroom. In 
most instances the rooui is ovcrci"(nv(.lcd and 
is uncomfortable as wcW as unsanitary. 
People in rural India sf)uat on the floor to eat 
their food. Thej' use their fingers for forks 
and knives, and sop up their food with a piece 
of wheat or corn bread. Many millions of 



East Indians subsisV merely on a Vegetarian 
diet. 

The woman in the village dresses simply. 
She does not spend much time studying the 
fashion plates or sewing garments according 
to the latest styles — ior the same fashions 
have prevailed in India, without change, for 
centuries. The form of dress varies according 
to climate and other conditions. In several 
places the women wear trousers. In some lo- 
calities just a loose sheet is wrapped around 
the body. The Hindu woman in southern 
India docs not wear hat or bonnet. Abundant 
hair forms her only head dress, although 
sometimes a silk or cotton scarf is draped 
about her head. The East Indian woman goes 
'barefooted or wears wooden sandals or leather 
slippers. 

The village affords but little diversion, and 
nothing extraordinary happens to lend a charm 
to life Travelling theatrical troupes, if they 
visit the country places at all, are of the poor- 
est grade Sometimes the villagers gather to- 
gether and organize amateur theatricals, but 
these arc usually religious in character, and 
crude in conception and execution. On festive 
occasions, women and children dress in their 
holiday attire and make merry in simple 
fashion. In no part of the land is woman per- 
mitted to dance. Professional dancers invar- 
iabl}' bear a questionable character, and for 
that reason dancing is looked upon askance 
tln-oughout Hinchistan. 

Life for the Hindu women in the metro- 
politan cities — and even in small towns — does 
not mean the same monotonous routine. To 
begiu with, the home of the urban woman is 
not entirely devoid of furniture. It does not 
present a bare and uninviting appearance. Of- 
ten it is provided with iriany modern conveni- 
ences.. In large cities, like Bombay and Cal- 
cutta, electric light is available for illuminat- 



ing streets and homes. The facilities 

for domestic w'ork are better than in 
the villages, and for those who can 
afford it, cheap female or male "help" can be 
secured. The city woman has access to num- 
erous excellent and reasonable-])riced theatres. 
She is usually able to read and write, and en- 
joys perusing the newspapers and magazines 
printed in her native dialect If charitably 
inclined, she finds diversion and comfort in 
ministering to the wants of unfortunate mem- 
bers of her sex by private or public charity, or 
both. East Indian women have organized 
women's clubs and enjoy them quite as much 
as their Western sisters. 

Today in India, only i out of 146 women 
can read and write; but this does not imply 
that the Hindu women are ignorant and un- 
intelligent. On the contrary, the East Indian 
woman, though unable to read books and 
write magazine articles, is a storehouse of the 
wisdom of ages. She is invariably an interest- 
ing talker — her conversation displays good 
sense, and is often full of apt, time-honored 
sayings. She talks in a dignified, graceful 
way, and though incapable of wielding the 
pen, she is well-versed in folklore, mythology, 
and tradition. 

The native culture, supplemented with 
Western education, is rapidly evolving the 
East Indian woman. The instruction im- 
parted in the school is snapping the chains 
which for centuries have held the women of 
India in bondage. Gradually, as education is 
making its way into the remoter rural districts, 
the women arc giving up their okl-fashioned 
ways and preparing themselves to lead fuller 
lives. The high-caste v/omen, who hitherto 
have been passionately fond of spending their 
entire time in the privacy of their apartments, 
are venturing out and taking their places 
alongside the members of their sex in the Oc- 
cidental world. 




ummary 



,11 E }'ear 1908 was one full of the raw 
stuff of history. The pajDcrs sum- 
marize its chief points, but they 
seem like a catalogue In last week's 
Observer there was over four inter- 
esting columns devoted to the main 
points of- the year, and from these we quote 
tlie following paragraphs: * 

' "The Canadian problein is a cause of grave 
and increasing and well-justified anxiety to all 
thoughtful Imperialists. The Dominion is 
literally saturated with American influence, 
personal, journalistic, financial; and in spite 
of Lord Grey's splendid and devoted efforts 
the Imperial sentiment is weakening in the ab- 
sence of any vigorous effort to promote it on 
the part of the Mother Country. Lord Mil- 
ner, the only English statesman of note who 
has visited Canada in recent years, undertook 
in his recent tour what was nothing less than 
a great Imperial work. The by-elections help 
to arrest the influences in Canada which are 
making for secession. But in spite of these 
factors it is certain that unless preference is 
conceded in the next few 3'ears there can be 
no hope of preventing such a tariff treaty be- 
tween the L'nited States and the Dominipn as 
would destroy the po.ssibility of any perman- 
ent connection between Canada and the Brit- 
ish Empire. 

"South -African unity is being slowdy, but 
surely, shaped by the great Conference of 
delegates transferred from Durban to Cape 
Tov/n. -At present the Boer organizations arc 
in power in Cape Colony, the Orange State, 
and the Transvaal alike. But there is now a 
brighter feeling among the l^jritisli than at any 
tinii- since the Dutch ascendancy was reestab- 
lished. In .Australia, ihe l'nited States fleet, 
previously feted in Xcw Zealand, was wel- 
comed with enthusiasm. The Defence Bill 
provide.-, for the training of all ablc-I^K' 
males in the use of arms. Mr. Deakin has 
ceased to be Prime Minister, but the Labor 
Cabinet depend upon his support, and if his 
health is maintained he will long remain the 
Warwick of .Australian politics. 

"Fifty years ago, with the end of the Sepo_\' 
rc^■olt. our .Asiatic Kmpire was transferrcfl to 
the direct goxernment of the Crown. The 
semi-centenary was recently signalized by the 
King's Proclamation. L'nfortimatcly, i(}oS 
has been the most disturbed year that India 
ha.s known since the Mutiny. On Boxing Day 
a year ago the National Congress at Surat was 
broken up in a fierce struggle between Moder- 
^ater and Extremists. Since then an epidemic 
of anarchist crime had raged in Bengal. Mur- 
ilers and desperate attempts at assassination 
followed in rapid succession. Bombs were 
thrown, bomb factories \s'cre uncarthe<l, secret 
conspiracies were discovered, the extremist 
])rcss preached sedition with unexpected viru- 
lence. Under the new repressive acts 
swift blows have now been struck at the au- 
thors and instigators of crime. At the same 
time Lord Morley's great project of reform 
has proved that we do not mean to sit on the 
'safety valve. Infinite difficulty will be found 
"iii partying out the reforms so as to reconcile 
the 'claims'of Mahomedans and Hindoos while 
maintaining the moral unity and efficiency of 
the supreme executive But there is no cause 
to think that the Imperial, aptitude of our race 
will prove unequal even to the new problems 



wdiich confront it where its greatest triumphs 
have been won. 

"Without the jiowcr of our armaments in 
reserve the wisdom of our ])olicy would seek 
in vain to preserve our dominion. Every ef- 
fort has been made, irrespective of general 
opinion, to help ^Ir. Ilaldane in obtaining the 
men he requires. It has become plain, how- 
ever, that extreme difficulty will be experienc- 
ed in obtaining the full number required by 
the Ministerial scheme Lord Roberts, though 
praising the framework of that scheme— which 
could he adiuirably adopted iu emergency- for 
the training of forces of any size — has pointed 
out the utter insufficiency of the plan from 
the point of \-iew of an}- serious conce[)tion of 
Imperial strategy in a great conflict. 

"The Navy, however, in the words of the 
King's Speech, continues 'in a high stale of ef- 
ficiency,' and for the purposes of the more im- 
mediate future QUr supremacy remains as ab- 
solute as in any former period. Our safety in 
1912 and later will wholly depend, however, 
upon the coming estimates. Mr. Asquith has 
repeatedly declared his intention to keep our 
sea power unchallengerl upon the basis of a 
Two- Power standard, plus ten per cent. For 
the disclosure of the methods by which this 
end is to be sccuretl the country waits with 
c^lm and complete confidence in the Prime 



Minister's determination to make good his 
words. 

"Conspicuous in the long, obituary of this 
year were the honored names of the Duke of 
Devonshire, the incarnation of that quality of 
character which has been the best force in 
English public life, and Lord Kelvin, one of 
the supreme scientific intellects of the nine- 
teenth century. Ivach of these .in his way 
seemed to close a whole epoch of recollection. 
lUit the world with a mental progress as cease- 
less as its planetary mo\'ement sweeps on to- 
wards new and more woiulerfui epochs still. 

"The renaissance of Asia and Islam ; that 
new spirit stirring among women which must 
ha\»e incalculable social results, whatever may 
be its political consequences — even the.se are 
matched by the march of mechanical inven- 
tion. We single out one aspect. In aeronau- 
tics 1908 has been, as has ben said, the amius 
mirabilis. From the achievements of the 
Wrights the complete conquest of the air may 
be i^redicted. 

"Air. Fdis(Tii, a iirophet to he respected in 
these iliatlers, declared recentK- that "within 
fi\e 3-ears aiishi[)s will be carrying passengers 
across the ocean in eighteen hours. The North 
Pole can and will be reached in a forty-hour 
trip.' Long hence, when our political pre- 
occupations are forgotten, 190S may be re- 
membered as the year in which the dawning 
realization of one of the most ancient an(l 
marvellous of all human dreams first passed 
into the assured possession of mankind." — 
Public Opinion. 
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HE 'realist,' .so-called, analyses 
phj'sical passions which the soul 
will put aside, we hope, with the 
body, when it passes op to the 
eternities." writes E. M. Hardinge 
in the University Magazine (Mon- 
'Hc diagnoses states of mind and 
soul which are neurotic and abnormal, and he 
dwells ujjon things which are e[)hemeral, tri- 
vial, or unclean, to the neglect of eternal veri- 
ties. 

"It is his insistance upon these eternal veri- 
ties which makes Tolstoi a realist indeed. He 
can and does describe the bloating and dis- 
coloration of a drowned man's body.

A well known growcu' rlix'iding an onion 
bed into Iwn ecjual parts, treated on:'-lia!f wilh 
nitro-bacterine and left the other half to its 
ordinarj' devices and found that the yield in 
the former case was 39 per cent large/ than- 
in the latter. While the effect of treating 
strawberry plants with it has been extraordin- 
ary, the beneficial result taking the direction, 
not so much of an increase in the crop as in 
the production of a second crop from the same 
plants for the untreated plants only yielded 
one crop. ^ 



Marked effects have also followed the ap- 
plication of nitro-bacterine to flowers. Cal- 
ceolarias, wdiich were treated with it, not 
only began to flower sooner than their fel- 
lows, but also continued to bloom long after 
the untreated plants ceased to flower. In the 
case of other flowers, its use has not merely 
hastened growth, but has enabled the plants to 
enlarge and ivery considerably their usual 
periods of bloom. In addition to all this a new 
solution of it has even proved to be more ef- 
ficacious in the cases of the ordinary cereals, 
than as regards the leguminous plants, for 
which the older prejiaraiion Jias in previous 
years been exclusively used. 

It, however, operates in a different way tip- 
on the non-legunnnous plants. When it is 
applied to leguminous plants, which include 
peas, beans and clover, it leads to the forma- 
tion of nodules upon their roots, and these 
nodules are full of the nitrogenous matter 
which the very busy and very minute bacterial 
workers cxtr^icL from the atnios]diere. But in 
the case of the cereals the bacteria form a 
sort of in\isil)lc jelly wdiich surrounds the 
roots of the plant, this jelly being chiefly com- 
posed of amides. The ordinary process of 
converting nitrogen, explains Prof. Bottomley, 
into cither flower? or into grain is four-fold. 
Although nitrogen forms the basis of all this 
growth and development, the plant cannot as- 
similate this essential element iu its i)ure state 
from flic atmos])hcrc, and before each plant 
can utilize it the nitrogen must be converted 
into nitrates, such as the nitrate of soda, etc., 
wdiich as manures or plant foods arc applied 



directly to the soil. These nitrate compounds 
are then converted into amides, while the 
amide in turn, is transformed into proteid, 
and the proteid into proto-plasm. 

.Now the advantage which is secured from 
the placing of innumerable little bacteria into 
the soil in this manner, lies in the very^ im- 
portant fact that the)- enable the nitrogen 
which is so abundant a component part of 
the air which we breathe, to be transformed 
directly into amides without being compelled 
10 resort to the agency of the ordinary nitrates 
for this jnu-pose. We jump a step, as it were, 
in the process, and the amides are changed into 
prolo]>!asm in three in lieu of four steps, and 
what is of more importance still, this essential 
problem in the promotion of plant growth is 
accomplished mere economically, as the step 
which is commonly achieved through the 
agency of nitrate compounds is the most ex- 
pensive of all. 

I In the case of barley which was treated 
with nitro-bactcnne a grower states that it 
grew more rapidly than was customary, that 
the straw was stronger and taller, that/ the 
ears were heavier and that as far as he was able 
to judge the grain itself was 6f better quality. 
And this matter is at the present time under 
actual test by a malster. 

The bacteria of leguminous plants, adds 
Prof. Bottomley, differ from the bacteria of 
non-leguminous plants. The principle upon 

which they operate in promoting growth is of 
course the same, but it is applied in a different 
way. He will at an early date read a paper 
upon these as well as upon cognate subjects 
before a scientific societ}\ 



perience as wide spread as humanity, and as 
lasting as the sou! itself.

Why interrogate 
witnesses else, or ask the jury wdir t it really 
thinks? The commercial system is founded 
upon the assumption that people, as a rule, 
keep their promises and pa}'- their debts. Un- 
less rectitude were the rule, lying and sharp 
practice the exception, civilized society would 
disintegrate. And the common round of life 
among the plain people shows many other 
beautiful realities. 

"There is the delight of the tenement, fam- 
ily over the baby whose arrival means so much 
less comfort to every one of them, the faithful 
fondness of the husband towards the wife 
from whom every charm has fled, the tender 
pride of the grey-haired father in the tall 
daughters whose rearing has cost him so much 
self-sacrifice. So real indeed is this paternal 
love that society has invented a device like in- 
surance, enabling the father to, in a measure, 
defy natural law, and continue to care, for his 
brood even after he has passed through the 
dark gates of death. It is this strong primal 
emotion which gives majesty to the squalid 
death-bed. of Perc Goriot. 

"Wliy call a book 'realistic' because it des- 
cribes that ■ exceptional case — the desertion of 
her child by a In-sterical woman whose normal 
instincts have been ljurned out of her by an 
unlawful and unholy passion? 

"Our contention is that tlic great realists, 
who are realists indeed, portray the holier as 
well as the baser impulses and emotions. -.For 
the:m the 'wheel of life turns high' as well as 
low; and so they can justly portray man, 
whose feet are defiled with the earth whence 
he was taken, but whose head is already bright- 
ened with the glory of heaven, towards which, 
ages ago, his face was set." '. 



tvrian PURPLE V V ; 

The ancient Tyrian purple was obtained" 
from mollusks ol the genera Murer and Puf"-' 
pura. The art of dyeing with this color was 
completely lost in the Middle Ages and the 
subject was not investigated until the eight- 
eenth century. It has been proved that the 
color is produced by the action of light on .i 
colorless secretion of special glands possessed 
by the. mollusks. It is probable that the action 
of the enzyme also contributes to the result. 
Chemical investigations have indicated the 
])resence of indigo blue in the dye. Fried- 
lander has made a new sttidy of the famous 
dye and concludes that it is closely related to 
indigo, but is not identical with either indigo- 
blue or thio-indigo. — Scientific American. 



F you go down to the sea in a ship thoso 
days you will tlnd that enormous strides 
have been made In the art of shlp-bulld- 
Inff and sliip-flndlnB since the llrst 
Htcamer churned her way slowly acroas 
the Atlantic. To be llnally and flrmly 
convinced of this progress, choose such 
a vessel as, say. the Cedrlc, of the White 
Star line, for this vovuk" "down to the 
sea," and tlion record your Impressions. 
There Is no use comparing this class of ocean navi- 
gation with the old days of the barkentlne and the 
full-rigged ship, for things have been moving too 
.rapidly of late \-t.ars, ,ind a frlance bade over a short 
period only will show an amazing- dllTeronco. Now- 
adays the ilnor la distinctly a "lady," a trim, well- 
plumed, decidedly up-to-date lady at that. 

The Cedrlc well answers to show the vast im- 
provement that has been made since tlie first of the 
White Star line's fleet steamed out of the Mersey, 
and passed Sandy Hook up to Now York, One of 
the newest of the ships of that lino, of 21.000 tons, a 
tonnape three times and more greater than that of 
the Pacific Empresses, she has without doubt made 
travel on the Atlantic a luxury. The Ced/ic presents 
the spectacle of 700 feet of pent-up enorffy, and on 
every voyage her nine decks are the sections of a 
floating city. Her fittings and furnishings are equal 
If not superior to those of some of the famous hotels 
of the land, and she olfers her passengers a com- 
fort and lu.xury undreamed of In ocean travel a de- 
cad o ago. 

A glance at somp of the features of this ocean 
■greyhound will afford a good idea of tiio wonders of 
modern ocean navigation. During a recent voyage 
the Cedrlc had on board 2,124 people. The crew, 
from Capt. Bartlett, R.N.R., to tlie deck boy, num- 
bers 310 in all. There were -ina first class passen- 
'gers, 192 second cln.<;K, and 1.130 .stcer.-iijo, the whole 
making up the population of a decent-sized burg. 
And the problem of feeding this multitude through- 
out the course of a long voyage brings to light an- 
other marvel of the Cedric'a organization. 

Immense amoimts of food supplies must bo load- 
ed to provision this "floating city" between port and 
port. For the Mediterranean trip 60,000 pounds of 
fresh provisions alone Is required, and each voyage 
■ the chief steward handles more supplies than are 
sold In ma^ a provision store in the course of a 
year. The "arlcty of these supplies Is infinite, tlio 
range running from kosher beef for those who seek 
that manner of food, to Bombay duck. Here are 
some of the Items: Butter, 4,120 pounds; coffee, 
893; oatmeal, over a ton; mustard, 210 pounds; 
salt, almost a ton. Sorrio Idea of the quantity In the 
steward's larder is given when the list of bacons 
used is stated. It is as follows: 1,120 pounds of 
Cumberland; 633 pounds of Wiltshire, smoked; 635 
pounds of Irish; 875 pounds of American; and 687 
pounds of Danish. The American beef totalled 17,- 
673 pounds, over eight tons, with a ton of corned 
beet as well. The chickens, ducks and game 
amounted to over a ton. In short, the total amount 
of provisions carried would fill many carts, and. 
Indeed, many car.';. I'hc item of coal Is not small, 
there being no l.-s.s than 4S fires for the "black 
squad," working deep down In the bowels of the 
big Ship, to look after. 

But there is another feature of prosont-day sea 
travel that mu.=it be empha.slzed here, and tiiat is Its 
safety. A.<< fui examiilo of this, it may be pointed out 
tliat the Cedrlc, a lloatlng mass of .steel. Is prno- 
tically unslnkable. Modern buildinB, whieli lias 
progressed rapidly from stage to stage since the 
first thwart-ship bulkheads were designed, has re- 
duced the danger of ocean travel to a minimum. The 
perfection of wireless telegraphy, too, ha.s elimin- 
ated many of the horror.*: of the si\'i, even If II has 
marred the complete holiday of the man of business. 
Who Is no longer free from the call of his associates 
ashore, even thougli thousands of miles of sea and 
land divide them. 

The crow of the Cedrlc Is made up as follows: 1 
commander, 7 dock ofliccrs, 1 carpenter, 1 Joiner, 2 
boatswains, 40 seamen and 2 mess stewards; 16 
engineers and assistants, SO oilers, stokers and coal 
trimmers, and 2 mess stewards; 1 purser, 1 surgeon, 
1 assistant inirser, 1 writer, 2 telegraphists, 6 store- 
keepers, fi bandsmen, 1 hospital attendant, 1 chief 
.steward, 2 second stewards, a chef and staff of 40 
assistants, 200 other stewards. Tiieso are divided 
Into first class, second class and third class. All 
the members of the crew are on government articles 
and are paid off by the purser nt the termination of 
each voyage before a rei)re:ientatlvo of tho Board of 
Trade in England, or a British consul abroad. Tho 
payroll amounts to $9,000 a month. As In all passen- 
ger steamers of her class, the >vork Is divided Into 
three departments under tho control of tho com- 
mander, these being decit, engine and passenger de- 
partments, tho heads of each being the chief ofllcor, 
chief criglnoer, purser and the surgeon (as medical 
ofllcer of the ship). They supervise the general 
working of tho system and report~at sea to tho 
commander, and on slioro to tho directors and tho 
department superintendents. Tlio passenger capacity 
Is ;M0 saloon, 300 ;!Ccoud and 2,000 third, while tho 
cargo capacity is about 10,000 tons dead weight. A 
traveling. post ofllco Ib fitted up on board, and when 
mails' arov carried, two Brltlsh and two American 



postal clerks are carried on board for the purpose 
of sorting them. 

Of all tho men who cross tho Atlantic tliero Is 
not one more careful or more interestod In tho 
comfort of his passengers than ('aptalti l!artli;tt of 
the ^^ hlte Star liner Cedrlc. He began his life nt 
sea at tlie age of fourteen, and, although he is now 
hut slightly over forty, ho has been In command of 
no less than nine of tho largest and best ships 
alloat, attaining (Inally to the Cudrlc-, third largest 
of the White htar fleet. Needless to .°ay, each change 
has meant promotion for the skipper. Why this 
should be so even the ordinary layman In his hum- 
ble way can readily appreciate, If he is only slightly 
observant. 

Tho passenger finds an Interesting psychological 
study In the phases througli which Capt. liartlett 
passes from the beginning of a voyage to Its teriiiin- 
atlon. As lie voyages from port to port hia demeanor 
depends upon the weather, and on whether he Is 
making or leaving the docks. I'or the first thlrt;.--.slx 
hours out tlio passengers see very little of the 
skipper. pnrlng that period his place Is at the 
bridge, which he seldom leaves if tho weather is at 
all rough, or If even a slight sign of fog is visible. 
This unceasing watchfulness on his imrt adds a 
fooling of security to the voyajje that nroatly lielp:i 
those who are nervous, as everyone know.s that 
eve^i the bravest of men. .and.' Women dr-o,' often 
stricken with the terrors -of the- Atlantic'. 

With Captain Bartlett at the helm oife soon for- 
gets being in danger. His countenance ensures 
safety In any kind of an emergency, and one feels 
that he is capable of doing his duty however great the 
odds may be against him. This trait In his character 
is srreatly respected by his fellow-officers 'fiind men. 
They look upon him as a determined sea-dog and 
strict disciplinarian, but thoy Also know that they 
can always depend ui)on his Iclnd consideration In 
time of need. Knowing from e.vperienoe the rough 
Side of the life of a seafaring man, pie captain" takes 
a great interest in promoting the welfare of those ' 
who come under his supervision. 

If coiiil 1 tii-ins are favorable Captain Bartlett gives 
his passengers tho freedom of tho ship, and thoso wlio 
are fortunate enough to spend an hour with him In 
his cabin will come away feeling that the time has 
been well spent. His tales of tho sea are Interesting 
and Instructive, covering as they do many of the great 
waterways of the world. He has well under way a 
text-book which will bo of groat value when com- 
pleted. It win give the minutest details regarding 
lights, lighthouses, buoys, and all the marks of this 
nature known to men In the profession. The work, 
to begin with, will be confined chiefly to the old 
world, but will at a later date include tho Pacific. 

Captain Bartlett has ciualifled and is now a lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Navy Reserve, and since Joining 
tho White Star Company has been In the Germanic. 
Armenian, Victorian, Canaplc, Gothic, Republic, Cy- 
mrla, Romanic, and his present ship, the Cedrlc. In 
1898 he married Miss Edith Hill, who Is a daughter 
of J. Ellis, Esq., of Gorleston, Suffolk. By the mar- 
riage they have two children, a girl and a boy. The 
latter will shortly receive his tralnln.g In the Royal 
Navy. 

Many of the ofllcers of the Cedrie have hp.d ser- 
vice with tlie colors, one of them be-liig i-I. W. Mc- 
IClro.v, the purser. Hi? served as jjurser of tho Cyiii- 
lie in IS'J'J, when that vessel was taki-n \)y th<.' .Ad- 
miralty as a trooij-ahlj), to convey troops to South 
Africa. 

As purser, ^Ir. Mcl'^lroy has full control under the 
Commander o." the iffisseng(^r di-partment. Chli-ily, hi.- 
att'-nds to the business arrangements. As [)a>ni.ist"!', 
hr disburses all nionics, and has charKc of niuils .-iiid 
spiTli' on ho.-iril. 'riio steward's (h^partiiien t is n 
nnilor hl.« Junsdlctiim with reyani to disci]) I : ii.-, 
thoimh all the liefails of that p.-irtlcul,ir braii.-li is 
atleii,l';ii to liy the ehief st.'Wanl ami liLs assistants. 

.\Ir, .McKlroy jolnc-d tho .Mian Line ollico slalT in 
lsn2 at the age of I'Ighteeli years, and made lily lir.st, 
\iivat:e to sea the following year as ti'iiiporary \iuv- 
srr. .Shortly afterwards ho was apijoliited iiui'ser. 
and until l^Hit he sor\-e(l in tlie folbjv.'lni,' sti'anii-rs of 
tlio .Mian line: .Vumlilian, Pomeranian. .\lon,'.;filian. 
Brazilian, Laiirrntian, ami S.i nil ii ia ii . .'-ailing' to lle_> 
.St. Lawrence in sumiuei', a;icl to llalifax and Bori- 
laiui, .Maine, In winter. He also made a auinher of 
voyages In tho Argentine. 

It was In IS'Jl) tliat he Joined the White Stai lino 
as purser of tho Cymric, which was taken that year 
by tho Admiralty as a troop-ship. She carried itiOO 
men and horses, comprising the 76th, Slst and 82nd 
batteries of Royal Field Artillery, 2nd Gloster Regi- 
ment, and drafts of West Riding and Scottish Rifles, 
these making up the last of the 6th division sent to 
South Africa. Tho White Star steamers rendered 
valiuible service as transports during tho South Af- 
rican campaign, the Britannic, which was known as 
"No. G2," serving throughout tho war. The latter 
vessel covered no leas than 184,417 miles, taking 994 
ollicers and men from Natal for Albany, Melbourne 
antl \Velllngton. She carried 1,0,357 men to and from 
Sijuth Africa. For the services rendered by tliein In 
tho transports, the purser and the steward of the Ce- 
drlc wore pro.-ientod with medals, they being i)aradod 
with the other recipients at Buckingham i'alace to 
receive tho decoration from the hands of His Ma- 
jesty lying Kdward. 

It is s.afe to s.'iy tliat there never was on any ves- 
sel an oflicer more popular with tho passengers than 
is the purser of tho Cedrlc. His wide e-xiierlenco has 
given Mr. McKlroy a great knowledge of the affairs 
of sea and land, and ho is always ready to give tho 
jiassengcrs tho benefit of this e.xperience. If Mr. Mc- 
Klroy wore to run for- ofiice on the termination of a 
voyage, and tho passengers on his ship were the elec- 
tors, ho would go in by acclamation. 

As assistant purser, Mr. McKlroy has R. H. Har- 
ris who has boon engaged in that cajiaclty la White 
.Star steamers since 3 'JOG, mostly on the Cedrlc. Ho 
was transferred to tho Baltic for u few voyages, and 
when tho Cedrlc was sent to tho Mediterranean ho 
rojolnod tho vessel. When tho Adriatic, largest of 
tho fleet, .inaugurated tho Southampton-New York 
service, ho was again sent to her until re-trnnsforrod 
In September to tho Cedrlc. 

• -'Dn-Mlles Prior, sur^;eon of ii'o Ccdrlo, Is a jrentlo- 
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man with a record in his profession. Ho has tho 
distinction of li,-i\'iim iierfornied an operation for ap- 
pendicitis in nild-ocean. In August of last year tho 
Cedrlc ^^•as stoiiped for an hour and twenty minutes 
In mId-Atlantle while Dr. Prior ])erformod a most 
Huccessful operation upon a passenger. He studied 
medicine at London, Edinburgh und Dublin Universi- 
ties and took his degree in IS'J4. He has been at sea 
three years, and lias been eng.a.?ed as surgeon oh 
liners of thp AVhIte Star company in the Australian, 
Mediterranoan, and Atlantic services. 

But it is not only as surgeon of tho vessel that Dr. 
Prior is known to tin? iiassongers each voyage. Ills 
personal qualities an^ such fliat ho is tilway.s "persona 
grata," a necessary factor In every social group. Ho 
Is "Tho Doctor" to one and all, and the name is always 
applied in affectionate esteem. 

Tho chief steward, Thomas Walker, who was born 
In Liverpool .19 years ago has ijeon 22 years at sea 
and worked from jjantry boy to chief steward. During 
tho South African war ha served on troopships and 
wears the King's medal for that Hcrvicc. In tho 
White Star service he spent throe years on tho Aus- 
tralian rim, and three yetirs in the Jlediterrnnean 
service. All told ho worked four years In tho Allan 
steamers and olghtoon years la White Star service. 
In his dej)urtnicnt on tlio Ccdrlo lie haa a small army 



— 270 men In all, and tho total number of passengers 
that liavo been under his care have numbered three 
thousand, which is the capacity of the big ship. 

Despite his onerous duties and the multitude of 
details ho must always keep In mind, tho Chief Stew- 
ard has always tho time to lend a willing ear to the 
expressed wlsiies of his passengers. Kver thoughtful, 
and careful Interests, ho has dono as much as any 
other ono man to make tho Cedrlc the popular vessel 
she l.s among trans-Atlantic travellers. 

Aa usual, the chief engineer Is a Scot — thoy usual- 
ly are. His whirring engines are the strength of 
fifty thousand horses, and far below, wliero tho 
pas.sengera seldom see hhn, his assistants stand— 
tho chief take his watch — at the lever ready to in- 
stantly reverse as tho boll twlnldes in response to 
Capt. Bartlott's signal, although thoy cross tho wldo 
Atlantic very often without having to stop their 
engines between ports. Eternal vigilanco is tho 
watchword of the cngino room. The valves which 
open to tho sea must bo guardec]; tho big machines 
must 1)0 kept in perfect order; and the closest at- 
tention to duty is imperative upon all hands. 

But these are not all the men of note on tho 
Cedrlc. Mention must bo made of .Tohn Culpin, tho 
.quarter-master,, tho old sea-dog who has been tho 
delleht o£ passengers on tli* Whlto Star Uno voa- 



sels for years back. Fifty-soven years at sea, thirty-, 
seven years in the employ of tho White Star line- 
that is John Culpln's modest record. And In that 
time what anecdotes has ho given rise to by his 
quaint humor and drollery! Ills long suit is In 
amusing tlio passengers, and some of tho storlca told 
of his methods aro worthy, of undying memory. For 
example, ono time when he was beset by a band of 
travelers to show them an iceberg, John gravely 
pointed out tho sails of a four-masted schooner In 
the distance. Tho passengers believed him, und 
soon everybody had had a look at tho "berg." Un- 
fortunately, the captain was forced, later on, to 
disclose the sad truth, that Icebergs wero- hevor 
found In that particular latitude. 

In addition to the quarter-master, there, must be 
mentioned hero tho names of ■ Edward Duck, the 
popular library ' steward; H. Flethor, tho dock 
steward, who can do his hundred yards In even 
time; A. Turner, smoking room steward; Ernest 
Shillinglaw, second steward, and D. C. Wilklns, as- 
sistant second toward. If that test trip "down to 
slstant second steward. If that test trip "down to 
the sea" Is not only meditated but carried out, these 
gentlemen will see that nothing Is lacking to the 
comfort, and even to'tho luxury, of tho Intrepid oA-. 
ycjituror. . , , ■ , 
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> WILLIAM PITT. 

Syilllam Pitt was second son of Earl Chatham, 
frequently referred to as the older Pitt, who was one 
of the greatest of EngUsli statesmen, and. If contom- 
I)orarles can be believed, the moat eloquent man that 
ever was In the British Parliament, although not 
perhaps the best reaspner or most thorougli exponent 
of a subject.' The subject of this sketch was born In 
1759. HIb precocity was astonishing. As a little lad 
I'.e used to make speeches to liim-solf standing before 
a loolwing-glaas. Ho was very delicate, so much so 
that ho was unable to attend Hchc.ol; but ho did take 
a University course. lie was called to the bar on 
reaching his majority, and the same year entered 
parliament. In the following year, then 2Z year.-! of 
ago, he' made his Hrst speech In the House, and it was 
an unqualified success. Later In the year he made a 
speech of such brilliancy and power that thereafter 
his position, as the greatest debater of his time was 
unquestioned. The ministry being defeated, Pitt x<'a3 
offered a place In the Rockingham administration 
but as it did not carry with it cal)lnot rank, he de- 
clined it. In tlie followliis year ho made his ilrst 
speech for the extension of (he francliise, and later in 
the year became ChanccHnr of the K.xcheriuer-, biMng 
then ;;3 years old. In the followins year he was ten- 
dered the premiership and refused, but later accejit- 
od the post. Between December 17, 178.'^ and .March 
8, 17S4, his ministry was defeated on si.xtoen divi- 
sions, and bringing on an election, he swept the coun- 
try. l'"'or the next seventeen years he was absolutely 
master of Parliament, and it lias been said of him 
that the story oC lii.'! life wa.s tlie history of liritain 
and oi: the woi'ld. In 1793 war l)rol;e out witli l^rance. 
The reason of It has lU'ver been definitely establish- 
ed. One of his biographers says: "Pitt's military 
administration was eminently unsuccessful; but no 
disaster could daunt his spirit. With a new French 
victoj'y. a rebellion in Ireland, a mutiny in the lleet 
and a panic in the city had spread dismay throughout 
the nation. IMtt from his place in the House poured 
forth the language of inextinguishable hope and in- 
flexible resolution. " AVith treme'ndous domestic 
Iirobleiius prrssing for his consideration and Contin- 
cntul questions ever growing in dllticulty because of 
the increasing power of Napoleon, with a king to 
serve whose Sanity was more than doubtful, the 
■wonderful man remained unshaken at his post and 
with disaster all around him bade defiance to the 
•world. He brought about the parliamentary union 
■with Ireland, and sought to relieve the Roman Ca- 
tholic laity from civil disabilities and assist their 
clergy from the public treasury. The king refusing 
Ills assent to this policy, Pitt resigned otiice, but 
three years later he returned to power, holding olllce 
until his death in 1806. His biographers attribute 
his death to tlie effect upon him of Napoleon's victory 
at Austerlitz. He was a man of very liberal views, 
the greatest advocate of free trade in his 'day, a 
strong opponent of slavery, a pronounced supporter 
of the extension of the parliamentary franchise, an 
enemy of all religious distinctions in politics, hon- 
est, courageous and resolute. His one great fault 
was of a kind not uncommon in those days, it was 
[Ills prodigality in regard to money, of the value of 
which he seemed to have no adequate conception. 
Hence he died under a heavy load of debt, which a 
grateful parliament promptly paid. His personal 
honesty was absolute, not a breath of scandal at- 
taching to him throughout his long- administration. 
His one weakness wa.s an inordinate fondness for 
port, a failing not as conspicuous In those days as it 
would now be. His most conspicuous virtue was his 
intense patriotism, and with this was coupled the 
conviction that Britain, no matter how harassed by 
loos abroad, would always in the end prove invincible. 
Hence he committed his country to inflexible opposi- 
tion to the designs of Napoleon, a policy which in the 
end proved triumphant. 



FAITH THE FOUNDATION 

To say that faith la the fioundation of the Chris* 
tlan religion Is to say nothing new; but it is true In a 
sense tliat is not often taken into consideration. What 
most people seem to ha\X' in mind, wiien they spealc 
of the Christian f.ilth, is tlie acceptance of wliat is 
called the Apostles' I'reed, .a belief in the insi)iratlon 
of the Scriptures, and a reliance upon tlie Sacrifice 
of Calvary as a sulHciont atonement for the sins of 
men, so that all who are willing to trust to that 
atonement may with confldenco expect eternal life. 
This Is not the faith which will be treated in this 
article, but a faith of a very different nature, and in 
order that the point may be understood, readers arc 
once more invited to read the first four or five chap- 
ters of the Book of the Acts of the Apostles. There 
they will learn that the movement, afterwards known 
as Christianity, had its origin in what is called a mir- 
acle. Peter and John caused a man, who had been 
lame from his birth, to walk, and this act caused a 
large number of people, some five thousand, to accept 
what these two Apostles said, and there followed cer- 
tain other remarkable manifestations of occult power. 
As far as can be gathered from tlie account given liy 
the writer of the Book, tlie Apostles in tliat connec- 
tion said nothing about a future life, nutliing about 
tlie forgiveness of sins, nothing about an atonement; 
but they did speak of Jesus Christ as having been 
crucified and having been raised from the dead, and 
they did assert that they had worked the miracle 
through faitii in His iiatne. Tiie latter expression, 
"faltii in iiis naini-." is only a form of exijression for 
tli(! iinwer wliicli til.' .Apostles exercise. Peoj)!,. liavo 
used it so niucli tliat the\- rarely stoj) to thinl; tliat 
lailli in a name must of in'ci'sslty be only a form of 
words to express briefly something that it is dillicult. 
It not Impossible, to define in a phrase. It was, or 
rather the language which has come down to us in 
this form was used to express in some concrete wuy 
the Influence, which the Apostles were; aljle to exir- 
cise, and by which the\- wer<! able to jicrforni some- 
tliing that under ordlnai-y physical conditions would 
aiave been impossililc. Tiicrefore this influence, wliat- 
*?ver It may have ln-eu and whatever it is— for it 
doubtless exists in tlio world today and Is as avail- 
able to mankind as ever it was— formed the basis of 
Christianity. It is called faith, for It had to be called 
something. In one of his Epistles, St. Paul uses the 
eamo expression and cites numerous liistaiicca to 
sliow that faitli always liail liecn a vital force in the 
affairs of men. It is true lir confined his ilhi.stni tions 
to Incidents connected witli the liistory of the Jewish 
people, but tli.it was \-eiy natural. A Judicious 
teacher would, of necessit.x-, select his examples from 
Instances with whicli hla hearers were familiar. Such 
theft . being the Apostolic idea of faJth, It follows that 
It was a very different thjng from what most peoplo 
Hiavo In mind today when they talk of It. The faith 
that removes mountains, a characteristic Eastern si- 
mile, is not mere belief that a certain thing happened 
at a certain time, and that certain more or less com- 
petent ecclesia.stics have spelled a correct creed and 
a correct system of dogma out of the sayings of Jesus 
and Ills, AROStles. It Is a real force, as real a force a a 
the ' atti-aotloti of gravitation and not one lota more 
mysterious. 

The .substance of this Is, thnt mnn, made in the 
Imago of Ills Creator, Is. capaiile of exercising to a 
certain extent powers, which may be called super- 
human for want of a better term, Supor-anlmal 
would probably bo more correct. We have many 
thlngs.lh oominon with the brute creation. Some of 
th'em we possess ;ln' a groater degree than they; others 
In a less degree. But this quality, which we call Xalth, 



dlifterentiatoa us from the brute creation. Its greatest 
* exempllllcation was in Christ, and as none of us can 
hope in all respects to be like Him, we may not hope 
to exhibit it as Ho exhibited It. But we may do so 
in a' lessor degree. The Christian Church in all ages 
has exhibited it. There never has been a time since 
Calvary — perhaps there never was a time in the whole 
history of. humanity — when this faith was without 
witnesses among men. Creeds, formulas, dogmas, all 
have their uses, but they do not talte the place of 
faith, nor will humanity ever enter upon the fullness 
of its potentialities until it accepts this faitli as a real 
force and employs it for the promotion of its happi- 
ness. That such a time may come is not impossible. 
Indeed there are some hopeful souls, who think they 
can already discern the lirst rose tints of the dawn of 
that Millennial Day. 



The Birth of the Nations 



THERMOPYLAE 

In telling the .story of Maratlion, mention was 
made of the fact that Darius, King of Persia, died 
while arranging an expedition against Greece, the 
jireparatioiis for which were delayed by a rebellion in 
Kgyi)t. His son XorxoB inherited not only the 
throne, but his father's ambition for universal do- 
minion ana his lust for revenge upon the Athenians. 
He devoted his energies (Irst to the restoration of 
tranquility in tlie Nile valley, and then set about 
the colioctinn of wliat was probalily tlie greatest 
army in point of numbers ever got together. He 
drew levies friim Africa, India and the steppes of 
Central .\sia, uniting tiiem with tile troops of Persia 
projier and of Its allies, to form an army of 
i;,rjOii,uou men, with which ho sot out on his great 
campaiKii, accompanied toy 1,207 ships of war and 
3,000 smaller vessels. Ho crossed the Hellespont liy 
a bridge of boats and dug a canal around Mount 
Athos so as to avoid the dangers wliicii had lie- 
stroyed his father's licet a few years before. The 
countries tlirough whicli lie marched his troops .sent 
thousands of nu-n to his assistance, and Herodotus 
estimates that, including camp-followers, his army 
nuinliL-red at least li, 000, 000 men. Ouiing the four 
years in which this expedition was being prei)arud, 
vast stores of food and material of all kinds were 
collected along the lino of march. It is hardly pos- 
sible to appreciate the extraordinary executive ability 
displayed In preparations of this magiiitudc, and the 
resourcefulness of a country wlilcli could provide for 
the possible needs of sucli an enormous host. When 
this reinarkal)le achie\-enu'nt is coiiiparcd with the 
Inefflclent manner In wlilch many modern campaigns 
have been handled, one feels as If It were necessary 
to revise one's oiilnions concerning the superiority 
of modern methods over those of twenty centuries 
and more ago. 

More astoni.shlng, in a sense, than the magnitude 
of the Persian expedition was the manner in which 
the Greeks met such a terrible menace. We are 
\vitliout any estimate of the number of people living 
in the sevcu-al Grecian statL;;, Init it must have been 
considerably less, including men, women and chil- 
dren, than the fighting men in the army of Xerxes; 
but not for a single moment did they think of sur- 
rendering their liberties. Herodotus, indeed, sug- 
gests that not much confidence was frdt in tlie loyalty 
of some of the states, and it is only too true that 
treachery was in evidence at a critical hour; never- 
theless, the Grecian defenct.. was, on the whole, 
heroic and in the end successful. The first clash 
occurred at Thermopylae. Tlie northern states of 
Greece could make no resistance to the host of 
Xerxes, who advanced without opposition to the 
scene of the famous battle. The Puss of Thermopylae 
is not a pass in the sense in which we understand 
tlie term. It is a narrow strip of ground between a 
niount.ain and the sea. On the seaward side there 
is an impassable morass, and the hard ground is 
only wide enough for a single wagon track. This 
is the western "gate"; eastward of it Is a somewhat 
wider space, and then a second "gate" similar to the 
Other. Beyond this the countrj' widens out. In the 
intervening space between the two "gates" are hot 
springs. 

The command of the Grecian forces was given 
to Leoiiidas of .Sparta. He had under him about 
•1,000 men, of whom :!00 were Spartans. Later lie 
was reinforced by about 1,000 Phocians. When 
Xerxes reached Tlierinoiiy lae, he waited four days 
before delivering his attack, and on the lifth day 
he ordered the flower of his army to advance. The 
fighting continued for two days, and the Persians 
were unable, to make any impression upon the do- 
fence. It is difflcult to estimate how the struggle 
would have ended, if a Malian had not revealed to 
Xerxes the existence of a road over the mountains, 
whereby the I'ass could be avoided. A.s soon us 
Leonidas realized that his defence was futile, he 
sent hoini; all his forces except tlio 300 Spartans; 
but the Tliesijlans and tlKj Thebans refused to go. 
The number of men remaining with their leader was 
about 1,500. Leonidas, knowing that sooner or later 
he would be attacked both In the front and rear, de- 
termined to sell his life and those of his men as 
<learly as possii^ie, and iiiarciiliig into tin.. I'pen plain, 
lie assaulted the almost counlle-^s host beton; him. 
He drove the advance giuird lirick, slaying them by 
the hundreds, but was liiiiiseir an I'arly \-ictim of his 
own impetuosity. Tlie llercest part of the struggle 
was for the possession of his body, which hts heroic 
comrades finally carried with them to a little hill 
witliin the Pass, Tliey had no arms left but their 
swords, and i vi<n many of them had lost these. 
Overwhelmed with missiles, they fell dead by scores 
in their places, and ivlien the Persians siimriioned 
up sullicient eourage to chargt^ the few survivors, it 
was a battle of unarmed men with their lists ami 
teeth against fully-armed tmups in overwlielniing 
numbers, There was no wonder tliat mit a man 
escaped. Early in the conflict the Thebans had re- 
tireil so that the martyrs to Greece were only the 
;iOO Spartans and 700 Thespians. One man alone of 
all the Spartan contingent returned home. He had 
been absent on leave with a sick comrade. AVheii 
they heard that the battle was in progres.H, tlie sick 
man rejoined his command and was slain witli the 
rest. The other, Arisloclemus, returned home, only 
to be derided by every one and to be treated as an 
outcast, until, a year later, he retrieved his honor at 
the battle of Platoea. It will easily be understood 
that this llerce fight was full of incidents of unusual 
valor. The temper of the Oreeks Is shown by the 
answer they returned to the message of Xerxes, call- 
iiiR upon tliem to surremUir. The nu'ssenger said that 
tlie army of his king was so great that tiielr arrows 
would darken the sun. "Then," was the reply, "we 
win light 111 the shade." .Men who feared death as 
little as they did deserved the immortality whicli tlieir 
deeds have won for them. The monument to their 
honor erected In Sparta long ago fell In ruins, bat the 
story of their valor will live as long as men admire 
courage. 

The battle of Tltermopylae was of no immediate 
advantage to Greece, It hardly delayed the ad- 
vance of the Persians any more than the natural 
obstacles of the country would have retarded It, 
The killed and wounded on the Invaders' side pro- 
duced no effect upon the ediclency of the army of 
Xerxes, The Influence of Thermopylae was to In- 
spire the Greeks with a heroic resolve to defend 
their country to 'the last, and lis memory today 
remains in the minds of men throughout the whole 
civilized world as an incentive to noblo daring.

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THE BIRTH AND DEATH OF 
BURGUNDY 

It seems only llttlng before concluding the articles 
on the French nation to give a short account of the 
Burgundlaiis who once formed a powerful kingdom in 
Gaul, retained their distinct nationality tlirough 
man.\- centuries, gave to the worltl a few noteworthy 
kings and an endless array of jiowerful dukes, some 
of whom ranked even higher than the French iiioii- 
archs but finally lost its independence, became a vas- 
sal state of Franco, having little distinction and little 
glory save that which comes from the pathetic re- 
flection of great but long- vanished memories. 

It was in A.D. -Ill', after the full of the Roman 
Eiiiliire and during the terrible years which followed 
when the whole world was thi' battlefield of the In- 
vading barbarians, tliat tiii' ISurgimdians mider their 
kings, Gundlchairo and Giindi.icli eaine from (Ger- 
many into Gaul and founded their klngdoni in l.yon- 
esse, from the southern point of Aisatia riglit into 
Provence along the two banks ol the Saoiie and tliu 
left bank of the Rhone and also in Switzerland. They 
were one of the most powerful of the many German 
tribes and were among the earliest of the barbarians 
to adoiit Christianity. 

'J'lie llrst Frankish king. Clovi.'^, esjx.'used a Hur- 
gundian jirincess the famous Cluthllde, who was the 
means of converting the i'Vench nation to Christian- 
ity through having llrst convinced hur husband of the 
truth of the tenets of the Christian faith. It was 
during the reign of Clovis that Gondebaud, king of 
the Burgundlans was forced to jiay tribute to the 
Frankish king, having had his country Invaded Ijy 
him .and lilniself made iirisoiu-r in one of liis own 
castles. From that time lor many >enis to follow 
Berjumdy was the scene of lierei- coiifliL'ts, tliimgh 
during tile sixth century all thi^ Frankish doininloiis 
were united under King Dagobert, Uismemberinent 
took place again, however, and not until the famous 
and glorious reign of Charles Martel, were the posses- 
sions of the old kingdom of Burgundy reunited to 
France. 

Hut it was wlien I!ingiind.\- became a dueliy of 
J'Yanee that she became ali-poiverfiil under tli<^ rule 
of her able ilukes, the friendship of the latter being 
courted by all the monarchs ot Europe. From 1410 
to H15, France was the scene of a civil war between 
the two 'rival duchies of Orleans and Burgundy. The 
latter's scene of action was usually at Paris and they 
had for their allies the corporation of butchers, who 
exercised almost complete mastery of tin; city. 'J"he 
carpenters took sides a.ijainst the butcher.s. i.'ln.-iily 
after a series of unsati.';factor.\- combats, diisjuites and 
arguments, tlie Duke of Burgundy, angry at the 
king's apiiarant mistrust and his open partiality for 
the Uuke of Orleans, left Paris for his own estates, 
taking time only to gather his troops together and 
then to inarch back agalri irpon Paris. So affrighted 
was the king that he was quite ready to enter nego- 
tiations with the lUirsamliiin duke v.ho thus 
triu:iii)lied I'or the time ii\-er his rival. 

.\fter the battle of .Vgincourt, Duke John, of Bur- 
gundy, havftig aided his sovereign against the Eng- 
lish, felt free to carry out his own plans and set out 
with his army for Paris, with the avowed intention 
of chastening the Eugliah and aiding his own king, 
with his counsel."? and forces. L3y this lime the Duke 
of Oi'leans had uiiee more forestalled hlin in the' 
king's favor and .ie.lm reHirned in Burgiimly and be- 
gan operations hostile t.i Charles. The wife of the 
latter, Queen Isobel, had been banished .iii aecoiiiit of 
alleged Infidelity and she was taiuii under the iiro- 
tectlon of the Duke of Burgundy and assumed the 
responsibility, on account of her husband's mental 
lnablllt>', to direct the affairs of her nation from the 
security of the Puke's castle. In the meantime the 
]ieoi)le of Paris, tired of the i)artiallty shown the duke 
lit urleans, were beginning to s.\mpatliize 
more and nioi-|. with Duke .John and t!i.> 
iiueeii whom thi y liked to consider as liidng 
wrongfully accused. When Duke John and his fol- 
lowers attacked Paris they wore able after a few 
hours' struggle to enter and become its masters. 
A few days later in the absence of the duke a ter- 
rible massacre took place of ,ill the followers of the 
Duke of Orleans. Some time later the Duke of Hur- 
gundy and the >iiiing dauphin liavhig become recon- 
ciled, Duke John practicall.v dictated the policy ot 
France, until he was treacherously murdered by one 
Duchatel, who had always been his bitterest. enemy. 

The next Duke of Burgundy, Philip the Good, lost' 
no time in avenging his father, being seconded by 
Queen Isobel. The EnglLsh and the Burgundlans, 
much to the dismay of the l''rencli, signed a treaty of 
rieace and the English king was iioniiiiate'd for the 
French kingslii|) with the ailiaiie'e of the most power- 
ful among the French lords. Thence ensued a long 
and weary war; for the national feeling was very 
strong and even among the Baraundlans there were 
many who remained loyal to their king. When Henry 
V. fell 111 and was about to die, he named as regent 
the Duke ot Bedford, "unless our brother the duke ot 
Ihirgundy have a mind to undertake it," which goes 
to show how all-powerful the Burgundlan Philip had 
become. 

Then occurred that memorable and terrible war 
made doubly famous by the part taken In it by Joan 
of .•\rc, tlu> maid of r)rleaiis. ".\s a woman. Queen 
Isoliel has brought lUstnietlon upon J''rance," slie Is 
quoted as sa.\ing, "So shall a maid restore our coun- 
try. It is given for iiie to aceomidi.'di this." The 
story of her iirowess in battle, her sublime faith In 
her divine iiisi)lration, her influence over the sol- 
diers, her successes and finally her defeat and death 
Is an old and well-known one, and it is not neces- 
sary that it be repeated here. Slip Is said to have 
tised all hof Influence with the Duke of riiu-.trundy to 
persuade him to forswear his allegiance to the ring- 
llsli, but iiulte in vain. It was only ;ifter lier death 
when the war had pro-ressed for niuiiy in;iny ytixra, 
that Philij) tlut Good was induced tti unite his forces 
with those of his sovereign, and jiildlatlon reigned 
throughout f-Yance. Peace between the l-'renchmen 
and the Burgundlans was not broken as long as 
Charles the VII. and Duke Philip wore living, -When 
tho latter died there was universal sorrow. "With 
him we lose," the I'Yencli jieopli' suiil, "the best, tho 
friendliest of iirinces, onr jieace and (!ke our Joy. 
..■\niidst fearful storms he brought us into tranciulllty 
.111(1 good order and set Justice in her seat and gave 
free course to commerce," 

When Louis XI. came to the throne, however, af- 
fairs between the kingdom and the duchy assumed a 
different aspect, Philip tho Good was succeeded by 
his son, Charles the Bold, whose lame as a soldier 
and a diplomat soon spread abroad and v.;lio soon 
attained greater eminence and power than tho King 
of Franco himself. At one time, having him In his 
power, he had tho audacity to imprison his monarch, 
for which act ho was not punished In any way. In 
fact until the death of Charles at the siege of Nancy, 
"tho history of these two jirinces was nothing but 
one constant alternative between ruptures and read- 
justments, hostilities and truces, wherein both were 
constantly changing their position, their language 
and their allies." 



The career of Charles the Bold was distinguished 
by many brilliant successes until his final defeat at 
the battle of Morat, waged against him by tho com- 
bined French and Swiss forces. After his death his 
only child Mary, was sought in marriage by the 
French King for hJs son, the dauphin. But the 
daughter of tho Burgundlan Duke had no taste for 
suc"h an alliance. She married Maximilian, son of 
the Emperor, li'redcrick III,, thereby, according to his- 
torians, paving tho way for that determined rivalry 
between the hou.ses ot France and Austria, which was 
the source of so many woes to both states through 
more than three centuries and found its culmination 
In the French Revolution. 

From tho foregoing It may bo seen how important 
a part Burgundy played In the affairs of France. Her 
greatness is past now. Tho names of her heroes are all 
but forgotten, but she lived to fulfil her destiny and 
to leave an impression upon the nations of the world 
which can never be effaced.

THE PAINS AND CONSOLATIONS OF 
MIDDLE-AGE 

OUTli," says Stevenson, "dc- 
inands happiness as a nglit; 
agre only asks to be spared 
intolerable pain." Paradoxical 
as it may seem, there is in 
this just distinction that from 
which age derives its com- 
pensations. No one can e\er 
achieve perfect happiness; 
and so far as yontli is denied wdiat is claims, 
to that de.qree will it be chsappointed. While, 
on the other hand, age asking-, anri expecting 
so very little, is in a potential pcxsition for 
very delightful surprises. Age thus possesses 
an advantage over youth, holds a post of 
greater vantage and of better strategical op- 
portu nities. 

The pri\ ilegcs of youth have been celebrat- 
ed perhaps more londl}' than is necessary; let 
us then look at its gifts. 'I'liey are health, good 
looks, hope, resilience, a persistent social 
curiosity and an almost infinite horizon. The 
greatest of these gifts is health, yet there is 
no reason why middle-age should lack that, 
and good looks that are merely the issue of 
young blood, are not comparable with the 
expression of character, exiioriencc and tem- 
perament in an older face. There is one pro])- 
erty in the possession of youth which is en- 
tirely' enviable, and thai is its consiimate hope- 
fulness. Its horizon, as I said before, is 
unbounded; it disappears into roseate mists, 
and into aeons of unknown and radiant space. 
Middle-age can make no .such showing, it 
moves within definite limitations and between 
ordered hedges to a well-known goal ; that is 
to say, if the goal is not earmarked it is be- 
cause middle-age is too listless and indifferent 
to identify it. But for all that anibitinns have 
inore securely ranged iheniseh'cs within the 
scope of a middle-aged person's life. lhe\' may 
no longer be so lofty or so kindling but they 
arc good serviceable workaday andiitions. 

A man no longer looks to be Prime Minis- 
ter, or Poet Laureate, and a woman has given 
up expecting the I'airy Prince and ropes of 
pearls. Tlie one is a decent father, \\ho goes 
to his work with* his "Colonist"; the other a 
matron, with a retained and e.xperienccd in- 
terest in dress and a growing pride in her ris- 
ing daughter. No, ambition has had her 
wings clipped and is all the better for it. And 
yet, how middle-age must miss those wild and 
riotous imaginings of youth! How y-outh 
would have stormed Heaven with its fires. 
How the ideals are faded, in the greyer time 
of middle-age. And in a way, of course, the 
fading of those ideals is the result of ex- 
perience. Woman is not the perfect creature of 
young dreams; honesty is by no means in- 
variably the best policy; virtue seems rarely 
to be its own reward — life is full of broken 
idols, -broken ideals. It is wrong, liowever, to 
suppose that with this crash of ideals romance 
goes out of life. Romance haunts middle-age 
as persistently as it haunts youth, if not with 
as light a foot. 

I know several highly romantic people who 
are well on the other side of the bridge of life. 
I am not alluding now to those poor things 
who at sixty or thereabouts are still "young 
and lovely" tliosc elderly Juliets whose hearts 
still flutter at the approach of anything in the 
shape of a man \viu) might turn out to he a 
Romeo. Those dear ladies, r.f whom I had 
something to say last week, who in a "simple 
little girlish frock" try to imagine themsel\-es 
to be growing younger every year instead of 
looking in the glass and observing the 
wrinkles, which in .spite of "preparations" will 
show there. No, these are not romantic, in 
the way I mean — they are merely suffering 
from slight mental derangement ! 

The romance that I mean is that which 
makes the eves of the man or xsMiuan of mid- 
dle-age inevitably turn to the past froin time 
to time. But middle-age, after all, lives r,n 
the past, unconsciously and involuntarily 
rather than of set purpose. The past has gone 
into its blood, to the making of it. That 
tissue of associations which constitutes ex- 
perience and holds in solution, like a subtle 
essence, the distilled sentiments of life, pro- 
vides middle-age with enjoyment as ecstatic 
as ever actuated }"0uth. 

Colors and scents and sounds ha\-e new and 
manifold meanings to a,gc, and on ;)11 sides 
the fragrance of dcarl sentiments, dead emo- 
tions, dead passions, surround and render 
memory i)eautiful. .Memory! What a blessed 
thing it nnist be to middle and old-age. Surely, 
the second verse of one of the most popular 
songs of the moment expresses the beauty of 
memory" in a very hajjpy way: 

"Down in niy )ii':ii't'H .^unny Kar.icu. 

Tliorti fhvfllK a :r.rninrv (U'.-ir; 

It .su'oetfr growH, liki- ;i HiilciuUd roni', 

all thnniKli my lil'o it .sparklv.^ arid fjlows, 
Like a clcw-drup jiuro and clear." 

That is the true definition of old memories. 
— memories of happy days, of joyous hours, 
they do grow sweeter with time, nay in time 
they become like sacred things, to be thought 
of in solitude, to be treasured and held dear 
through all time. That is surely one of the 
greatest consolations of middle-age — its tender 
and sweet memories. Hut here again is aii- 
other paradox. Just as sweet memories are a 
consolation, so surch' the senseless follies com- 
mitted in }'0utli, and the lumdrcd and one 
things not to be undone — the mistakes, 
troubles and sorrows are pains which have 
to be forever borne. There are some sorrows, 
some failings that can never be forgotten, and 
alas! they^do not "sweeter grow" though time 
may, perha.ps,, and often does soften them, 
they are tHere>aII the same,-and I think that 



they may he considered as one of the greatest 
misfortunes of middle-age; yet for the sake of 
the sad mcHiories I have known few people 
who would have given up those other memories 
of which I have spoken, just for the sake of 
•forgetting the other things. Age has certainly 
more tolerance than youth. Youth has an 
inordinate social curiosity, which has some- 
times the effect of rendering it tolerant in 
spite of its inbred intolerance; but youth is 
intolerant because it is conventional. Youth 
h;is been brcTught up within social and ethical 
restrictions, and it criticises and condemns on 
the narrow premises (lc\-eloped by disciplinary 
cilucati(in and inexperience. Age, on the other 
hand, shows greater tolerance for principles 
and less for people. "Do what you like, but 
d'ln't bother me," sums uj) the frame of mind 
which age tends to develop. 

Perhaps the greatest loss to middle-age is 
the loss of im[mlsc. \'outh is made up of 
iin])nlses, wise and unwise, but jiersonally I 
am iliaiikful for impulse, wise or unwise, aiid 
thciugh 1 do not dread the coming-on of age, 
yet I hope I may retain my impulses. Some 
])Cople are impulsive to the end, but. alas, most 
people lose it, and it is one of the saddest 
losses to my mind. It has been said that, 
whereas man's greatest gift, intellect, marches 
hand-indiand with middle-age, wiiman's special 
]jroperty, beautv, mo\ cs towards its declension. 
i'lUi is this altogether fair? Is there not a 
loNcliness of maturity becoming to ageing 
eyes? Let middle-age turn to its kind, and on 
those brows it will see a beauty as unclouded 
and as resplendent as ever shone from radiant 
youth. 

I ha\-c known and know some very beauti- 
ful middle-aged wimicn, vscmien who are far 
more beautiful in their gracious middle-age 
than ever they were in their youth, and this 
is another of the consolations of niiddle-age, 
often a woman who has been a great beauty 
will fade terribly in middle-age, but one who 
has never been thought good-looking will de- 
velop something fascinating and charming with 
every fresh }-car that is laid upon her 
shoulders. Of course this is not consoling for 
the erstwhile beauty, but the ]ioint is that a 
woman so far more rifteii im]iro\-es with age 
than one who has been lovely changes for 
the worse. Thus does God temper the wind 
for those in recession, even after Nature has 
cheated their work out of them and done with 
them.

Simple Designs For the Sale Remnant 
Xfjw that the sale season is in full swing 
it behoN'cs us to collect our wits as to what 
will or will not prove a bargain of real merit. 
.\ii)d)od\- can go out ;ind bu},- cheap things and 
odd lengths of silk and material af phenomen- 
ally low prices, but the talented lady reviews 
her wardrobe, jots down her absolute neces- 
sities, and buys with a definite aim and object. 
As a rule, mousseline and ninon, printed chif- 
fiin, l(Migths of soft satin and crepe may l)e 
picked up in one shop or another, while the 
wiiitei'- weight material is, as the calalngiics 
sa\', cleared regardless of cost, and will make 
a spring gown to perfection. Those of us who 
go out and about are constantly needing an 
evening gown, and it is within the bounds of 
possibility that there arc many relics of the 
satin gown which wdll serve as a foundation for 
a new covering, though they may be too 
shabby to wear any longer uncovered. Let 
us supp''ise, for the sak'c of an illustration, that

It will be wisdom 
to cut the back and slee\cs in (nic, but if 
we ha\-e been compelled to buy our sale rem- 
n;inl in various odd lengths, we must cut our 
liiidice .according to our material and the 
joining between the sleeves and bodice need 
iKjt show if we dissemble carefully. Xow, on ■ 
;i i)ale mau\'e gown there is nothing prettier 
than a blue trimming, hut the l)hies and the 
mauves must he of that pale pastel cidor which 
blend harmoniously. But I can imagine this 
gown with a key ]:>attcrn of pale blue satin set 
on to a straight-edged lace insertion, wdlh 
pretiv little silk tassels to finish off the stole 
ends u])on the bodice and the slec\cs. 

There are a luindied and one otlicr ideas 
which can be exploited with equal success, and 
in these days when color appeals so strongly 
to the modern woman, we can achieve a har- 
monious scheme of yellow and red-brown, 
pale pink and cherry color, shades of soft 
green or of white with pastel-colored border- 
ings of silk or shimmering bead. The satin 
skirt, in my opinion, should never be thrown 
away, for it will have a dignified ending to its 
career as a i^etticoat when it has done duty 
as a foundation, and the satin petticoat is, of 
course, the thing of the hour.

Then another pretty i'lon is a black cluth skirt, 
trimmed with royal blue velvet wdiich looks 
exceedingly smart. And green and black also 
combine amicably., The rever should be back 
and front alike on the bodice, so that they arc ' 
practically the same shape. And an-Empire 
sash is far prettier and smarter for this cos- 
tume than a folded belt. A little satin hem 
at the foot of a gown which is somewhat worn 
with a pretty little trimming just above, offers 
a suggestion for the renovation of the faded 
hem. The plain attached hem has been done 
to death, but the hem accompanied by a decor- 
ative trimming is never really out of fashion. 

So many people will be glad to avail them- 
selves of the fashion for the separate coat. 
Some of these are mad.e of cloth and arc trim- 
med with handsome braidings <ir loops and 
buttons of satin. Thev luay be made semi- 
fitting or tight-fitting, and arc often cut away 
to show a pretty folded waistcoat beneath.

SOME USEFUL "EVERY-DAY" MENUS 

The average English housekeeper, as the 
average F-nglish cook, is apt to relapse into a 
very dull routine and to ring the changes on 
so small a number of dishes, that it is fairly 
easy to prophesy that roast mutton will appear 
on Tuesday as surely as roast beef on Sunday. 

When the housekeeping money is limited, 
it is, of course, extremely difficult to provide 
great variety ; but it is not necessary to doom 
the family to a monotonous diet. 

To avoid this it is wise to write the menus 
in a book, and to look back over them from 
time to time, and also to spare half an hour, 
or even less, once a week to the study of cook- 
erv books, and to the writing of a list of suit- 
able dishes to be tried during the following 
week. 

In order to help those of my readers who^ 
may feel that their catering has become rather 
dull, I will give today some suitable menus 
for the home dinner, the ordinary family din- 
ner in a household where only quite a small 
sum can be allowed per week for food and 
wiicre the cook is single-handed.

Now as to the economy in the arrangement 
of the above menus: We will suppose that 
on the Sunday, previous to the Monday for 
which the first bill of fare is arranged, there 
has been a sirloin of beef for Sunday lunch, 
and the fillet has been kept for the "piece de 
resistance" on Monday. 

Cold beef has appeared at Monday's lunch, 
and at that meal on Tuesday the remains of the. 
sirloin and the fillet could be curried or — ^if the 
family is small — made into potato pie. 

On Tuesday night, as the menu given indi- 
cates, a rabbit has been proposed, but if this is 
not liked a roast chicken could be substituted, 
or any other similar dish liked. 

The bones of the sirloin help towards the 
making of the clear soup given for Wednesday, 
^as do those of the leg o£ mutton for the clear 
mutton broth on Friday, while of the oxtail 
needed for .Saturday's soup half of it would be 
used for a luncheon dish on that day. Re- 
mains of rabbit and chicken arc grilled or made 
into croquettes for breakfast or lunch, and the 
tongue will go on as a sideboard dish for 
breakfast. ' 

It is so usual to have sausages for Sunday 
morning's breakfast that two or three of these 
are used for Saturday night's savory. Alto- 
gether the week's menus include three clear 
soups and four thick, as clear soup every 
night cannot be afforded. In this part of the 
world one need not mind giving fish on a 
menu, as it is not expensive, whatever sort 
is cared for. 

I give the receipts for one or two of the 
dishes which I think are likely to be least 
known, as most of the dishes which I have 
given will be readily recognized by any cook 
who has had any experience -whatever. 
Puree de Navets 
Peel and wash and slice i lb. of turnips. 
Put them in a pan with 2 quarts of water, 2 
ozs. of butter and a little less than half a 
pound of rice. Cook gently and stir fairly of- 
ten. When the rice and turnips are cooked 
pass through a sieve, replace in the pan, flavor 
and add enough milk to make a creamy mix- 
ture. Stir in r oz. of butter and make very 
hot. Just before ser\ing stir in i gill of very 
thick cream and serve very hot with croutons 
of fried bread. 

Coquilles Saint- Jaques 
Butter some small pans. Take any cold 
coolccd white fish, remove the bones and skin 
and flake it. Mix it with some well-flavored 
plain white, egg, shrimp, oyster, anchovy or 
any other good sauce, and flavor with salt 
and pepper to taste. Sprinkle with fine brown 
crumbs, place two or three little pieces of but- 
ter on each, and bake for six or seven minutes 
in a moderate oven. 

Tarte de Pommes Francaise 
This is simply an open tart of pastry filled 
with slices of apple in a syrup made of apricot 
jam, and baked. Serve v/ith clotted cream.'' 
Gibelotte dc Lapin 
■ Cut a rabbit into pieces 2 or 3 in. square. 
Cut 5 or 6 ozs. of bacon into dice and brown 
it in a stewpan. Take out the dice and put 
aside. Put the rabbit into the pan and brown 
it. Dredge with flour, add the bacon and half- 
pint of stock and i gill of white wine, salt, pep- 
per, 4 peppercorns and a bunch of herbs. Cook 
gently for 30 to 140 mintites. Take out the

Parboil two or three sausages,' .divide 
lengthways, remove the skin', and sjiread the 
cut side Avith mustard.

back from a building, or away from a walk, is 
another matter. It is very easy, to be sure, 
yet it might make you stop and ponder a bit 
before catching the trick of it. The thing to 
determine, of course, is the circle's center. 

To get this point, measure off the distance 
which you wish the circle to be from the walk 
or building plus one-half the diameter of the 
circle. This will give the centre. If there are 
two lines to be considered in relation to the 
circle, measure on one the distance you wish ' 
to have the margin of the circle from the 
other, and add to this the length of the radius 
of the circle, driving a stake at this ppint. 
Measure on the other line, in the same Avay, 
the distance y5u wish the circle from the first 
line, add the radius and drive a stake. From 
these stakes as centres, describe thd arcs of 
circles, that they will intersect. 



The radius a-b is the distance previously 
measured on the line X-Z, while the radius 
c-d is the distance measured on the line Z-Y. 
The point where these arcs cross is the centre 
of your circle. 

The diagram shows how to make the mea- 
surements more plainly than a yvritten descrip- 
tion possibly can. The rope, or cord, which 
is to ^ocrvc as the radius for the measuring 
arcs and for the circle itself, should be fasten- 
ed to the stake which is the center" in each 
case with a loop wiiich will allow free play 
around the stake but will not slip. Mark the 
line of the circuiiiferencc with a sharp-pointed 
stick fastened firmly in the cord at the proper 
distance from the center, drawing it through 
the turf or earth like a big pencil. 

To Make An Oval 

Drive two stakes where the ends of the

oval are to come — at A and B — and stretch 
a line between them. This is the long a.xis. 
Find the center of this — at E — ^and from it 
measure at right angles half of the oval's 
width, which gives you the distance to its side 
or the point C. Here you must drive a stake. 
You can also measure this same distance in 
the opposite direction to D and stake it, if 



you wish sorifeiEhing to verify your oval, but 
it is .not necessary. 

From this stake at C as a center, draw part 
of a circle with lialf the length of the oval as 
a radius — the distance A-E — carrying it 
around _far enough to cut through the long- 
axis — A^ — near its ends. At these points of 
intersection — "centers" I call ihcm — drive

stakes. Now you may withdraw the stakes at 
A and B. Tie a strong line tightly around the 

three stakes remaining — one at C and the 
others at the "centers," thus making a long 
loop of it — almost as long as the ellipse itself. 
Withdraw the stake at C, and you are ready to 
mark off the oval. 

This is done by sliding the same pointed 
marking stake spoken of a moment since 
against the line, as the diagram shows, all the 
way around the figure. Keep the line always 
stretched taut and the result cannot help but 
be a perfect oval. The drawing was made in 
just this way with pins for stakes and a piece 
of thread. You must use a line that will not 
stretch, as a line which will stretch will not 
give a true oval. 

To Make a Star 

A star is not nearly so difficult to lay out 
as it looks. Describe a circle on the ground 
the same size as the star is to be. Locate the 
apex of one ray — suppose we call this the 
master ray — at any desired point upon this 
circle and drive a stake. From this stake di- 
vide the circle into five equal parts. The 





space between these divisions is practically 
one and one-fifth times the length of the ra- 
dius, and though this is not mathematically 
exact it is accurate enough to be a help. 

With the circle thus divided, begin at the 
master point, or point No. i, and draw a line 
connecting it ^vlth point No. 3; connecL Nu. 5 
with No. 2; No. 2 with No. 4, and No. 4 with 
No. I and the star is completed. This, you 
see, is connecting every other point. 

An Equal-Sided Triangle 

Stretch a line the desired length and where 
you wish to have one side come, between two 
stakes. Describe circles towards the point 
where the apex is to be, using the length of 
this line as a radius and each stake as a cen- 
ter. Where these circles intersect, drive a

stake for the point of the apex. Connect the 
three stakes with straight lines. 

To Make a Crescent 
This is not anything Uke as complicated as 
it looks. The curve of a crescent usually con- 
forms to the curve of a drivcwaj-^ or walk, 
therefore the form varies with different loca- 
tions. The outer margin is to be drawn first 
because of the necessity of fitting this to the 



walk or driveway. Use the same center for it 
that the latter swings from — which „ypu must 
find by experiment. 

End the outer margin wherever you have 
decided that the crescent shall end. Now pro- 
ceed to find the line which will pass through 
the center of iiic figure by drawing from a 
stake at A and C as a center, with any radius

over half its length, arcs which shall cross at 
d and then drawing a straight line through 
this point from the center X — which is the 
line d-B-X on the diagram. 

On this measure from the outer margin of 
the crescent the width you have decided to 
make it at its widest point and mark it with 
a stake. This leaves you with A, B and C 
staked. Nqw find the center for a circle which 
shall pass through these three points. 

From the centers C and B, with any radius, 
draw the arcs ee and ff, carrying them around 
far enough to intersect as these do — then in the 
same manner from the centers A and B draw 
the arcs gg and hh. Straight lines carried 
through the points of intersection of gg and 
hh on one side atid ee and ff on the other and 
extended until they cross — at Y — will give you 
the center for the circle of the inner margin, 
which is then drawn with 1?he radius A-y.— « 
Grace Tabor in Suburban Life. 
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!HE price of a good garden and 

orchard is a never-ceasing warfare 
on insect pests and plant-diseases. 
But some will say, "-\Vhat's the use of 
my keeping up the fight when my 
neighbor next door doesn't do any- 
thing, and insects and diseases of all kinds 
breed on his premises and then come over 
to me?" 

It is true that the work is made much more 
difficult without the co-operation of your 
neighbors, as it will have to be done continual- 
ly, and without much real satisfaction, but 
my advice is to keep up your efforts. Your 
neighbor may come to see his folly, but, if he 
doesn't, laws will soon be enacted, I believe, 
compelling owners to spray and care for in- 
fected trees and shrubs. 

Spraying merely frees Uo for the time being, 
it does not eradicate the pest entirely. If it 
did, we shouldn't have any pests, because 
no matter how much behind the times a 
person might be, he would make one supreme 
effort, and spray, to rid his garden of bugs 
and disease. We must spray continually, and 
all our efforts will only keep the insects in 
check. This can be accomplished best by kill- 
ing as many of the bugs as possible before 
Llicy breed. 

There are many kin-ds of apparatus for 
spraying, such as pov.'er-spraycrs, barrel- 
sprayers, bucket-sprayers, and hand-sprayers, 
and they usually come fitted with proper noz- 
zles. Where the work must be done by one 
person, the air pressure sprayers are the best, 
as the machine can be charged, and all atten- 
tion can be directed to the spraying. 

Another very good sprayer for the amateur 
with a small garden is a bucket spray-pump. 
These are the cheapest pumps on the market. 
Some sell for as low as two dollars, but I 
wouldn't advise any one's buying the cheapest. 
Pay from four to five dollars, and get a good 
one, with all the working ])arts of brass, which, 
with good care, will last a number of years. 
.This style of sprayer comes with a short hose, 
which is convenient for spraying low shrubs 
ftnd vegetables; but, if you have a few trees 
to spray, it will be necessary to buy an extra 
twenty-five feet of hose. To spray the tops 
of them, tie the nozzle on the end of a rake 
handle, and stand on a step-ladder to reach the 
higher parts. For this work you will need 
two persons — rOne to pump, and the other to 
direct the spray. 

Another form of spray-pump is the knap- 
sack-sprayer. The idea of it is very good, but 
they are never tight, and the motion of walk- 
ing filop.i the liquid over the one doing the 
work. When using one of these, 'it is neces- 
sary to wear a rubber coat. 
• If you avc on friendly terms with your 
neighbors, and your garden and grounds are 
not large enough to warrant your investing 
in a gprayer by yourself, why not buy a good 
barrel-sprayer on shares? This will nccesitate 
your giving each other a h;ilid in tlic spraying, 



but the work can be done in much less time, 
. and more effectively. ■ 

No matter what kind of sprayer you have, 
always clean it thoroughly after using it, as 
some of the chemicals used in spraying, if al- 
lowed to remain in the pump, will destroy it 
in a short time. 

Without any doubt the hardest enemy of 
all to fight is the San Jose scale. Carefully 
examine all your trees at least once a year for 
this post. It can be recognized by a blackish 
scum on the branches, which can be scraped 
off with the back of a knife. 

All kinds of fruit trees arc especially liable 
to this scale, but there is nothing but the 
evergreens that seem immune. We must never* 
relax our efforts to keep this pest in check. 
Spraying the trees in e^rly spring, before 
growth starts, with the lime-sulphur mixture is 
very good; but it is very dirty to apply, as it 
soils and burns everything it comes in contact 
.^with. There are vatious crude-oil preparations 
now on the market wdiich arc very good, but, 
in order to make them effective, care must be 
taken that all parts of the tree be thoroughly 
covered, as they kill the scale by suffocating it. 
On a small place, where only one tree is af- 
fected, the best way is to scrub it off with a 
brush and some good, strong insecticide, like 
whale-oil soap. ,'\itcr cleaning the scale off, 
whitewash the tree thoroughly. 

Asparagus is troubled sometimes in spring 
with a cutworm ^vhich cuts off the shoots just 
below the groimd. The only remedy for this 
is to put plenty of air-slaked lime or soot in 
your ground. During summer the asparagus 
will sometimes be attacked by a beetle* which 
eats off the outer covering of the stem. This 
greatly weakens the plants. »Spraying with a 
poison, such as Paris green or arsenate of lead, 
will stop its depredations. Dusting hellebore 
on the ]ilants in the morning, when the dew 
is on them, is effective. 

Beans arc subject to rust. If your beans 
were troubled with it last season, start spray- 
ing early this year with Bordeaux mixture, 
repeating it every two weeks. 

The cabbage is" subject to several diseases, 
the most dangerpus of which is the club-root, 
and there is no cure for it. If the plants are 
attacked wdicn small, piill them up and set 
out new plants in another place, and cover the 
infected ground with lime. 

For the cabbage worm, use a poison if the 
plants arc small ; though, after the cabbage 
starts to head, this \vould be dangerous. Use 
strong tobacco-water or kerosene emulsion, or, 
if you have only a few heads, picking them off 
will not be a hard task. 

Caidiflower is subject to rust, and must 
be spra3'^ed with Bordeaux to ward off an 
attack. 

Celery is very troublesome in the matter 
of rust, and must be sprayed every two weeks 
with Bordeaux mixture. I have also used, 
with good success, an aminoniacal copper car- 
bonate solution. Do not wait for the rust tb 
appear, but start using Bordeaux mixture as . 



a preventative and you will probably never 

see the rust. 

Blight and mildew attack cucumbers, doing 
serious damage. Spra^'ing every two weeks 
with Bordeau.K mixture will prevent an at- 
tack. If the cucumbers are sprayed when small, 
much damage from the flee beetle can be pre- 
vented. 

Lettuce, and, in fact, nearly all the vegeta- 
bles, when small, are troubled more or less 
with green or black fly, mealy bug, etc. For 
all these pests, use a tobacco dust or water or 
kerosene emulsion. 

There is a fungous disease which attacks 
strawberries making purplish or reddish brown 
spots, spraying with Bordeaux mixture will 
prevent this. 

For mildew on gooseberries, currants and 
grapes, use potassium sulphide. For worms n 
gooseberries and currants, use Paris green or 
arsenate of lead when the berries are very 
small, but, after they have attained any size, 
knock the bugs off with a good strong stream 
of water, and sprinkle them, when on the 
ground, with lime or tobacco dust. 

Apples, pears, peaches, plums and cherries 
require almost the same treatment. When 
the blossoms are about to open, spray the 
trees with Bordeaux mixture, which contains 
Paris green or arsenate of lead, to Icill the bud 
moth. After the blossoms have fallen, spray 
again with the same mixture. Spray every two 
weeks all summer long with Bordeaux mix-' 
turc, for there seems to be a succession of 
diseases attacking the trees, especially the 
apple, which has scab, rust and bitter rot to 
contend with. 

Hardy shrubs and trees arc troubled with 
leaf eaters of different kinds; for these, 
spray with a poison. For aphis on the tips . 
of the young growth, use a tobacco water or 
kerosene emulsion. 

Do not do any spraying for the rose bug, 
as it is useless. The only remedy for this 
pest is handpicking, throwing the bugs into a 
pail in wdiich there is some kerosene. 

Melons require spraying Avith Bordeaux 
mixture at least once every two weeks. A 
number of folks say, "My melons looked so 
fine until the fruit was nearly ripe, then the 
leaves seemed to curl up and turn brown, and 
the plants died." To prevent this, start 
spraying when the plants have only four or 
five leaves, and repeat it every ten to fourteen 
days, so that the plants will be completely 
covered with the Bordeaux mixture. 

The best way to combat the potato beetle 
is by spraying with a strong poison — Paris 
green or arsenate of lead. This is best applied 
by mixing it with Bordeaux mixture, as pota- 
toes mudt be sprayed every two weeks with 
Bordeaux mixture to prevent blight. 

' Even the tomato plants will make a- 
healthier growth iif they are sprayed a few 
times with Bordeaux mixture. 

Onions,- radishes and various other crops 
are more or less troubled with maggots. To 
prevent damage from these, make a liberal ap- 



plication df soot or air-slaked, lime to the 
soil, working it in an inch or two deep with a 
wheel-hoe. Lime can be used quite freely — 
a heaping shovelful to a square yard of earth — ■ 
and it is best applied hi the late fall and left 
all winter. Although ft is a little more ex- 
pensive, however, I would advise the use of 
soft coal soot, especially for quick effect. It is 
best applied while the crop is growing. 

Ants sometimes congregate in such num- 
bers as to make tlicmselves a nuisance. There 
are several ant remedies on the market, but I 
have tried a home-made one which I like 
the best. 

Cut up some fresh meat in squares and 
place it near the ant-holes. Come around in 
about an hour, and you will find the meat 
covered with thousands of ants. Stick a meat 
skewer or sharp stick in the meat and knock 
it over the side of a pail with some kerosene 
iu the bottom. It is surprising the number of 
ants which can be caught in a single day. 

Annual flowering plants of all kinds are 
very often attacked by aphis; for these use to- 
bacco or kerosene solution. 

Poisons for chewing or eating insects are 
best applied in connection with a fungicide, 
as it saves time. 

Paris green, one of the best of all poisons: 
Use one ounce to ten gallons of water, or a 
teaspoonful to a bucketful of water. Always 
mix a little water with it, enough to make a 
paste, before mixing it with the spraying mix- 
ture or initting it in the barrel; it insures a 
more even mixing. Arsenate of lead is an- 
other good poison ; but its white color is ob- 
jectionable, though that makes it useful for 
spraying vines on v.'hite buildings. Use one- 
half pound to five gallons of water or about 
one good tahlespoonful to a bucket of water. 
It never burns the foliage of tender plants 
even when used very strong. 

There are numerous poisons for applying 
dry. These are very useful at times and should 
always be kept on hand for quick work. Helle- 
bore is very good. Bug death and slug shot 
are also much used. These are all applied in 
the same manner; dust the powder on the 
plants when they are damp. 

For sucking insects another method of at- 
tack must be used — something to smother or 
which kills by contact. 

y\ll tobacco preparations are very good for 
aphis of all kinds, and, if used as a preventa- 
tive, will keep your garden free from this pest. 
These are sold in bottles* or cans with direif- 
tions for use pasted on them. If these are not 
available, you can make an infusion of tobacco 
by soaking .some tobacco stems for tvventy-four 
hours in warm water. Dilute it so that it looks 
like weak tea. 

Kerosene emulsion is one of the best sprays 
to use against aphis of all kinds and is also 
very effective against hard-bodied insects. It 
is easily made at home, the only ingredients . 
being soap, kerosene and water. To make, dis- 
solve half a pound of soap in a gallon of hot 
water. When the soap has dissolved, remove 
the dish containing it from the fire and add two 



gallons of kerosene ; stir it well, so that the 
kerosene will become well mixed. The best 
way of mixing is to use a bucket-pump, pump- 
ing the emulsion through the pump back into 
the receptacle holding it. 

One can buy kerosene emulsion ready- 
made; all that is necessary is to add water to 
it before using. These preparations are very 
handy for the suburbanite, as they save him a 
lot of dirty work. 

Other preparations along this line are fir- 
tree oil and lemon oil. 

There arc also a number of these insecti- 
cides which come in soap form, such as whale- 
oil soap, which is used at the rate of one 
pound of soap to four to ten gallons of water, 
Gishurst's Compound, tobacco soap and sul- 
pho-tobacco soap. 

The best preparation for mildew is potas- 
sium sulphide. Use one-half ounce to one 
gallon of water. Flowers of sulphur and grape 
(lust dusted on the plants are good, btit they 
blow off. 

■ Undoubtedly the amateur or any one with 
only a few trees had better buy one of the 
so-called miscible oils for killhig the scale; 
directions for using come with these. They are 
usually mixed with water at the rate of one 
to twenty. 

Lime-sulphur wash is made as follows: 
Slake four pounds of stone lime in a kettle on 
the stove, add three pounds of sulphur and 
boil the mixture for one-half or three-quarters 
of an hour, stirring it all the time. Strain this 
into a barrel through a fine wire netting or 
burlap and add water to make ten gallons. 

For fungous diseases of all kinds, the best 
remedy is Bordeaux mixture. You can mix it 
yourself by dissolving ten pounds of blue- 
stone (copper sulphate) in ten gallons of 
water. Then slake fifteen pounds of good rock 
lime in fifteen gallons of water, slake the lime 
with a small amount of Avater, and add the 
balance after slaking stops. They will keep 
in good condition tmtil used, if kept covered. 

When you wish to spray, take six quarts 
of the lime solution and four quarts of the blue- 
stone ; add to these forty quarts*"" of water, and 
then the spray is ready. Or the quantity can 
be .reduced by using six pints ot lime, four 
pints of bluestone and forty pints, of water. 

The amateur will save time by buying one 
'of the ready-made Bordeaux mixtures. 'There 
are several good ones on the market which 
can be bought fi-om reliable seedsmen. To 
prepare for spraying, all one has to de is to add 
Water according to directions which will be 
found on the can. — W. C. McColldm in Subur- 
ban Life. ' ■

Chamberlain has been appointed to fill his 
place. 

John Alitchcll, one of the labor leaders wlio 
were sentenced to prison because they refused 
to obey the order of the court, made a speech 
at Indianapolis, Indiana, on the 22nd. He 
spoke before the United States Workers' con- 
vention and was loudly cheered. The convcn- 
tioi: voted S2500 to defend the labor leaders 
in the appeal against the decision of the judge 
who sentenced them to prison. 

Governor Cilcttc of Calif<jrn.ja has listened 
to the advice of the president and asked the 
legislature of the state not tci make any laws 
against the Japanese, lie says that m.t the 
state, but the congress at Washington has 
the power to keep the subjects of foreign na- 
tions from entering the country. advises 
the people of California to wait and sec 
whether the efforts of the L'nited States gov- 
ernment to keep the Japanese away are suc- 
cessful. If they are not, then new laws must 
be marlc at \\'ashiiiL,ni in. Jap.iii has prrimiscd 
to prcNcnt her laborers frnni eoniiiij^ lo the 
States and he asks the people to wait and see 
whether they will keeji that pniiiii^e. 

A farmer in Ivrcjnau. Saskatchewan, who 
went on a business trip to a neighboring town, 
leaving his wife and children well and 
happ\', returned next day to lind that the 
mother and her four children had been burned 
to death. Only the oldest son, adad of sixteen, 
escaped. 'Jhe poor boy made many fruitless 
efforts to sa\-c the others. Xotldng sadder 
happened even at Messina. 

Tiierc was also a lij'e at Cumberkiiid, on 
\'ancouver Island, where one man, James .Scott, 
was burned to dcatii, many injured and much 
property destroyed. The poor man who was 
burned is supposed to have upset the lamp. 

While we have on Vancouver Island suffered 
from cold and stormy weather, everywhere 
along the Pacific Coast there hava been storms 
which have blocked the trains or caused wash- 
outs on the railroads. The wreck of the 
schooner Soquel at Pacliena Ray, on the West 
Coastj and tlio loss of the ea[)tai'ii's v,'ile and 
baby was .sad news on Sunday morning. Tliat 
the loss of life was not greater was owing in 
the bravery and the skill of Captain Townsend 
of the steamer Tecs and his officers and crew. 
We arc proud to have men so ready to risk 
their lives fojj the sake of others among our 
seafaring men.> 



The burning of the steamer Venture at the 
hiouth of the Skeena river was another mis- 
fortune to shipowners. The Venture was owned 
by the Boscowitz Steamship Company. She 
was loading salmon for J. H. Todd & Sons. Her 
loss was partly covered by insurance. 

For ninety years there has been trouble be- 
tween the old British colony of Newfoundland 
and the United States over the fisheries. Bri- 
tain and the United States signed a treaty in 

1818 wdiich has given rise to many mistakes. 
'J'he Xew F.iigland fisherman had certain 
rights of curing and dr)-ing their fish and buy- 
ing supplies about which they and the settler.-; 
on the island were constantly quarrelling. It 
is said that the rights of both parties will be 
finally settled by the court to whom all the na- 
tions of the world have given authority to set- 
tle disputes between them. This is the de- 
cision to which Secretary Root of the United 
States and Ambassador Bryce of England 
have ennie after long and careful study of the 
matter. This court is called the international 
tribunal and it meets at the Hague in Holland. 

Judge Cassels, who spent many months of 
last year examining into the way the business 
of the department of marine has been manag- 
ed presented his report to parliament. He 

shows that much more money was spent for 
materials and supplies than they were worth 
and [loints out how in future the evils shown 
to exist can be remedied. Judge Ca.ssels says, 
among other things, that civil servants should 
be better paid, lie l)elie\-es that Canada is 
rich enough to jiay all her servants at least as 
liberally as other employers pay for the same 
sort of work. In the department of Marine 
the lightiiouse keepers, the surveyors of the 
coast and the quarantine officers have very 
important worl< tn do. The safetj' of all who 
tra\el by sea dejiends on their faithfulness. 
'I'lieir (hities are often difficult and dangerous 
and their lives are lonely. Such men should 
receive large salaries. 

\'ietoria has bad another distinguished vis- 
ii(H-. 1). 1). Mann, one of the vice-presidents of 
the Canadian Northern railroad, spent several 
days of last week in town. Like Sir Thomas 
Sliaughncssy, Mr. Mann began life as a poor 
bov and has by industry, perseverance and 
talent, wr.n for himself a high place amonp the 
world's workers. 

His business in X'ietoria is to try to grt the 
goveniiuent to help him to build a road from 
l-',dmonton to tlie Coast. It he is successful, 
I'lritish t'oluiid)ia will \)0 cr(.issed by three lini'S 
of railriiad, the Canadian Pacihc, the Cirand 
Trunk Pacific, and the Canadian Northern. 
There is room for them all. Ask your father 
to tell you how many railroads there were in 
Canada when he went to school and then get 
your map and see if you can count how many 
there arc now. Perhaps your grandfather can 
remember when the first transcontinental road 
in America was built, 

.'\mong all the wonderful discoveries of our 
lime none is so marvelous and none more use- 
fid than wiridess telegraphy. That by sending 
out a eiirrenl of electricity into the air a mes- 
sage can be received by any machine within 
hundreds of miles, seems a m.iracle. Indeed, 
nothing that is told in fairy tales or in books 
of magic is so strange. 

Off the rockbound coast of New England 
the Florida ran into the steamer Republic 
soihe ten days since, ^oth: ships were loaded 



with passengers. Not knowing but the Florida 
was as badly injured as his own ship, the cap- 
tai-n of the Republic sent out word into the 
air that she was sinking. Very soon several 

vessels caught the message and went to his re- 
lief. By the time they came the Republic's pas- 
sengers and crew had been transferred to the 
Florida. The passengers \ve.re afterwards 
taken from the damaged ship and all danger 
was over.- Surely electricity is the most won- 
derful power over which man has gained con- 
trol. To the patient labors of the men who 
have spent their lives in its study how much we 
owe ! Y^t what electricity is the wisest man 
knows no more than the smallest child. 

It is sad to think that there are many little 
lads in our province who arc not getting ready 
to be goijcl and useful men. They do not go 
to school but spend their days and too often 
their evenings on the streets, listening to i;ad 
bo\-s and wicked men. They earn a little monev, 
but when the\' grow up tlie_\' will neither have a 
trade nor an education. When work is scarce 
they will be idle, and oven when it is plentiful 
they will not be industrious or persevering 
enough to remain stt'udily at one thing. Most 
of them learn to smoke and many arc tempted 
to drink even while lliey are boys. Some of 
these foolish children have gO(jd fathers and 
mothers and could go to school if they wished. 

There are, perhaps, a ver}' few of the chil- 
dren who work all da}' in t-own. who have no 
fathers or whoso fathers or mothers arc sick 
or very poor. These little fellows take "their 
money home and do not spend more time than 
they can help on the streets. It is not such 
boys who get into trouble. 

No one can help feeling very sorry for the 
two little boys who were sent lo the reformatory 
latclw I)i!t wdien niglu after night these boys 
broke into stores and carried away what did 
not belong to them, the_\- were learning lessons 
that would ruin their lives. "Thou shalt not 
steal" is a command no little boy or girl is too 
\ oung to obey. Those who break it are sure, 
sooner or later, to be banished from all whom 
they love. ' 

Nanaimo has a very beautiful harbor. It 

is almost lancilocked and contains the islands 
of Gabriola, Protection and Newcastle. Be- 
yond Newcastle Island'is Dcjiarturc Bay. Un- 
der the harbor the coal mines extend for about 
a mile from No. i shaft to Gabriola Island. 
SbijjS, some ol ibcm very large, come from 
many jjoris to load coal here. Great colliers 
from San I'rancisco and passenger boats on 
their way to Alaska call at the coal bunkers of 
the Western Fuel Company. Other exports 
from the Black Diamond City are lumber and 
herring. In the sunnner there is much boating 
in the harbor and the islands make dehghtful 
camping grounds. There arc \cry few prettier 
sights than can be seen from the Hospital Hill 
at sunset on a summer evening when the blue 
water is dotted witli pleasure boats and the 
setting sun is reflcctctl from the mountains 
beyond. 

Yet the people of Nanaimo arc not satis- 
fied with their harbor and are asking the Do- 
minion, government to spend a large 'sum in . 
deepening it so that the largest ships shall be 
able to come into it safely. Nanaimo, like 
Victoria, expects to grow very fast during the 
next few years. 

On Friday week there was a meeting of 
gentlemen from all parts of \'ancouver Island. 
They met to make plans for opening up this 
Island. E.xcept along the line of the E. & N. 
Tailway bet\vee-n Victoria and Wellington, at 
Comox and near the harbors of the East Coast, 
there are very few settlers. Mr. Sutton told 
the meeting what he told the gentlemen of the 
Victoria lioard of Trade a short time ago, 
that this Island was rich in timber and in min- 
erals, but that unless railways and roads were 
built, it was impossible for [iro;-pectors or lum- 
berinen to laalce use of the ricln's. 

Mr. Marpole, wdio is in charge of the CP. 
T-l. work on \'ancou\'i-r l.slaiid, said that it was 
time a railway was btiilt lo (.'anipbell River, 
and promised that the eoinjiany he represented 
would do all it could to help to fit this Island 
to be the home of many people. He spoke 
especially of the value of the timber for which 
there is a large and growing market in the 
Ijrairie provinces, as well as in other parts of 
the world. He showed that if a railroad were 
built to t'amiibell Kiver passengers going north 
^\•ould gain time if they went by rail instead of 
taking iln- steamer at \'icturia or \'ancouver, 
as at present. 

.Vll the gentlemen present agreed lo do all 
the\- could towards improving their own part 
of the country and getting the government to 
build roads and bridges. A plan for clearing 
the land was talked about. If the work of 
opening up this Island goes on at all quickly 
(and all the gentlemen who spoke seemed very 
uuich in earnest) there will be plenty of work 
awaiting the boys who are ;it school, when in 
a few years they ba\'e grown to be men. Sur- 
veyors, miners, lumbermen, cmgineers, farmtu-s 
and laborers in thousands will be needed. 
Towns will bo built and shipping increased. The 
3-oung nu'u of the future cannot know too 
much or have too much energy, if they are to 
do their share of the work planned by the 
Vancouver Island Development League. 

The British Columbia legislature met on 
Thursday, the 22nd. Just what laws the gov- 



ernment intend to pass the Governor's speech 
does not tell. The business of the province 

has been well done, as the government has 
more than two millions of dollars in the treas- 
ury. It will take that and as nuich more as can 
be raised to build the many roads that arc need- 
ed through the province. Not oidy trails and 
roads, but railways are needed, if settlements 
are to be opcnof! tip. >dany ;ii':v,' scliooHiouscs 
must be built and more teachers ongagcd. The 
education of the boys and girls of the province 
costs a great deal of money. All this has to 
be paid by the people, for although the gov- 
ernment pays part of the salaries of the 
teachers, that money is raised by taxing the 
. people. It is very much as if the city and the 
govcrimiont were two banks into which the 
money needed for the schools was put for safe- 
keeping. W'c talk about free schools mid free 
schoolbooks, but they arc not more free than 
in the old times when all the scholars paid a 
foe. When the money is all put together it 
goes further, and we have better schoolhouscs 
and better teachers than when each school was 
under ditfei-ent rules and separate manage- 
ment. 

There is this difference, however. In the 
old times poor children could not afford to pay 
the fees, so they had to go without an educa- 
tion no matter how clever they were. On the 
other hand, many rich men's sons and daugh- 
ters were sent to school, although they could 
not learn. Now, all have an equal chance. But 
none should imagine that his or her education 
costs nothing. AH children are asked to do is 
to make the most of their time at school. Your 
fathers work hard to pay their taxes and to 
clothe and feed you, and the pupil who shirks 
his work is not only dishonest but ungrateful. 

All the boys and girls ought to know the 
names of the gentlemen who ha\'c been^ en- 
trusted by the people with the management 
of the affairs of this great province in which 
we live. To build the roads and other public 
works, look after the mines, manage the 
schools, see that the lands 'of the province arc 
sold to the farmers and that the timber is not 
wasted, to help the farmers to irrigate or dyke 
their land and to find markets for their pro- 
duce; these and many such things the govern- 
ment of the province must do. It is their 
business to carry out' the laws passed by the 
legislature and lo spend the money voted by 
it honestly and carefully. It is not so very 
long since some of the ministers were boys at 
.school, nor will it be many years before lads 
who are now at school will take their places. 
By that time the province will be more thick- 
ly peopled and the work will be harder to do. 
The following are the names and offices of the 
cabinet ministers:

•RABBIT SHOOTING IN THE OLD 

„• ■'■'■• % ■ /. COUNTRY,- ..- - . 

(By Richard L. Pocock.) 

WONDER if there is any other ani- 
mal in the world which affords so 
mucli sport to rich and poor as the 
common or garden English rabbit? 

Common all over the country ,;ind 
prolific to a degree, which is prover- 
bial, excellent food, and giving excellent sport 
by a variety of methods, it would be a sorry 
loss to tlie people of the Old Land if by some 
mischance or miracle they should become ex- 
tinct. It is small wonder that it occurred to 
the people of Australia that they would be an 
excellent animal to introduce to their own 
country, but it is a great wonder, knowing" 
their extraordinary power of rapid multiplica- 
tion, that t!;cy did not realize that they would 
Speedily overrun their vast and sparsely popu- 
lated land to sttch a degree as to make them a 
pest. 

• In England, of course, it is different, the 
country there is practically all occupied and, 
although it would be a hard job to extermin- 
ate the rabbits, it is cas}' enough to kill them 
in sufficient numbers to prevent their ever be- 
coming a menace to property. 

By the laws of England, rabbits are not 
classed as game but as vermin, albeit they arc 
not vermin which everyone is at liberty to 
kill indiscriminately at his own sweet will. 
The rights of property must be respected, and 
the tenant of a farm, or landowner, regards 
the rabbets as property of considerable value, 
and if you were to take a stroll over his land 
with gun in hand with the idea of helping 
3'ourself to a few of these toothsome \-crniin, 
you would speedily find yourself arrested and 
thrown into durance vile for poaching. 

One of the most familiar and typical ob- 
jects of the English countryside is the little 
brown rodent sitting at tbe entrance to his 
burrow, with ears cocked, ready to bolt in- 
stantly underground at the first alarm. Com- 
ing suddenly from behind a hedge it is often 
possible to see quite a number of them feed- 
ing and playing in the middle, of a field ; as 
soon as you see them they will probably see 
you, but, if you remain perfectly motionless, 
they will probably run to within a few feet of 
their burrow and then sit on the alert waiting 
to see if a retreat to the fastness of the earth 
ig really urgent. If they have not all seen you 
at once, the. certainty is that one of the old 
wary ones is inmiediately aware of your ap- 
proach, and warning will be given by the 
drumming of his feet and the flicker of his 
white flag as he bolts for safety. 

In an ordinary day's shoot the number of 
rabbits seen will not be at all proportionate to 
the number on the ground, unless steps have 
been taken to prepare specially for rabbit- 
shooting for the simple reason that, except at 
feeding time in the evening, they will for the 
most part be underground, and even then they 
will not, of course, make their appearance un- 
less all is quiet in the vicinity. 

When then a gamekeeper of a big shooting 
estate has received orders to prepare for a big 
shoot of conies he makes his preparations the 
day or two before. He and his men go out to 
all the earths and bolt the inhabiting rabbits 
by means of ferrets or some one or other of 
the different preparations on the market for 
puttirrg down the holes. When the rabbits 
have bolted, the earths are either stopped or 
tainted with these preparations copiously en- 
ough to ensure that the rabbits will not re- 
turn to their earths for a sufficient time. Com- 
ing to the ground the next day the guns find 
the rabbits on the ground taking cover in all 
sorts of places, root-crops, hedge-rows, under 
bramble bushes, in bracken, long grass and in 
hollow pollards and all kinds of odicr cover 
sufficient to hide a rabbit, and rare sport they 
will have, and none so easy, either, for the 
tnnn who can kill two out of three rabbits 
bolting from bush to bush or racing acrosj. a 
tide in a wood has nothing to be ashamed of 
;n4hc matter of skill with the gun. Of co'irsc, 
enormous bags arc made on some' of these 
•shoott, but then that is because there are en- 
ormou.'i quantities of rabbits. 

One of the features of harvesting in many 
parts of the Old Country is the shooting of 
the rabbits which bolt from tlic crops before 
the reaping machines. The farmers will in- 
vite a few friends fond of the gun and the us- 
ual method is to cut round and round each 
field working, gradually to the centre. The 
rabbits crowd into the middle of the field and 
will not as a rule bolt until there is left stand- 
ing quite a small patch. Then, when the ma- 
chine is making its last circle the fun begins, 
and while it lasts is fast and furious. In every 
direction are rabbits boiling from the terrify- 
ing machine, and it means quick and sure 
shooting to bag many of them. ,Sonic of these 
Old Country farmers are very expert rabbit 
shooters, many of them being able to make 
certain of their aim, without raising the gun to 
their shoulder, but firing from the hip, a great 
•advantage in>rabbit shooting in thick cover 
when most-of . the shots are snap-shots. 
■ A most fascinating form of - sport is rab- 
liiting with ferrets/ cither with or without 
■gt|itis. There is a good deal of excitement to 
'be ^ot out of this game, thougli perhaps it is 
■apt to be a little chilly on a frosty morning. 
On a farm where there are lots of rabbit holes, 
with good terriers and ferrets the sport is by 
no means tedious. A good dog which under- 
stands his business is indispensable. Run- 
ning along the hedge-rows and sniffing at 
each hole in turn a fox terrier trained to this 
work will tell you with very; few mistakes 



where the conies are at home. As soon as a 
burrow^with a tenant is located, the dogs are 
call6^d''bidck atid the ferret is called ipto play, 
an animal of the stoat tribe something dike a 
marten or a mink. Placed at the mouth of the 
hole he pays his visit to the underground 
tenant and uses his powers of persuasion to 
induce him to leave his. stronghold. In most 
cases the rabbit needs very little urging, and 
will speedily make his appearance at, the^ 
mouth of his burrow and proceed to put space 
as rapidly as possible between him and his' 
natural enemies. 

If you are not experienced he will have 
bolted to a considerable distance before you 
are alive to the fact that he is up and away. 
A bolted rabbit is astonishingly fleet of foot 
and far more difficult to hit than a hare, which 
is about the easiest animal to shoot that goes 
on four feet, aiid is Liauaily siiot more for his 
excellence on the table than his sport-giving' 
ciualificaiions. Hunted witli hounds the hare 
shows the very best sport, being a far more 
cunning and baffling animal to hunt than Ray- 
n'ard the fox, but for the gun the rabbit can 
give him points. 

Sometimes in ferreting, the rabbit refuses 
to leave tiie earth, preferring even to have h's 
hind cjuarters gi'adually eaten away. Then 
the ferret ha.s often to be dug out in order to 
recover it. To do this another ferret is usually 
sent in afLer it with a line attached to its neck; 
if the rabbit docs not bolt then and both fer- 
rets "lie up" the spade is brought into play 
and the whole bunch recovered together by 
following the line. Another dodge is to bell 
the ferret with a little bell on the collar which 
can be distinctly heard and followed with the 
ear close to the ground. In this way one can 
tell in what direction the. ferret has gone and 
snvc useless digging among the labyrinth of 
passages of an old burrow. 

The ]"jrofcssional rabbit-catcher seldom uses 
a gun, relj-ing on his ferrets and dog and a 
kind of bag-net, which he i)laccs over the 
various putlcts, and \vhich draws tight round 
bunny as he rushes into it and rolls him up 
in a tangled ball. These fraternity are also 
very expert in setting snares on the run ways 
made of fine wire, which catch the rabbits by 
the neck and thus strangle them to death. 
Poachers have a way of netting rabbits whole- 
sale at night by using a long low net which 
they stretch in front of their burrows and 
into which the rabbits are driven from their 
feeding grounds. 

Rabbit coursing witii terriers and whippets 
is a form of sport to which the rougher element 
of the town class is apt to be rather partial, 
but is a cruel form of sport seldom counten- 
anced by more respectable people. The rab- 
bit seller is a familiar figure in many English 
towns and does a good trade at popular j^rices, 
while the "rag and bone man" is always will- 
ing to pa}' a penny or so each for rabbit skins 
which are used largely in manufacturing dif- 
ferent kinds of cheapi and imitation furs. 



SPORTSMEN OF TRADITION 

One thing that as nnicli as another'recom- 
mcnds any true form of sport to any true 
s]Dorlsnian is llic ever-existent and .accom- 
panying sense of fellowship. There is not only 
the interest in the principles and practice of 
the common pwsuit, but the fact of an interest 
in it is in itself a very fair warrant of con- 
geniality. A man who has been trained in the 
honest ndes and customs governing sport 
starts with a good rlcal in his favor. A com- 
panionship, a fellowship, a friendship with 
thi-j as a basis has a fair chance of a strong 
and lasting c.N'istence. 

Tlic interest and fellowship of sport is not 
confined to a locality. The kingdom of sport 
is one embracing nowadays the ends of the 
earth, for one knows what -sportsmen are do- 
ing at the North Pole and in the interior of 
Africa. But the interest is not alone in con- 
temporaneous sport and sportsmen. This must 
extend to all times for sport even in its modern 
sense as a game of address and strength is 
as okl and older tlian history. There were 
sportsmen as early as there were heroes and 
if one looks closely one will find that as a 
general thing the early heroes were sports- 
men. If one is going to believe that Hercules 
was a "solar myth" well and good, but the 
conception was one born of a sporting in- 
stinct. 

The first sportsman of tradition, of whoni 
there is an}^rcal knowledge is the great Nim- 
rod himself, who has remamed the great sport- 
ing prototype. 

Alas, there seems to be some doubt as to 
the qualifications of this hero to hold the place 
he does. Whether he is really able to "make 
good" Is a question. Ilis whole reputation 
rests on a single line of doubtful meaning. 
"Nimrod the mightly hunter before the Lord." 
What, however, v/as his game no one certainly 
knows. The Targiim . declares that his was 
"a sinful hunting of the sons of men." Pope 
following this idea calls him "a mighty hunter, 
and his prey was man." ]\!lilton seems to have 
inclined to take this view ^vhen he says, "And 
men not beasts shall be his game." Indeed, 
there are many facts that lead one to thmk 
that Nimrod was something of a tyrant and 
that his hunts may havei' been something of 
the nature of expeditions harrying the coun- 
try. But after all, what have disputed facts 
to do with it? Tradition has created a Nim- 
rod and that is the Nimrod that will be ac- 
cepted by the world. One much prefers 
to think of the early Assyrian monarch thun- 
dering through the plain upon his ropy-ma ned 
horse with his ropy beard streaming over his 
shoulder in pursuit of the lion, Josephus v.'ould 
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Have one believe that this potentate- built'^ the 
Tower: of Eabel. One tradition is reproduced, 
hoVever, in the Talmud at which one pauses": 
We are told that Nimrod had constructed a 
coffer which was carried aloft by four huge 
birds harnessed to it in some manner un- 
known. There seems to be something pro- 
phetic in such an attempt as this on the part 
Qi this first great sportsman when we consider 
how the air hasibecome a field of sport. 

In the traditions of sport there are long 
breakis. Though men were as interested in 
"records" as they are now no means existed 
of preserving them or the memory of the men 
who made them. The Grecian world had 
its sportsmen. We must believe from the story 
of Bucephalus that Alexander was a true 
sportsman. The Romans appear to have been 
too grim and serious to have prodiTced any 
true sportsmen. The c.\isience o£ ihe arena 
as an ideal of sport really disqualifies them. 

The next traditional name after Nimrod is 
St. Hubert. Though at first he was not the 
patron saint of sportsmen, St. Martin or St. 
Jerome holding that place, by the beginning 
of the tenth century lie ^vas generall}^ accepted. 
That his day was the third of November at 
the "opening of the season" had something to 
do with the position assigned to him. And 
that all the "bag" of the opening day and a 
tenth of that of following days was brought 
to his altars was something, a French au'flior- 
ity informs us, much appreciated by the monks 
who tended his shrine. But there seems to 
have been additional reason for his veneration 
beside that to be found from the mere dale of 
his day. St. Hubert was certainly a sportsman 
himself. Indeed he was pre-eminently a 
sportsman before he was a saint; though his- 
tory ^loes not say that after he became a 
bishop he abandoned the chase. With the 
latitude of the clergy of the time — later there 
was a very famous German sporting arch- 
bishop — it is not unlikely he may have still 
taken his part in the hunt. And this is to 
be believed since, as "The Apostle of the 
Ardennes" his life was in that enchanted 
region of sport, the Forest of the Ardennes. 

Many sportsmen of a later time lived in 
France, though France has never perhaps held 
quite the reputation for sport that is deserved. 
Almost every version of France has an Eng- 
Almost every version of .France has an English 
lish tendency has certainly riot been to extol 
French sport. There never was perhaps a 
more typical sportsman than Henry IV, with 
all a sportsman's vigor and love of taking 
chances. 

In England one comes however to the 
earliest home of sport and sportsmen in the 
strictly modern sense. In the *'snug little 
island" the spirit of sport has flourished most 
strongly and the traditions of sport been most 
carefully guarded. 

There may seem to be something more 
Irish than English in saying that the first 
sportsman of England was a woman. But 
the curious fact is that the first book written 
about sport was written by one of the gentle 
sex. 

^ Of Dame Julyan or Juliana Berners or 

Bernes or Barnes — for the name appears in 
all these ways — very little is really known. 
All is really tradition. Juliana Berners, for 
this is the form in which her name usually 
appears and in which it will always be l^nown 
to the world, was a lady of noble family. She 
was the daughter of Sir James Berntrs and 
the sister of Lord Berners, The, early part of 
her life she is supposed to have spent at Court. 
The story is that there she was an adept in 
the woodland sports so much practiced at 
Court and that it was only after she "got" 
her "to a nuimery" and became the Prioress 
of Sopwell, near St. Albans, that she wrote her 
treatises on hawking and hunting and fisliing. 
Indeed, her experience was apparently very^ 
much the same as St, Hubert's — first the life 
in the gay world and then the withdrawal from 
it. And again as in his case one cannot tell 
whether she abandoned the chase .with the 
world. 

Mr. William Blades in his introduction to 
the reprint of "The Boke of St. Albans" de- 
clares "there is not the shadow of evidence" 
that the lady wrote a great part of what is 
ascribed to her, and "n^M a particle of evidence 
that she ever presided over the nunnery of 
Sopwell." Thqujjh he docs appear to concede 
that she compiled the greater part of the "Book 
on Hunting." However, in investigating his- 
tory the assumption that there cannot be so 
much smoke without some fire is a good one 
to accept for popular purposes, since for the 
"man in the street" history will ever be ac- 
cepted tradition, though the most learned 
scientific historian cannot find a vestige of 
fact on which to base it. "The Boke of St. 
Albans" did not apear until i486, when the 
tract, "The Trcalysc of Fysshynge wyth an 
Angle" was added. This was what so in- 
fluenced Isaak Walton and if for nothing else 
is of historical and traditional consequence. 
This "Boke of St. Albans" is a very rare 
volume in the original indeed, only three per- 
fect copies of the first edition are known to 
exist, the only one, and that not perfect, to 
come to the auction room in the last century, 
bringing six hundred guineas. But twenty 
editions of the hook have been published and 
its influence has been great on sport and 
sportsmen;- There is a certain quality in the 
writing that makes one think lovingly of the 
writer -even as one docs ,of that placid okl 
sportsman, Isaak Walton, and leads one to 
believe that she must have had a very sweet 
and pleasant nature. There is also a strange 
modern ness of ajiplicalion in the riuaintly spelt 
old words and a so.und wisdom in it even for 
spoflsiilen of today. 



"Salomon in his parablys sayth that a good 
spyryte malcyth-a flpiurynge aege, that is a 
fayre aege and' a lohge. ' And sytH it is soo; 

I aske this questyon. Whiche ben the meanes 
and the causes that enduce a man into a mery 
spyryte? Truly to my dyscrecoii it scmeth 
good dyspoetcs and honest gayms in whom 
a man joyeth without ony repentannce after." 

Since Dame Juliana's time the interest of 
England and of the world in sport has in 
no wise decreased. The question is whether 
,the charm that it has always had for man 
has not really grown greater the further man- 
kind has traveled from primitive conditions. 
The contrast of out-of-door sports with our 
comjdex civilization makes them even more 
attractive — even more of a recreation. Men 
find relief in turning from the artificialities of 
modern life to the simple occupation of the 
field and stream that have really changed so 
little with all the modern appliances now in 
use. As sport comes more and more into our 
own lives we give more and more attention to 
its history and traditions, for though vvc have 
made modifications and often framed new 
rules fitting new conditions, we are linked to 
the past by the indissoluble bonds of inheri- 
tance. 

One sportsman of tradition should un- 
failingly be mentioned, even though he is 

nameless and shall probably always remain 
so. He is that "country gentleman who was 
out with his liounds between the armies on 
the morning of Edgeliill," and one may find 
a reference to him in Sir Geqrge Otto Trevel- 
yan's "Early Plistory of Charles James Fox." 
There is a sporting picture in the glimpse of 
this old gentleman. The great civil war that 
was to change a government and kill a king 
was just beginning. The first battle of the 
conflict was about to be fought, yet this 
tVanquil sportsman was content to go about 
his usual life without regard to the wrangles 
of parly or even the turmoil of war. There 
is soinclhing restful and pleasant in contem- 
])lating him riding through the October morn- 
ing with his horse and hounds while tire two 
armies lay ready to spring to the attack. With 
the quiet serenity of his position the occupa- 
tions of the combatants seem feverish and 
futile. 

After all it is something the same way with 
each who after doing his duty in life calmly 
follows his chosen sport. One feels that one 
wotdd rather ride with that old sportsman 
throughout the bright morning than with the 
noisy armies. 

We have produced sportsmen without num- 
ber in America and though some arc becom- 
ing traditional like our Boones and our 
Crocketts and the glamour of legend is gather- 
ing about them, they really are more sportsmen 
of history than of tradition. And we are 
])roducing sportsmen now who undoubtedly in 
time will become tj^aditional also. That there 
are th'ose of tradition gives an added value to 
the present, in that there is a satisfaction in 
doii\g this well which good men have done 
before — that stout men have considered worth 
doing. — George Hibbard, in Outing. 



TYPES OF TROUT FISHERS 

Probably one of the chief reasons why 
angling appeals so strongly to men of an 
imaginative cast of mind is that in the pursuit 
of it a man must, to all intents and purposes, 
rely solely upon himself. There are the two 
opijosing forces — the instinct of the fish and 
the intellect and cunning of the angler. In 
nearly all other sports there are intermediate 
factors. In shooting, take away beaters, dogs, 
and ferrets and the sportsman is at once de- 
prived of foin--fifths of his chances. In shoot- 
ing, the dog generally supplies the cunning 
which tlie angler himself must furnish. It 
has been pro\-cJ over and over again that a 
very moderate siiot with good dogs will beat 
a first-class shot who has to rely on wild 
or badly-broken dogs. 

In angling itself the extent to which the 
angler is thrown on his own resources varies. 
The person who goes out to fish for gudgeon 
need not place any great strain on his mental 
faculties, and, going, on the other hand, to 
the head of the list, neither need he who goes 
forth 10 catcii ihe lord!}' salmon be possessed 
of very profountl knowledge of nature's ways, 
simply because the salmon in fresh water 
seems to set nature's laws at defiance. There 
are persons who have started with salmon 
without having served a trout apprenticeship, 
and who, if placed on a heavily fished open 
water, could not take a passable basket of 
trout to sav6 their lives. It is a natural 
sequence to the foregoing statement to say, 
therefore, that while a successful salmon fisher 
might be a very indifferent trout fisher, yet 
the man who is a finished exiionent of trout 
fishing has knowledge which would, of itself, 
make him a first-rate salmon fisher, thus dis- 
proving Euclid's theory that the greater con- 
tains the less. 

The chief reason why angling appeals to 
the true sportsman is that, in this age of ad- 
vanced civilization, it helps him for the time 
being to get back to bedrock. True, he may 
be able to call to his aid all the advantages 
of cane-built rods, patent reels ayd gossamer 
flics; hut these arc merely items. The issue 
rests with the man and the fisii, and no ques- 
tion of the quality of tackle can ever bridge 
the difference between a good fisher and a bad 
one. The stolid, matter-of-fact man seldom 
-makc3 a good angler. For that matter, he 
seldom becomes an angler at all. Things which 
arc not readily visible to the physical eye do 
not appeal to him. His imagination comes to 
a dead stop when it strikes the surface of a 
water, be it muddy canal or moutitaiii tarn. 
,To him the fishmonger's is the be^ place to 



get fish, and, if by reason, of his environment 
he does fish, it'is generally'dpne when hei has 
nothing else on an'd when a flood fnakes a 
heavy basket a certainty. This type of person 
is also addicted to sitting in the stern of a 
boat with a flotilla of minnows towing behind. 
The dreamer, on the other hand, has all' the 
qualities in himself which bring otit the true 
fascination of angling. Let the stream be how- 
ever poor, no one can prevent his mind from 
peopling it with finny monsters. That he 
seldom catches theni' matters little; there are 
all the mor.e.Ieft for another day. Probably 
he is tiever very successful ; his mind is too 
busy drawing pictures to permit him to turn 
to advantage the hints which nature presents 
at every turn. 

The flighty, erratic man does not get much 
pleasure in angling. To him, as someone 
cleverly puts it, "Its pleasures are principally 
made up of disappointments." liis nature may 
not handicap him in other sports. His is the 
style of cricket which, when he gets his eye 
in, arouses the crowd to ecstasy. With the 
gun, provided there be enough to do to keep 
the barrels always warm, he can give points 
to most men, and it is a man of this typ6 who 
can sometimes astonish everyone by his per- 
formance on some worthless horse. The lonji 
day's angling, however, invariably shows his 
weakness. He covers the ground about t wice 
as fast as he should do. He keeps on trying 
to throw five yards more than he is able, and 
attempts to force the fish to accept his lures, 
quite regardless of the evidences around him 
that their tastes are inclined otherwise. He 
may start off fOr a day and return at lunch 
time, and half a pint of water on the wrong 
side of his waders is sufficient at any time to 
make him bundle and go. The guileless sea 
trout seen»s,.to ^ave been specially created to 
meet the wants of this impetuoixs type of - 
angler. > ~ 

What of the map who makes the ideal trout 
fisher? He must be moderately healthy and 
active ; not coldly calculating, but acutely alert. 
Sanguine to the end of the most disappointing 
day, he must" always be ready to change his 
plan of attack at a moment's notice. His pro- 
gress at the waterside must be the creep and 
crawl of the scout, picking up and analysing 
nature's signals as they appear at every pool 
and>run, at, every bush and boul.der. When 
he reaches a fresh pool he may lie watching it 
five or ten minutes before ever attempting a 
cast. A great many anglers — even good ones 
— can never restrain their impatience when 
they come to a favorite or likely pool; they 
must start casting or get into the water the 
moment they reach it. This is a prevalent 
weakness of the wet fly fisher, and he of the 
dry fly school is similarlj'- inclined. The latter 
is apt to lay himself out for the first fish he 
sees rising, forgetting that perhaps a few min- 
utes before his arrival better fish may have 
been feeding at the very spot which he' will 
spoil by sjiowing Ipmself. As a well-known 
old fisher on the Coquet" once remarked to me, 
"Ten minutes' watching at the start is worth 
half an hour's fishing at the end." 

There is another type of angler which is 
essentially modern, and which is apparently a 
product of the dry fly school. The amount 
of actual fishing done in the course of a day 
^by an angler of this class is comparatively in- 
"significent. His sport may be said to con- 
sist chiefly of meteorological observations, en- 
tomological research and botanizing with a 
few stray casts thrown when nothing specially 
attractive is to be found on the banks. It was 
an ardent disciple of this cult who witheringly 
summed up a friend devoted to salmon fishing 
with the words, "Why he touldn't tell a Mayfly 
from a canary." However, the one could catch 
salmon, while his critic certainly could not 
catch trout.— P.A,M. 



AN EAGLE'S STRENGTH 

AVhile I cannot give any positive proof of 
how much a bald eagle can carry, I should 
suppose that he could carry at least as much in 
proportion to his weight as a hawk or a 
horned owl. I have tlie recorded weight of a 
male bald eagle weighing nine and one-quarter 
pounds, and a female weighing twelve pounds. 
A horned owl will weigh from four to five 
pounds, and I have several times known one 
to carry off a large house cat. One was a very 
large one and the owner told me he could 
hear the cat cry as he was being carried off. 
Now anyone who will weigh a large house cat 
will find it to weigh at least ten pounds. I 
have seen a goshawk carry.off a hen twice its 
own weight and I have taken from a marsh 
hawk a very large chicken which would 
weigh more ttian twice what the hawk would. 
The marsli hawk is one of our weakest hawks, 
but he had carried this chicken over a quarter 
of a mile. My belief" is that if a hawk or 
horned owl can carry more than twice his 
weight (and I know positively th.at they can) 
that an eagle could, if occasion required, do as 
much in proportion to his weight.-which would 
be to carry eighteen to twenty pounds. Once 
when an eagle, shot through the body with a 
rifle ball, lay on_^his back I up-ended a long 
road skid and dropped it on him, Before it 
reached him he stretched up and caught it in 
his claws and held it up the length of his 
legs above him. I walked tip on the skid and 
stood above him and he easily held me and 
tiie skid, which I should judge, would ■\yeigh 
more than twenty pounds. I, took pains to be 
weighed the same day and weighed 119 
pounds. Put a stick in the claw of a wounded 
eagle and let him grasp a small tree with the 
other, and a man must be stronger than I ever 
v,'as to take tlic stick from liiui.— From Forest 
and Stream. ^ ,
